John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he had many questions 
regarding this Ordinance. He questioned if these provisions 
related to size, color or materials used. He said if he wants to 
paint his house purple that is not the government's business. 


Jim Ruff, Interim Planning and Neighborhood Director, gave an 
explanation and overview of the Ordinance. 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick questioned if older homes 
would be effected by this Ordinance. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the Set Back 
requirements and said that he did not understand what it was 
about, however, Jim Ruff did answer some of his questions.

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Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said that she hopes alll of the 
Make-Safe or Demolish Orders on tonight's agenda meet the 
States SEV requirements. She said the City of Lansing should not 
use Make-Safe or Demolish as a way of harassment. She said ifa 
house can be saved then we should do everything we can to save 
it

through and that fact that she does not have access to the house 
at this time 


Jennifer Florinki of 414 Dunlap said that she has lived at this 
residence for thirteen years and she shares the driveway with the 
owners of the property at 418 Dunlap. She has seen the owners 
only a few times and they have never made an attempt to make 
this property safe. She urged the City Council to demolish this 
property,

Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. congratulated President Bauer 
and Vice President Allen on their election. He said since we have 
a kinder and gentler City Council he would like to see an increase 
in the speaking time.

Reconsideration of Act-29-98, 700 block Sheridan St, E of RR 


tracks, Vacation of South Half, License for Private Use of North 
Half 


WHEREAS, Trooper Jake, Inc., P.O. Box 12147, Lansing, MI 
48901, has requested that the City convey the 700 block of 
Sheridan Street, between the railroad tracks on the west and 
Prudden Street on the east; and 


WHEREAS, Sheridan Street is a two-lane road that runs along the 
south side of Oakland Avenue, approximately 66' wide and 1,100° 
long, and includes a 30' wide roadway, a guardrail along the north 
side, a sidewalk along the south, and City and Board of Water & 
Light utilities within the ROW; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board had recommended on March 2, 
1999 that this portion of Sheridan Street be conveyed to Trooper 
Jake to provide additional parking for the Sheridan Lofts adaptive 
reuse project at 700-708 Sheridan Street, but a fire at the Sheridan 
Lofts site thwarted the developer's ability to satisfy the conditions 
of approval, thereby stalling the request; and 


WHEREAS, the Board reconsidered the proposal on June 3, 2003, 
and recommended that the street now be conveyed for parking 
associated with the Prudden Wheel redevelopment project; and 


WHEREAS, on June 3, 2003, the Board reviewed the location, 
character and extent of the revised proposal pursuant to Act 285 of 
1931, as amended, and found based on testimony, evidence and 
the staff report that: 
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1. circumstances pertaining to Act-29-98 have radically 
changed due to the fire damage at 700-708 Sheridan St., the 
former site of the proposed Sheridan Lofts development, 


2. with the development of the proposed Prudden Place 
housing units (SLU-2-03) in the 600 Block of Sheridan (west 
of the CSX railroad ROW), and the proposed parking lot at the 
700 Block of Sheridan Street (E of the CSX tracks), the 
roadway will no longer be needed for circulation and access, 


3. the circulation function of the subject roadway, if conveyed, 
will be accommodated by May Street and the interior 
circulation within the parking lot now proposed at the former 
Sheridan Lofts location, 


4. the public interest in the ROW for utilities and retaining wall 
repair can be protected by reserving easements, 


5. approval of both Act-29-98 and Act-8-03 provides the 
opportunity to eliminate the Sheridan Street/CSX railroad 
crossing; and 


WHEREAS, the Board voted unanimously (4-0), to recommend 
approval of Act-29-98, the conveyance of that portion of Sheridan 
Street located east of the CSX trac'cs, with the following conditions: 


1. easements for utilities and the maintenance of the retaining 
wall be reserved for the City, MDOT, and utility agencies, 


2.the applicant is required to have a Registered Land 
Surveyor provide the Planning Office with a Certified 
Boundary Survey of that portion of Sheridan Street right-of- 
way to be conveyed, 


3. the transfer be revocable if the proposed development is 
not satisfactorily completed within 48 months after final site 
plan approval, 


4. the applicant ensure the resolution of any remaining 
concerns raised by the owner of property located at 618 
Sheridan Street, or the applicant be required to construct a 
driveway leading to N. Larch Street on behalf of the owners of 
618 Sheridan Street, in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 1284.15 of the Zoning Ordinance, 


5. the applicant implement the proposed design essentially as 
it was presented to the Board; and 


WHEREAS, the Board further recommended that the Sheridan 
Street railroad crossing be removed if both Act-29-98 and Act-8-03 
are approved by City Council; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council Committee of the Whole has reviewed 
the report and recommendation of the Planning Board, plus 
updated information on the status of the ROW, and finds that, 


1. the subject portion of Sheridan Street is a platted ROW, the 
vacation of which would convey only the south half to the 
applicant, 


2. the City can confer rights to the north half of this ROW by 
entering into a license agreement, 


3. the full width of the subject ROW is located within the 
Brownfield Plan #14 - Prudden Area Redevelopment project 
area and is listed in that Plan 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Lansing City 
Council hereby approves Act-29-98, and vacates the south one- 
half (%4) of the following described portion of Sheridan Street ROW:

Jim Williams of 4021 Sheffield said that as a member of Lansing's 
Homosexual population he is upset with some of the comments 
being made during public comment time at the City Council 
meetings.

RESOLUTION APPROVING INSTALLMENT 
PURCHASE FINANCING OF PROPERTY 
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WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan (the “City’) determines it 
to be necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City 
and its residents to purchase a sprinkler system for City Hall, and 
roof replacement materials for two of the City’s community centers 
(collectively the “Property’), provided that the cost of the Property 
not exceed $1,000,000; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 99"), the legislative body 
of a city may enter into any contract or agreement for the purchase 
of lands, property or equipment for public purposes, to be paid for 
in installments over a period of not to exceed fifteen (15) years but 
in any case not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, 
as the useful life shall be determined by resolution of the legislative 
body; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City in an amount not 
to exceed $1,000,000 pursuant to an installment purchase contract 
or agreement will not result in the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by the City under Act 99 exceeding one and one quarter 
percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and personal 
property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


4. The Deputy Finance Director is hereby authorized to negotiate 
an installment purchase contract or agreement, in such form as 
she shall deem to be necessary or appropriate, among the City 
the persons offering to sell the Property to the City and a bank or 
other financial institution. Principal payable pursuant to the 
installment purchase contract shall be payable over a period 
estimated to be 8 years but in any event not to exceed 10 years 
The net interest cost payable under the installment purchase 
contract shall not exceed 7.00% per annum, and the principal 
amount to be paid by the City under the installment purchase 
contract shall not exceed $1,000,000. The Deputy Finance 
Director is hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver 
the installment purchase contract in final form 


2. The useful life of the Property is hereby determined to be not 
less than 10 years. The acquisition of the Property and the 
approval of the installment purchase contract hereby are found and 
declared to be for a valid public purpose and in the best interest of 
the health and welfare of the residents of the City. 


3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year, 
commencing with the present fiscal year, a sum which will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest coming due under 
the installment purchase contract before each following fiscal year. 
In addition, the City agrees to levy sufficient taxes in an amount 
necessary to make its debt service payments under the installment 
purchase contract, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory 
and charter tax rate limitations. 


4. The Deputy Finance Director is hereby directed and authorized 
to execute such additional documentation as shall be necessary to 
effectuate the closing contemplated by the installment purchase 
contract and the assignment thereof, including requisition 
cettificates (if provided by the form of installment purchase 
contract) providing payment to the sellers of the Property upon 
delivery of any portion of the Property or for reimbursement of 
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previously appropriated or advanced costs. 


5. The Deputy Finance Director is hereby authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this resolution, 
including current fiscal year debt service account, and to establish 
appropriate construction and financing accounts. 


6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall 
take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
installment purchase contract from adjusted gross income for 
general federal income tax purposes under Internal Revenue Code 
of 1986, as amended (the “Internal Revenue Code’), including but 
not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if 
applicable. 


7. The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg. 
§ 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code: 


(a) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with proceeds 
of debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures made to pay 
certain costs associated with the Property which were or will be 
paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof from the 
general funds or capital fund of the City, 


(b) As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $1,000,000, which debt 
may be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for 
other purposes. 


(c) Areimbursement allocation of the expenditures described in 
paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing described 
herein will occur not later than 18 months after the later of (i) the 
date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the date the Property 
is placed in service or abandoned, but in no event more than three 
(3) years after the original expenditure is paid. A reimbursement 
allocation is an allocation in writing that evidences the City's use of 
the proceeds of the debt to be issued for the Property to reimburse 
the City for a capital expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution 


(d) The expenditures for the Property are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of a 
type which are properly chargeable to a capital account (or would 
be so chargeable with a proper election or with the application of 
the definition of "placed in service” under Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) 
under general Federal income tax principles (as determined at the 
time the expenditure is paid) 


(e) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to 
abusive uses of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using 
funds corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner 
that results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. 
Reg. § 1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (c) above. 


8. The City recognizes that Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, 
PLLC. has represented from time to time, and currently represents, 
various banks, underwriters, and financial institutions, sellers, 
contractors, and other potential participants in this financing for 
unrelated matters. The City appoints Miller, Canfield as counsel 
for this financing, notwithstanding the potential concurrent 
representation of any such participant regarding any unrelated 
matter. 


9. The Mayor, City Clerk, and Deputy Finance Director of the City 
and other officials and agents of the City are each severally 
authorized to do all acts and things and, upon the advice of 
counsel, to execute any documents or certificates as may be 
necessary or desirable to deliver the aforesaid documents to the 
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parties and to effectuate the transactions described therein and the 
purposes of this Resolution, and to pay any costs necessary to 
accomplish negotiation and execution of the installment purchase 
contract. 


10. All resolutions and parts of resolutions insofar as they conflict 
with this resolution are hereby rescinded.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is proud of it's long and 
distinguished tradition of protecting the civil rights and liberties of 
its residents, a diverse group including immigrants from many 
nations, ethnic and religious groups, and students; 


WHEREAS, as the state capital of Michigan, the City of Lansing is 
both a center of free expression and public debate on government 
actions and policies, and a symbol of the rights of free speech and 
assembly guaranteed by both the federal and state constitutions; 


WHEREAS, the vital investigation of terrorist acts should be 
conducted in a rational and deliberative fashion to ensure that new 
security measures enhance public safety without impairing 
constitutional rights or infringing on civil liberties; 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council believes that there is no 
inherent conflict between national security and the preservation of 
liberty; and 


WHEREAS, a law enforcement agency's use of legislative powers 
or provisions such as the USA Patriot Act must be consistent with 
civil liberties guaranteed by the United States Constitution and

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. questioned the term 
expirations for some of the appointments on tonight's agenda 
Why are all of these terms not four year terms? He spoke 
regarding the late item brought by Vice President Allen last week 
and approved, for a transfer of funds for the Ingham County Park, 
Hawk Island. This is a county park. Why is it receiving city funding 
while city parks still cannot get their basketball courts restored? 
He has been asking for years for the basketball hoops to be put 
back up at Hillborn park and at other parks around the City. He is 
not asking for his own benefit, but for the benefit of Lansing's 
children. Why does the City continue to turn a blind eye towards 
the children who want to be able to use these basketball hoops? 


Frank S. Curtis "X" expressed his condolences to the two police 
officers who were slain in Detroit recently, and also to the Clark 
family. He displayed books about African American contributions 
to American History. His mission is to teach people of all colors. 
He told the audience that the South Side Community Coalition is 
for everyone and he invited everyone to visit. He commented on 
the Janet Jackson Super Bow! halftime show. 


David Sheets of 1121 S. Washington, owner of Dave's Discount 
Furniture said that he is going into the bar and restaurant business. 
He bought the old Recreation Lanes Bowling Alley and is 
renovating it at his own expense, with no help from the City of 
Lansing. His new business will boast a banquet facility with a 
capacity of 300 people and a restaurant and lounge done in a 
1950's and 1960's theme with a very glitzy ambience. The name is 
the Cadillac Club and he hope it is the spearhead for development 
in the Reo Town area. He stated that he has attempted to get 
assistance from the City with no success. He call the Mayor's 
hotline number 374-Tony and no one ever called him back. He 
hopes to attract customers from the Grand Rapids and Detroit area 
and he is here to ask Council to approve the transfer of the Class 
C license from DeMarco's to his new facility. 


T. Van Fox of 101 Sadie Crt. said that he is here on behalf of MHT 
Housing and the Hickory Woods project. They have completed 
their capital improvements that were requested by the City one 
year ago and survived several other challenges, including the 
procurement of several city permits, a changeover in management 
and renovation of their facility. They are a Section 8, low income 
housing apartment community with a long waiting list of 6-8 
months for 2 & 3 bedroom apartments. They have had a lot of 
tenant problems in the past, but they have renewed their 
relationship with the Police and Fire Departments and Code 
Compliance Officer Dolores Fuller. He thanked Jim Ruff and 
Councilmember Smith for their assistance along the way in their 
one year process of getting to this point. They are now ready to go 
forward with the HUD insured mortgage. He assured 
Councilmembers that they have no plans for sale of the property, 
and in fact they have not sold an asset in 15 years. 
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Peter Deluca, no address given, said that he is here for information 
from the new City Attorney about his case. He asked Mr. Roberts 
how a city employee was given access to personal information 
about him, including his social security number and date of birth 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick asked Councilmembers to 
fulfill their promise to review the reduction in public comment time. 
All the Citizens of Lansing want is fairness and leadership from 
President Bauer regarding the public comment allotments on the 
Council Agenda. He asked her to reinstate the 3 minute comment 
time on City Matters. He stated his support for traffic calming on 
Garden and the appointment of Yvonne Young McConnell. He 
asked the neighborhood association on Glenburne to work with the 
Council to avoid the special assessment that is on tonight's 
agenda. He stated opposition to the waiver of the 5 years of 
municipal experience for the Finance Director and the abatement 
for the Sadie Court Property. Slum landlords got City money to 
make these improvements and now they are asking for more 
money. He thanked Discount Dave for putting his own money into 
the business in Reo Town and stated his appreciation to 
Councilmember Smith for looking at the false alarm ordinance. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair asked about the settlements with 
Berardo and Tetra Tech. He told voters that they are three weeks 
from the Ides of March and the Lansing School District Special 
Election. The Lansing School District led the march to get the 
Ingham Intermediate School District to schedule a special election 
for an operating millage on March 15, 2004. The City of Lansing 
operates on 176 million dollars, but the Lansing School District 
needs 185 million dollars and they are off all summer and three 
weeks in the winter. They have the worst test results and receive 
the most money. They lost 530 kids last year along 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said that regionalism is 
out of the hands of Lansing residents. She hopes everyone will 
get out and vote in the March 15 LSD special election. She said 
she is tired of being lied to. She asked the Council to pass the 
living wage ordinance 


Freddie Rodriguez, no address given, spoke regarding a bill 
introduced by Representative Larry Julien to institute the death 
penalty in Michigan. This bill would take a 2/3 vote of the House 
and Senate to put the proposal on the November 2004 Ballot. He 
urged Michigan residents to support it's passage. There were 361 
homicides in Detroit alone in 2003

THE CITY ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE SPONSOR, AS 
DEFINED IN THIS SECTION OF THE ORDINANCE, IS A LIMITED 
DIVIDEND HOUSING ASSOCIATION LIMITED 

PARTNERSHIP AND HAS OFFERED, SUBJECT TO RECEIPT 
OF AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX 
CREDIT (LIHTC) PROGRAM AND A MORTGAGE LOAN, TO 
CONSTRUCT, OWN, AND OPERATE RENTAL PROPERTIES 
IDENTIFIED AS THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
LOCATED IN THE CITY TO SERVE PERSONS OF LOW 
INCOME, AND THAT THE SPONSOR HAS OFFERED TO PAY

(B) DEFINITIONS.

(3) AUTHORITY" MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE HOUSING

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SEQ 

(4) CITY” MEANS THE CITY OF LANSING, A MICHIGAN 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATION 

(5) “COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION’ MEANS THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE REHABILITATION OF A 102-UNIT, 
MULTIPLE FAMILY DEVELOPMENT LOCATED IN LANSING 
AT 601 SADIE COURT, PARCEL NUMBER 33-01-01-09-102- 
002, (LOT 4 BRISBIN PARK SUB) 

(6) HOUSING DEVELOPMENT” MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 
AS THE AUTHORITY DETERMINES IMPROVE THE QUALITY 
OF THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR 
PERSONS OF LOW INCOME. 

(7) HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT’ MEANS THE 
REHABILITATION OF A 102-UNIT, MULTIPLE FAMILY 
DEVELOPMENT RENTAL PROPERTIES LOCATED WITHIN 
LANSING AT 601 SADIE COURT, (PARCEL NUMBER 33-01- 
01-09-102-002, LOT 4 BRISBIN PARK SUB) 

(8) LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES" MEANS LOW 
INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES AS DEFINED IN SECTION 
15(A)(7) OF THE ACT. 

(9). MORTGAGE LOAN’ MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY-AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR 
FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT 
FINANCING OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

(10) SPONSOR” MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES WHICH 
HAVE APPLIED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR A MORTGAGE 
LOAN OR FOR AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LOW INCOME 
HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM TO FINANCE THE 
PROJECT. THE SPONSOR UNDER THIS SECTION OF THE 
ORDINANCE IS HICKORY WOODS/MHT HOUSING LIMITED 
DIVIDEND HOUSING ASSOCIATION LIMITED PARTNERSHIP, 
20505 WEST TWELVE MILE ROAD, SOUTHFIELD. 

(11) “UTILITIES” MEAN FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE WHICH ARE PAID 
BY THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


ALL TERMS REFERENCING THE ACT BUT NOT DEFINED IN 
THIS SECTION SHALL HAVE THE MEANINGS GIVEN THEM IN 
THE ACT. 


(C) CLASS OF HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


IT IS DETERMINED THAT THE CLASS OF HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS TO WHICH THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL 
APPLY AND FOR WHICH A SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH ARE FINANCED OR ASSISTED 
PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT IS FURTHER DETERMINED THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IS OF THIS CLASS. 


(D) ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU 
OF PROPERTY TAXES. 


(1) SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN THIS 
SECTION, THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT AND 
THE PROPERTY ON WHICH IT IS SITUATED SHALL BE 
EXEMPT FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FOR NOT MORE 
THAN TWENTY YEARS FROM AND AFTER THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION THE CITY 
ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE SPONSOR AND THE 
AUTHORITY HAVE ESTABLISHED THE ECONOMIC 
FEASIBILITY OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
IN RELIANCE UPON THE ENACTMENT AND CONTINUING 
EFFECT OF THIS SECTION AND THE QUALIFICATION OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT FOR THE 
EXEMPTION FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES AND A PAYMENT 
IN LIEU OF TAXES AS ESTABLISHED IN THIS SECTION, AND 
IN CONSIDERATION OF THE SPONSOR'S OFFER, SUBJECT 
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TO RECEIPT OF A MORTGAGE LOAN AND/OR AN 
ALLOCATION UNDER THE LIHTC PROGRAM, TO 
CONSTRUCT OWN AND OPERATE THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT. THE CITY AGREES TO ACCEPT 
PAYMENT OF AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR PUBLIC 
SERVICES IN LIEU OF ALL PROPERTY TAXES, PROVIDED 
THE SPONSOR FURNISHES THE CITY WITH PROOF OF ITS 
ANNUAL CERTIFICATION PURSUANT TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT AND AT THE REQUEST OF 
THE CITY PROOF THAT THE SPONSOR HAS RECEIVED 
AND IS MAINTAINING ITS ALLOCATION OF LOW INCOME 
HOUSING CREDITS BY THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT UNITS HAVE NOT 
INCREASED, DECREASED OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY

(2) IN ADDITION TO THE ANNUAL CERTIFICATION

SPONSOR COMPLIES WITH SECTION 15a OF THE ACT 
WHICH PROVIDES: THE OWNER OF A HOUSING PROJECT 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION SHALL FILE WITH THE 
LOCAL ASSESSING OFFICER A NOTIFICATION OF THE 
EXEMPTION, WHICH SHALL BE IN AN AFFIDAVIT FORM AS 
PROVIDED BY THE AUTHORITY. THE COMPLETED 
AFFIDAVIT FORM FIRST SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
AUTHORITY FOR CERTIFICATION BY THE AUTHORITY 
THAT THE PROJECT IS ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION. 
THE OWNER THEN SHALL FILE THE CERTIFIED 
NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION WITH THE LOCAL 
ASSESSING OFFICER BEFORE NOVEMBER 1 OF THE YEAR 
PRECEDING THE TAX YEAR IN WHICH THE EXEMPTION IS 
TO BEGIN. 

(3) THE ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 


(E) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL SERVICE 

CHARGE. 
NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D), THE SERVICE 
CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR 
THE PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
THAT IS TAX EXEMPT AND OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN 
LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES SHALL BE EQUAL TO. 
THE FULL AMOUNT OF THE TAXES THAT WOULD 
OTHERWISE BE DUE AND PAYABLE ON THAT PORTION OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF THE PROJECT 
WERE NOT TAX EXEMPT. 


(F) PAYMENT OF SERVICE CHARGE. 


THE SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES AS DETERMINED 
UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO 
THE CITY EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE 
PAID ON OR BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING THE 
YEAR UPON WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 


(G) CONTRACTUAL EFFECT OF THIS SECTION 


NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(A)(5) 
OF THE ACT TO THE CONTRARY A CONTRACT BETWEEN 
THE CITY AND THE SPONSOR, WITH THE AUTHORITY AS 
THIRD PARTY BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT TO 
PROVIDE TAX EXEMPTION AND ACCEPT PAYMENTS IN LIEU 
OF TAXES, AS PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED, IS EFFECTUATED 
BY ENACTMENT OF THIS SECTION. 


(H) DURATION; COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION. 
(1) THE PROPERTY TAX EXEMPT STATUS OF THE 
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HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT APPROVED BY THIS. 

SECTION SHALL REMAIN IN EFFECT AND SHALL NOT 

TERMINATE SO LONG AS THE MORTGAGE LOAN FOR THE 

HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT REMAINS 

OUTSTANDING AND UNPAID, OR FOR SUCH PERIOD AS 

THE AUTHORITY OR OTHER GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY HAS 

ANY INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY OR THE PROJECT IS 

SUBJECT TO INCOME AND RENT RESTRICTIONS UNDER 

§42 OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE, AS AMENDED; 

PROVIDED THAT THE REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING 

DEVELOPMENT PROJECT COMMENCES WITHIN ONE 

YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION, 

THAT THE PROJECT IS IN PART FINANCED BY LOW 

INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDITS FROM THE AUTHORITY 

AND THAT THE NUMBER OF UNITS AND THE PURPOSES. 

FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT REMAIN 

UNCHANGED, SUBJECT TO AMENDMENT IN ACCORDANCE 

WITH THE LAW. IF THE REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING. 

DEVELOPMENT PROJECT DOES NOT COMMENCE WITHIN 

ONE YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION,

Section 1. That Chapter 888, of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan be and is hereby amended by adding Section 
888.29 toread as follows 


888.29 36 ASSISTED HOUSING UNITS LOCATED AT 401 S. 
WASHINGTON 


(A) IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A PROPER PUBLIC 
PURPOSE OF THE STATE OF MICHIGAN AND ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS, INCLUDING THE CITY OF LANSING, TO 
PROVIDE HOUSING FOR CITIZENS OF LOW INCOME AND TO 
ENCOURAGE THE DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY 
PROVIDING FOR A SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY 
TAXES IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966 (1966 PA 346, AS 
AMENDED). THE CITY IS AUTHORIZED BY THIS ACT TO 
ESTABLISH OR CHANGE THE SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF TAXES BY ANY OR ALL CLASSES OF HOUSING 
EXEMPT FROM TAXATION UNDER THIS ACT AT ANY AMOUNT 
IT CHOOSES NOT TO EXCEED THE TAXES THAT WOULD BE 
PAID BUT FOR THIS ACT. IT IS FURTHER ACKNOWLEDGED 
THAT HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME IS A 
PUBLIC NECESSITY, AND AS THE CITY WILL BE BENEFITTED 
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AND IMPROVED BY SUCH HOUSING, THE ENCOURAGEMENT 
OF THE SAME BY PROVIDING CERTAIN REAL ESTATE TAX 
EXEMPTION FOR SUCH HOUSING IS A VALID PUBLIC 
PURPOSE; FURTHER, THAT THE CONTINUATION OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE SECTION FOR TAX 
EXEMPTION AND THE SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES 
DURING THE PERIOD CONTEMPLATED IN THIS SECTION ARE 
ESSENTIAL TO THE DETERMINATION OF ECONOMIC 
FEASIBILITY OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
WHICH IS TO BE DEVELOPED AND FINANCED IN RELIANCE 
ON SUCH TAX EXEMPTION AND SERVICE CHARGE. THE CITY 
ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE SPONSOR, AS DEFINED IN THIS 
SECTION OF THE ORDINANCE, IS A LIMITED DIVIDEND 
HOUSING ASSOCIATION LIMITED PARTNERSHIP AND HAS 
OFFERED, SUBJECT TO RECEIPT OF ANALLOCATION UNDER 
THE LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT (LIHTC) PROGRAM 
AND/OR A MORTGAGE LOAN, TO CONSTRUCT, OWN, AND 
OPERATE RENTAL PROPERTIES IDENTIFIED AS THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT LOCATED IN THE CITY 
TO SERVE PERSONS OF LOW INCOME, AND THAT THE 
SPONSOR HAS OFFERED TO PAY THE CITY ON ACCOUNT OF 
THIS HOUSING DEVELOPMENT AN ANNUAL SERVICE 
CHARGE FOR PUBLIC SERVICE IN LIEU OF TAXES. 


(B) DEFINITIONS. 


(1)_"ACT’ MEANS THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT, BEING MICHIGAN PUBLIC ACT 346 OF 
1966, AS AMENDED; MCL SECTION 125.1401, ET SEQ 

(2) "ANNUAL SHELTER RENT’ MEANS THE TOTAL 
COLLECTIONS DURING AN AGREED ANNUAL PERIOD 
FROM ALL OCCUPANTS OF A HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
REPRESENTING RENT OR OCCUPANCY CHARGES, 
EXCLUSIVE OF CHARGES FOR GAS, ELECTRICITY, HEAT, 
OR OTHER UTILITIES FURNISHED TO THE OCCUPANTS 

(3). AUTHORITY” MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY; MCL SECTION 125.1401, ET 
SEQ 

(4) CITY” MEANS THE CITY OF LANSING, A MICHIGAN 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATION 

(5) COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION” MEANS THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE REHABILITATION OF THE 
FORMER ARBAUGH DEPARTMENT STORE AT 401 S. 
WASHINGTON, LANSING, PARCEL NUMBER 33-01-01-16- 
451-006, (LOTS 11 & 12, ALSO COM NW COR LOT 10, TH S 
8.68 FT, E 165 FT, N 7.69 FT TO NE COR SAID LOT, W TO 
BEG; BLOCK 135 ORIG PLAT) TO INCLUDE 36 LOW TO 
MODERATE INCOME ASSISTED RESIDENTIAL APARTMENT 
UNITS ON FLOORS 2, 3 AND 4 

(6) “HOUSING DEVELOPMENT” MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 
AS THE AUTHORITY DETERMINES IMPROVE THE QUALITY 
OF THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR 
PERSONS OF LOW INCOME 

(7) HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT’ MEANS THE 
REHABILITATION OF THE FORMER  ARBAUGH 
DEPARTMENT STORE AT 401 S. WASHINGTON, PARCEL 
NUMBER 33-01-01-16-451-006, (LOTS 11 & 12, ALSO COM 
NW COR LOT 10, TH S 8.68 FT, E 165 FT, N 7.69 FT TO NE 
COR SAID LOT, W TO BEG, BLOCK 135 ORIG PLAT) 
CONSISTING OF 36 RESIDENTIAL APARTMENT UNITS ON 
FLOORS 2, 3 AND 4 

(8) LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES’ MEANS LOW 
INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES AS DEFINED IN SECTION 
15(A)(7) OF THE ACT. 

(9) MORTGAGE LOAN’ MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY-AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR 
FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT 
FINANCING OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 
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(10) SPONSOR” MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES WHICH 
HAVE APPLIED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR A MORTGAGE 
LOAN OR FOR AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LOW INCOME 
HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM TO FINANCE THE 
PROJECT. THE SPONSOR UNDER THIS SECTION OF THE 
ORDINANCE IS ARBAUGH REDEVELOPMENT LDHA 
LIMITED PARTNERSHIP 1210 TURNER STREET LANSING, 
MICHIGAN. 

(11) “UTILITIES” MEAN FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE WHICH ARE PAID. 
BY THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


ALL TERMS REFERENCING THE ACT BUT NOT DEFINED IN 
THIS SECTION SHALL HAVE THE MEANINGS GIVEN THEM IN 
THE ACT. 


(C) CLASS OF HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


IT IS DETERMINED THAT THE CLASS OF HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS TO WHICH THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL 
APPLY AND FOR WHICH A SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH ARE FINANCED OR ASSISTED 
PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT IS FURTHER DETERMINED THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IS OF THIS CLASS. 


(D) ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU 
OF PROPERTY TAXES. 


(1) SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN THIS 
SECTION, THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT AND 
THE PROPERTY ON WHICH IT IS SITUATED SHALL BE 
EXEMPT FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FOR NOT MORE 
THAN TWENTY YEARS FROM AND AFTER THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION THE CITY 
ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE SPONSOR AND THE 
AUTHORITY HAVE ESTABLISHED THE ECONOMIC 
FEASIBILITY OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
IN RELIANCE UPON THE ENACTMENT AND CONTINUING 
EFFECT OF THIS SECTION AND THE QUALIFICATION OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT FOR THE 
EXEMPTION FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES AND A PAYMENT 
IN LIEU OF TAXES AS ESTABLISHED IN THIS SECTION, AND 
IN CONSIDERATION OF THE SPONSOR'S OFFER, SUBJECT 
TO RECEIPT OF A MORTGAGE LOAN AND/OR AN 
ALLOCATION UNDER THE LIHTC PROGRAM, TO 
CONSTRUCT OWN AND OPERATE THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT. THE CITY AGREES TO ACCEPT 
PAYMENT OF AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR PUBLIC 
SERVICES IN LIEU OF ALL PROPERTY TAXES, PROVIDED 
THE SPONSOR FURNISHES THE CITY WITH PROOF OF ITS 
ANNUAL CERTIFICATION PURSUANT TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT AND AT THE REQUEST OF 
THE CITY PROOF THAT THE SPONSOR HAS RECEIVED 
AND IS MAINTAINING ITS ALLOCATION OF LOW INCOME 
HOUSING CREDITS BY THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT UNITS HAVE NOT 
INCREASED, DECREASED OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY 
FORM, UNLESS THE CITY HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION. 

(2) IN ADDITION TO THE ANNUAL CERTIFICATION 
REQUIREMENT IN PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION, 
THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL COMMENCE WHEN THE 
SPONSOR COMPLIES WITH SECTION 15a OF THE ACT 
WHICH PROVIDES: THE OWNER OF A HOUSING PROJECT 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION SHALL FILE WITH THE 
LOCAL ASSESSING OFFICER A NOTIFICATION OF THE 
EXEMPTION, WHICH SHALL BE IN AN AFFIDAVIT FORM AS 
PROVIDED BY THE AUTHORITY. THE COMPLETED 
AFFIDAVIT FORM FIRST SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
AUTHORITY FOR CERTIFICATION BY THE AUTHORITY 
THAT THE PROJECT IS ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION. 
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THE OWNER THEN SHALL FILE THE CERTIFIED 
NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION WITH THE LOCAL 
ASSESSING OFFICER BEFORE NOVEMBER 1 OF THE YEAR 
PRECEDING THE TAX YEAR IN WHICH THE EXEMPTION IS 
TO BEGIN. 


(3) THE ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 


(E) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL SERVICE 
CHARGE. 


NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D), THE SERVICE 
CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR THE 
PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT THAT |S 
TAX EXEMPT AND OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN LOW INCOME 
PERSONS OR FAMILIES SHALL BE EQUAL TO THE FULL 
AMOUNT OF THE TAXES THAT WOULD OTHERWISE BE DUE 
AND PAYABLE ON THAT PORTION OF THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF THE PROJECT WERE NOT TAX 
EXEMPT. 


(F) PAYMENT OF SERVICE CHARGE. 


THE SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES AS DETERMINED 
UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO 
THE CITY EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE 
PAID ON OR BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING THE 
YEAR UPON WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 


(G) CONTRACTUAL EFFECT OF THIS SECTION 


NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(A)(5) 
OF THE ACT TO THE CONTRARY A CONTRACT BETWEEN 
THE CITY AND THE SPONSOR, WITH THE AUTHORITY AS 
THIRD PARTY BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT TO 
PROVIDE TAX EXEMPTION AND ACCEPT PAYMENTS IN LIEU 
OF TAXES, AS PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED, IS EFFECTUATED 
BY ENACTMENT OF THIS SECTION. 


(H) DURATION; COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION. 


(1) THE PROPERTY TAX EXEMPT STATUS OF THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT APPROVED BY THIS. 
SECTION SHALL REMAIN IN EFFECT AND SHALL NOT 
TERMINATE SO LONG AS THE MORTGAGE LOAN FOR THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT REMAINS 
OUTSTANDING AND UNPAID, OR FOR SUCH PERIOD AS 
THE AUTHORITY OR OTHER GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY HAS 
ANY INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY OR THE PROJECT IS 
SUBJECT TO INCOME AND RENT RESTRICTIONS UNDER 
§42 OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE, AS AMENDED; 
PROVIDED THAT THE REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT COMMENCES WITHIN ONE 
YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION, 
THAT THE PROJECT IS IN PART FINANCED BY LOW 
INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDITS FROM THE AUTHORITY 
AND THAT THE NUMBER OF UNITS AND THE PURPOSES. 
FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT REMAIN 
UNCHANGED, SUBJECT TO AMENDMENT IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE LAW. IF THE REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT DOES NOT COMMENCE WITHIN 
ONE YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION, 
THIS SECTION 888.29 OF THE ORDINANCE SHALL 
AUTOMATICALLY EXPIRE, TERMINATE AND BE OF NO 
EFFECT. IF THE SPONSOR FAILS TO OBTAIN WITHIN ONE 
YEAR OF THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION LOW 
INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDITS FROM THE AUTHORITY 
OR CHANGES THE SCOPE OR PURPOSE OF THE HOUSING 
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DEVELOPMENT PROJECT WITHOUT THE CONSENT OF 

THE PEOPLE OF THE CITY, BY AND THROUGH ITS 

REPRESENTATIVES, AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 

REQUIREMENTS OF THE LAW, THIS SECTION SHALL 

AUTOMATICALLY EXPIRE, TERMINATE AND BE OF NO 

EFFECT. 

(2) NOTWITHSTANDING PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS 
SUBSECTION, THE EXEMPTION FROM PROPERTY TAXES 
SHALL TERMINATE NOT LATER THAN TWENTY YEARS FROM 
AND AFTER THE DATE OF THE COMMENCEMENT OF 
CONSTRUCTION. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof are 
hereby repealed.

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Kevin Greene from the Principal Shopping District Office at 309 N. 
Washington Square announced that on Saturday the PSD will hold 
a special event to announce the artists chosen for the design of the 
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Art Wars Project 2004, Sculpture in the Street. The event will be 
held at the Wastewater Treatment Plant located at 635 Sunset Ave 
Artists will be on hand. Mayor Benavides is the Chairman of the 
fund raiser which has already raised five thousand dollars. The 
proceeds of the fund raisers will go to help downtown merchants 
complete facade improvements. He thanked General Motors and 
it’s employees who provided the design of the cars that will be the 
subject of the Sculpture in the Street artwork this year. Without 
their help, it would have cost the City $45,000 to do the work. 


Michael Morofsky of 1300 Woodbine said he is here representing 
the Colonial Village Neighborhood Association to thank Paul 
Dykema and the Parks and Recreation Department Staff for their 
quick response to the downed trees last Friday. He has also been 
asked by residents to state their opposition to the Mt. Hope bike 
lane project. 


Anne Wilson of 2619 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that she is the 
president of the Colonial Village Neighborhood Association. She 
stated their opposition to the project to put bike lanes in on Mt 
Hope Ave. There are over 187 kids who attend the elementary 
school on Mt. Hope. Many of the kids in this area do not have 
bicycle helmets and cannot afford to buy helmets. The residents in 
this area want strong retail businesses in their community and the 
local businesses feel that the bike lanes will impact theit business 
negatively. She said that many of the people who came to the 
meeting tonight to support the bike lanes do not live in Lansing 
She urged Councilmembers to vote in support of Lansing 
residents. 


June Kenfield of 2919 Boston Blvd. said that residents in this area 
did not request these bike lanes. She asked how the City know 
that these bike lanes will be used by bike riders and how many 
bikes there are versus automobiles. Who has determined that the 
need of the bike riders is greater? She urged Councilmembers to 
put a stop to this project 


Anthony Szilagyi of 110 S. Clemens spoke in opposition to the 
resolution imposing a 30 day statute of limitation for filing claims 
against the City regarding public nuisance assessments. The 30 
day period is unreasonable for property owners, particularly if the 
owner is someone who has just purchased the property through a 
tax delinquent sale from the State of Michigan. These people are 
told that all previously assessed fees and charges have been 
expunged from the deed. Many times the City does not know 
about this and assessments are placed on the property while the 
State has ownership that the City has not been notified of. The 30 
day limitation does not give enough time for purchasers of these 
types of properties to appeal the assessment. He supports the 
statute of limitations in situations other than those he described 


Ersin Bayraktar of L&L Food Centers in the Colonial Village 
Shopping Center said that he does not support the bike lanes 
project because it will jeopardize the viability of their business. He 
submitted 126 additional signatures to the 713 that were originally 
submitted, bringing the total amount of petition signatures 
opposing the project to 839 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding a medical 
situation in Virginia that involves false notification of a positive test 
for the HIV virus. People are being led to believe that they have 
HIV when they do not. She advocates a legal penalty for people 
who knowingly spread HIV or who give birth to children who are 
infected with the disease. She stated her support for a federal law 
limiting marriage to unions between a man and a woman. She 
stated that the world looks to the US for guidance on issues like 
this. 


Lucinda Means of 416 S. Cedar, representing the League of 
Michigan Bicyclists, said that they support the installation of non- 
motorized traffic devices on Mt. Hope Ave., Pleasant Grove Rd. 
and Holmes Rd. Bike Lanes will make these corridors safer for all 
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modes of transportation, not just bicyclists. Some speakers tonight 
have said they do not see bicyclists on these streets. One of the 
reasons for that could be because there are not accommodations 
for them. She used to live in this area and moved to East Lansing 
because of just such a lack of accommodation. Statistics show 
that accident rates go down when bike lanes are implemented 
City Councilmembers should be cognizant that they will be 
required to repay $120,000 in federal grant funds and jeopardize 
the City’s potential for future grant funding if this project is 
scrapped 


Otto Graesser of 2215 Wellesley said that he owns the property at 
1421 W. Mt. Hope and is opposed to the installation of bike lanes. 
There is too much traffic congestion on this street already. Bike 
lanes could not possible help the traffic congestion. Moving from 
two lanes in each direction to one lane in each direction is bound 
to cause more congestion, not less. People coming to and from 
his office would have more trouble getting to him, thereby hurting 
his business. Additionally cyclists only ride in the summer time, 
but the bike lanes would be 12 months per year. He asked Council 
to consider this project very carefully. 


William M. Lontz of 2805 S. Cambridge said that he supports the 
installation of bike lanes on Mt. Hope. It would reduce the crash 
rate, because it would prevent people from changing lanes to pass 
slow moving traffic and it would also eliminate speeding on the 
road. He urged Council to go forward with the implementation of 
non-motorized traffic control on Mt. Hope, Holmes Rd. and 
Pleasant Grove Rd 


Jim Williams of 4021 Sheffield said that his only objective in 
addressing Council for the last several weeks has been the 
protection of sexual orientation as a class. He asked for a moment 
of silence in memory of all who have lost their lives, or been the 
victim of AIDS world wide. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about James Meric, 
America’s namesake. He said that 54-A District Court has a 
communication problem. He said that he has dedicated himself to 
the concept of reparation 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood spoke regarding the recission 
of the resolution approving the installation of non-motorized traffic 
control devices on Mt. Hope, Pleasant Grove and Holmes Road. 
He was at the Council Meeting in 2001 when this resolution was 
adopted. At the that time, he told Councilmembers that the 
residents in this area did not like this project. The current Council 
is more responsive to residents than the Council of 2001 was. 
Back then, everyone did what Mayor Hollister said, but times have 
changed and Councilmembers now respond more to citizens. He 
hopes that this trend continues 


Sara Troutman of 3104 Cedarbrooke said the non-motorized traffic 
lanes on Mt. Hope, Pleasant Grove and Holmes will make all traffic 
safer, not just bicycle traffic, all modes of traffic, including 
pedestrian, bicycle and vehicular. The installation of bike lanes is 
a traffic calming measure. It has not been proven that these types 
of projects cause any delays, but it has been proven to afford more 
safety to pedestrians in street crossings. She rides her bike over 
in this area and is tired of being honked at by motorized vehicles 
who view her as being in their way. Bicycle lanes are a huge 
benefit for cyclists and for others who need traffic calming and it 
has been proven to work. If Lansing wants to be a “Hip, Cool City” 
as Governor Granholm advocates, then this is something that will 
work. It is also another way to improve physical activity. 


Linda Giffen of 2707 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that some months 
ago she invited Councilmembers to come to her house and view 
the chaos that the CSO project had created. No one took her up 
‘on her invitation. Now they are targeting her neighborhood again 
with the bike lane installation. She and her neighbors do not want 
these bike lanes. Who is Council going to listen to? The City put a 
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turning lane in front of her house and it took her a month to get it 
taken out. Councilmembers should look to their reelections. 


Amie Johnson of 3887 Crooked Creek said that he is the President 
of the Tri-County Bicycle Association which has 1,000 members in 
the Lansing area. He supports the bike lane project. As an 
engineer he has devoted a lot of time and presented very 
important facts about these types of projects which have been 
implemented all over the Country Statistics prove that they reduce 
accidents. New roads that are being built are 3 lanes roads 
Residents in this area should have a large say in what Council 
does on this project, however, this concept is getting a bad name. 
Even if this neighborhood does not like the idea, it is still viable in 
other areas of the City. 


Todd Kauffman of 131 N. Magnolia said that he works for the 
Michigan Department of Transportation for the Non-Motorized 
Projects Division. In many communities these projects have 
proven to be very successful. The "Hip, Cool Cities” project that 
was mentioned earlier is important to him. He hopes that Council 
will not rule out bike lanes for all areas of the City. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said this is her 
neighborhood. She is opposed to this project. She does not want 
bike paths on her street. She is not opposed to bike paths, just not 
on her street. She thanked Councilmember Williams for informing 
her neighborhood about this project. 


Carolyn Baumgart of 3630 S. Cedar said that she sees flaws in the 
City's non-motorized vehicle project. One and % blocks after 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Bivd. these lanes end and cyclists have to 
go back to riding on the sidewalks. CATA busses are required to 
stop 6 inches from the curb to pick up and drop off passengers. 
This will tie up the bike lanes and cause potential accidents. She 
urged Council to stop this project tonight and plan a different route 
These are revolving funds that can be used in another 
neighborhood 


John Gear of 210 West St. said that he pays very high property 
taxes and is in support of the bike lanes. Cool cities are bikeable 
cities and Lansing is not a bikeable city. One big complaint about 
Lansing is that pedestrians and cyclists are not safe here. The 
message is that Lansing does not care about them. It is 
impossible to get to key attractions like the River Trail via non- 
motorized travel. As a society we are totally auto dependent and 
that needs to be fixed. Lansing should be a city where everyone 
can get around to walk the river and play, whether they own a car 
or not. Council needs to dedicate themselves to non-motorized 
transit if they want the City to be a cool city, 


Charles Savage of 725 W. Mt. Hope said he opposes bike paths 
‘on Mt. Hope. He is a member of a Church on Mt. Hope that has 
received permission from the City for their parishioners to park on 
Mt. Hope on Sunday mornings during Services. If this project is 
approved they will lose their 10 parking places on Mt. Hope which 
is especially important to their senior and handicapped 
parishioners because these spaces are the closest to the elevator 
they installed at a cost of $10,000 to the Church. They want 
continued use of these parking places for their senior and disabled 
patrons. 


Nicholas Nakfoor, no address given, said that he opposes the bike 
lanes. They need this parking for their Church. Losing these 
spaces would be a detriment to their congregation. No one has 
suggested Moores River Drive as a bike trail rather than Mt. Hope, 
which is a very busy street. He urged Councilmembers to take in 
to consideration the fact that there are only 1,000 to 2,000 cyclists 
as opposed to thousands of motorists. 


Chris Bergstrom of 4522 S. Hagadorn in East Lansing spoke in 
opposition to the bike lanes on Mt. Hope on behalf of the owners of 
the Colonial Village Shopping Plaza. They are concerned about 
the huge volume of traffic on Mt. Hope and feel that bike lanes will 
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cause harm to their businesses. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about the 5 homes that are 
involved in the Make-safe or Demolish Program on tonight's 
agenda. He said that people need their homes and cannot afford 
to put this kind of money into their homes. He said City Council 
needs to do something to stop crime. 


Lyndon Babcock of 2115 Provincial House #103 said that he 
supports the bike lanes project. He would like it to be completed 
with no further delay. If the City abandons this project now it will 
prove difficult for other traffic enhancement projects to get funding 
in the future. This is a way to improve transportation for everyone, 
bicyclists, pedestrians and motorists alike. Some of the people 
who have spoken tonight can not have traveled on bike paths in 
other areas of Lansing. There are places with bike paths that have 
traffic volumes that are higher than on Mt. Hope. For instance in 
East Lansing on Abbott Rd. there are much higher traffic volumes 
and their bike lanes are very successful and comfortable for riding 
bikes. 

Ed Simmer, no address given, said that no one here tonight is 
taking into consideration the special needs residents who are 
physically handicapped. How are these people supposed to 
embark and disembark from public transit on these streets? He 
drives a bus for these folks and it takes him up to 10-15 minutes to 
load and unload some of these students. He urged everyone to 
get out one week from tonight and vote on the Lansing School 
District millage increase for an operating mill 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair stated his opposition to the bike lanes 
He urged voters to get out and vote on March 15 in the Lansing 
School District operating millage special election. He reminded 
voters that the public has no say over what the school district does 
with operating funds. Everyone in Lansing cannot afford this 
increase in taxes. There are 17,041 households in Lansing that 
take in less than $25,000 per year. We cannot afford to keep 
saving the school district at the expense of the poor people in this 
community. High taxes are the number one reason why residents 
and businesses leave Lansing. 


Freddy Rodriguez, no address given, urged the listening audience 
to support the initiative to place the death penalty on the November 
2004 Presidential Election ballot. He asked everyone to work 
together to pass this initiative that will save the state money. His 
brother was murdered in 1989 for $9.00, and victims do not need 
to continue to support these criminals. He wants Michigan to be 
the 42™ state to adopt the death penalty. The money we spend to 
support these killers could be used for our schools. 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. of 3918 Berwick Dr. stated his opposition to 
the bike lanes on Mt. Hope. Residents of Lansing will not have this 
forced on them. There were many weekly meetings during the 
CSO project in which discussion of this project should have been 
brought up, but was not. If this project is going to hurt these 
businesses, Council should not do it, we do not need another 
Logan Shopping Center on the South side of Lansing. The State 
may ante up $20,000, but the City will have to pay $30,000 in 
matching funds. He requested a copy of the diversity spending 
report. He said that nobody is talking about the 2 General Motors 
plants that will be closing in Lansing or how many jobs will be lost 
No one knows. He has been referring to Mayor Benavides as the 
peoples Mayor for replacing Mayor Hollister and passing the 
minority purchasing initiative. He hopes he can continue to do so. 


Alan Martin of 111 W. Mt. Hope Ave., Property Manager for Quality 
Dairy’s Mid Michigan Industrial Center on Washington Ave. at Mt 
Hope Ave. said that bike lanes will be bad for traffic in this area 
The existing bike lanes in the City have already created traffic 
bottlenecks at major intersections like the Mt. Hope and 
Pennsylvania intersection. He said that he traversed Abbott Road 
last Thursday night and was forced to sit through three signal lights 
before he could get through the intersection. Their Industrial 
Center will be seriously injured by this project. They have a lot of 
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trucks going through there every month. 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 urged the listening audience to 
support the schools on Monday, March 15 and vote yes for the 
proposal for an additional operating mill. He announced a chess 
tournament on April 24 at Verlinden Elementary School. Teams 
should be 4 players and there is no entry fee. The tab will be 
picked up by a 21% Century Grant. He said it is always a great 
idea to give money to kids at any time. No one in Lansing is eating 
dirt. The additional tax amount is insignificant to the tax payer, but 
essential for each child in the County. 


Stan Martin of 111 W. Mt. Hope, General Manager of the Quality 
Dairy Co. said they will celebrate their 60" anniversary with 15 
stores in Lansing. They are a Lansing based company, and have 
resisted moving outside of the city even when it would be to their 
benefit to do so. He stated his opposition to the bike lanes on Mt 
Hope. This will be detrimental to their business and risky for future 
business projections. Their customers would have more trouble 
getting into their businesses 


Christine Riddle of 106 S. Washington said that she was hit by a 
car on Mt. Hope Ave. and spent 5 days in the hospital. Non- 
motorized lanes will be safer for everyone. Engineers are creating 
safer streets by limiting traffic to three lanes because their license 
is on the line if they do not. Her sister lives in Chicago and they 
have bike lanes everywhere that make accommodations for 
everyone, pedestrians included. Alot of the issues that have been 
brought up here tonight could have been dealt with by an active 
non-motorized transportation committee. She distributed 
information on such a committee

RE: Establishment of a Limitation Period for filing a Claim involving 
Tall Grass, Weeds, Trash, Board Ups, False Alarms, and Multiple 
Violations 


The Code Compliance Manager, Eleanor Love, and Claims Review 
Committee member, Ron Wilson, have brought to the attention of 
the General Services Committee the fact that many of the claims 
filed contesting trash and weed assessments, board ups, etc. are 
several years old. It was pointed out that a considerable amount of 
staff time and department resources are used to respond to these 
claims. Often evidence, in the form of pictures, has been destroyed 
by the time the claim has been filed 


It was suggested that the General Services Committee establish a 
time limitation on the filing of the claims that is simiiar to that used 
for the filing of other similar claims against the city. Ms. Love 
recommended that a thirty (30) day time limit for claims from the 
date the bill is sent to the property owner be adopted. This is the 
same time limit established and used by the Public Service 
Department for its claims 


A motion to establish a thirty (30) filing deadline limitation from the 
date of billing for City consideration of any claim for Tall Grass, 
Weeds, Trash, Board Ups, False Alarms, and Multiple Violations 
was made and passed unanimously. Ms. Love indicated her office 
would revise its form letter to include a bolded statement informing 
property owners that they have a thirty (30) day time period in 
which to protest the amount assessed from the billing date or the 
claim will be barred. 


Therefore, it is affirmed that the Claims Review Committee and the 
General Services Committee will continue the previous policy of 
accepting claims but that from this date forward, it will impose a 
thirty (30) day time limit from the date the first bill is sent to the 
property owner for the claimant to present his or her claim or the 
claim will be barred from consideration. The first bill will contain a 
Notice of this thirty (30) day time limit on which to file a claim 


Furthermore, the General Services Committee reaffirms that the 
continuation of the policy allowing the consideration of claims by

Mayor Benavides’ 
Budget Message for Fiscal Year 2004-2005 


President Bauer, Member of the Lansing City Council, Fellow 
Citizens: 


1am honored to be able to present to you my budget message for 
Fiscal Year 2004-2005. As required by City Charter this is a 
balanced budget: our anticipated expenditures are based upon 
our anticipated revenues. 


Like the vast majority of cities and states across the country, we 
began this budget process recognizing that our expenditures are 
outpacing our revenues. In fact this has been a situation that has 
been growing over the past several years. We must recognize 
that we have a structural deficit, not just a temporary deficit that 
we will out-grow next year. And therefore we must make 
fundamental changes in the way we manage our budget. 


This budget will introduce a number of innovative approaches to 
managing City operations. | am enthusiastic about some of these 
new innovations, although, like anything new, we will have to 
learn as we go. So | am calling upon Council and our City 
employees to work together with us as we make the changes that 
| will outline in my message tonight and in the budget documents. 


In spite of these challenges | am pleased to bring you a budget 
that maintains the essential services that our citizens have come 
to expect, without raising taxes and without layoffs. _ In particular, 
we have maintained the full complement of patrol officers and 
firefighters so that we can assure our citizens that public safety 
remains the number one priority of our city. 


Furthermore, we will be able to sustain a high quality of both 
public service and parks and recreation services due to the 
creative partnerships of our parks and public service departments 
and the hard work and cooperation of our devoted staff and union 
leadership 


Even with the challenges we face, we have been able to 
assemble a balanced budget without raising property taxes. We 
continue to have a property tax of 15.93 mills, including debt 
service, the same as last year. This is a decrease of 1.47 mills 
over the last ten years. 


In order to balance the budget with reduced revenues and no tax 
increases we have had to continue the 5% vacancy rate in 
staffing and the 10% reductions in operating budgets. And we 


have had to ask departments to seek additional reductions where 
they could as well as seek additional revenues in increased fees 
where we have not had fee increases for many years. 


Our staff and directors have continued to make difficult choices in 
order to sustain fundamental operations while helping the whole 
organization meet its target of a balanced budget. | cannot say 
enough about my gratitude to this first class professional staff for 
their devotion to duty, their commitment to serve the people and 
their willingness to make sacrifices yet one more year. 


Why the Deficit? 


The reasons for our structural deficit are not simple and did not 
suddenly appear. They are the result of economic forces in the 
local, national and world economies. They are the result of multi- 
year deficits in the State of Michigan. They are the result of the 
Tun-away health care costs that are plaguing the nation. 


About one fifth of our revenues have traditionally been from state 
shared revenues. We have seen a reduction in state shared 
revenues of aver $4,000,000 over the past 4 years 


The City’s General Fund budget for FY 2004 is $106,687,964. 
After wages, which covers over 50% of our General Fund budget, 
the largest single portion of our budget is fringe benefits. It is 
$25,937,241, almost one-quarter of our general fund. And 
$20,000,000 is in health care benefits. Over the past five years we 
have averaged almost 20% increases in health care costs each 
year. 

Next year our fringe benefit account will grow to $30,805,000, an 
increase of almost $5,000,000. Almost $4,000,000 is the result of 
continued increases in our health care costs and health care 
obligation to our retirees. 


The City of Lansing is not alone in facing these fringe benefit 
challenges. Cities throughout the country have been faced with 
the same difficulties. We must continue to seek new sources of 
revenues by growing our economy and our community. But in the 
meantime we must find ways to manage our burgeoning health 
care costs and we must develop efficiencies in managing city 
operations that will cut costs without cutting services. 


What can we do next fiscal year? 


As we prepared this budget for next fiscal year we looked at many 
alternatives on both the revenue and expenditures sides. The 
budget book details many proposals that we have developed to 
help close the gap. These proposals have varying degrees of 
certainty, depending upon the cooperation and the actions of City 
Council, the State Legislature, our employee unions, service 
providers, and, of course, the citizens of Lansing. 


On the revenue side, we are making the following proposals: 


1) The State of Michigan pays local fire departments a fee for 
service. The formula for the fee has never been fully funded. Fully 
funded, the City would receive an additional $1,060,000. 


2) We have analyzed our property taxes for next year, which 
usually constitute about one-third of our revenues. Fortunately our 
property values will grow 3.6%. This is equivalent to $1,160,000. 
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3) Last year we used our Budget Stabilization Fund (Rainy Day 
Fund) for the first time. We established a policy to limit our use of 
the Budget Stabilization Fund to 20% of the total fund and 20% of 
our General Fund Reserves account in any one fiscal year. If we 
used 20% of these two accounts for FY05, we would add 
approximately $2,330,000 to our revenues 


4) The City collects many fees for many services. Many of these 
fees have not been increased since 1989. We propose 
increasing these fees by 10%, a reasonable amount after no 
increase of 15 years. The increase of fees and charges for 
services will produce an additional $75,000 in revenues 


5) We have reviewed all our fees including our cable franchise fee 
and the fees for our enterprise funds that receive general fund 
subsidies. We are working with our managers to seek 
appropriate fee increases as well as economies in their 
operations. In addition we are preparing to renegotiate our cable 
franchise. We intend to increase the fees that we receive from 
either our current cable operator or a new operator: 


On the expenditure side, we are making the following 
proposals: 


1) We have met with the Board of Water and Light, our municipal 
utility to discuss ways that we can reduce payments that we make 
to the Board and increase payments they make to us. The 
Board's Finance Committee has said that they would be willing to 
negotiate an agreement with us that would be valued at 
$1,500,000 


2) We have asked each department and each section of the City’s 
general fund budget to reduce their budget by 5%. We achieved 
some of these reductions through one time cuts in equipment 
accounts and by holding some positions open longer. We 
recognize that we will have to continue working with these 
departments during the coming year to develop more long term 
structural changes so that we can replace equipment and fill 
needed positions. We intend to do this through coordination of 
programs and services, pooling resources and staff and other 
innovations. 


3) Also, as mentioned before, | stated that we anticipate a 
$2,000,000 increase in our health care portion of our fringe 
benefit account. We must begin to get control of the increases in 
our health care costs, which | believe we can do without affecting 
the level of benefits for our employees, our retirees and their 
families 

| have asked our union leadership and key administrative staff to 
begin a process of reviewing all our health care costs in order to 
reduce them this coming fiscal year and getting them under 
control in future years. | am setting a goal of $500,000 in health 
care reductions in the coming year. This is less than 2.5% of our 
total health care costs 


4) | am also asking Council to reduce the CSO one-half mil 
subsidy which was established two years ago to stabilize sewer 
rates increases at 4% each year. With our new bonds and new 
financing for CSO construction | am confident that we can sustain 
the 4% sewer rate increase without utilizing this additional one- 
half mil. This will provide an additional $200,000 to the General 
Fund 


5) These are the major reductions that | am proposing. But | am 
also recommending a series of smaller reductions throughout the 
budget, including reductions in all City contracts, our education 
and training account as it applies to out-ofstate travel, our 
administrative fleet and our utility payments. 


Before | leave this discussion of next fiscal year, | want to reiterate 
the importance of each department's contribution to address our 
deficit. Everyone is looking for ways that they can continue to 
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provide the best possible service and maintain the quality of life for 
‘our community while reducing their budget 


Through it all we have tried to be equitable and maintain a balance 
among all our operations and our responsibilities to the citizens of 
Lansing, now and in the future. 


Highlights of programs for the coming year 


Even though we are facing difficult times and are having to make 
reductions in our operations, that does not mean that we are not 
continuing to provide key critical programs and services throughout 
our organization. We will continue to keep our focus on our goal to 
make Lansing a family friendly city, to grow the Lansing economy, 
to revitalize downtown, to support neighborhoods and housing. 


| have detailed these programs and services in my budget letter 
and in the budget book 


4. Summary of Capital Improvement Programs 


We recognize that we must maintain our infrastructure and we will 
make critical infrastructure investments in FYO5, even though we 
will not be able to achieve our goals of setting aside 5% of our 
expenditures for capital improvements 


2. Council Priorities 


We have designed this budget with Council priorities in mind. In 
the budget document we summarize our responses to most of the 
Council priorities. And, of course, we are ready to discuss them 
with Council during the budget review process 


The Challenges and Opportunities Before Us 


Although we will meet our charter responsibility to have a balanced 
budget in Fiscal Year 2005, we know that we will be facing a $2 to 
3 million deficit in the following fiscal year regardless of the 
circumstances. 


Therefore we must begin to make structural changes in our budget 
to address the known deficit in the following years as well as 
unknown potential deficits that result from changes in our region’s 
economy. 


1) The first step we must take to get control of our structural deficit 
lies in managing our health care costs. As | indicated already, | 
have convened an internal task force of key administrative staff 
and union leadership to begin to address the problems of health 
care growth 

2) We currently spend over $2.5 million in subsidizing our 
enterprise funds. Over the course of the coming year we will be 
developing proposals to reduce these subsidies. 


3) We will be developing new ways to manage some of our 
operations. For example, currently the City operates three 
separate garages: Public Service, Parks, and the Central garage 
We have talked for years about consolidating the three garages 
which would create efficiencies and economies of scale. However, 
the cost of complete consolidated is estimated to be over $11 
million. What we propose to do until that day when we can 
achieve consolidation is to begin to coordinate garage operations. 


4) In the coming year we are going to designate a staff person in 
our Management Services Department to monitor utility usage in 
all city buildings and to develop policy and guidelines to reduce 
utility costs. The Board of Water and Light has also offered to 
assist us in this effort. 


In the same manner we will designate Management Service to 
develop policy and guidelines for the use of our administrative 
fleet. While the immediate savings in reducing fleet vehicle usage 
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are not great, over the long run we expect that we will be able to 
reduce the purchase of new vehicles because we have reduced 
the current usage. 


Another example of new efficiencies is in our skilled maintenance 
staff who are spread out among a number of departments. We 
believe that it is possible to coordinate their work (as we plan to 
do in the garages) and create efficiencies in preventive 
maintenance as well as unscheduled maintenance throughout the 
city. 


Conclusion 


The decisions that | am recommending in this message 
challenges our skills as managers and our ability to set priorities 
for the city while balancing the complex needs for our 
government, our economy and our future. It may be tempting to 
"just say no" to some of these proposals, particularly when we get 
into the details of the departmental reductions. But | ask the 
patience and understanding of Council and the public. 


‘As an administration we have been wrestling with these decisions 
for over four months. There are reasons for each of the decisions 
we have made and proposals we are putting before you. Please 
work with us, consider all the alternatives and let us keep before 
Us the best interests of the whole city, now and into the future. 


These are challenging times. Let us use our skills, our 
intelligence and our good will to make them a time for innovation, 
creativity and strengthening our long range capacity to manage a 
city that provides excellent services to its residents

+ Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings:

RE: Establishment of a Limitation Period for filing a Claim 
involving Tall Grass, Weeds, Trash, Board Ups, False Alarms, and 
Multiple Violations 


The Code Compliance Manager, Eleanor Love, and Claims 
Review Committee member, Ron Wilson, have brought to the 
attention of the General Services Committee the fact that many of 
the claims filed contesting trash and weed assessments, board 
ups, etc. are filed many years, recently over seven years, after the 
City has taken appropriate action. It was pointed out that a 
considerable amount of staff time and department resources are 
used to respond to these claims. Often evidence, in the form of 
pictures, has been destroyed by the time the claim has been filed 


More importantly, in lieu of the changes to the delinquent property 
tax, it would be in the best interest of the claimant and the City to 
expedite the process within the two years before property taxes 
become delinquent to avoid processing the claim after the special 
assessment had become delinquent and sent to the County 
Treasurer when an automatic 25% penalty and 1.5% interest per 
month is added. The Code Compliance Manager also pointed out 
that under the new changes, a person could let the special 
assessment lapse on purpose and eventually buy back the 
property from the State with the special assessments removed 


it was suggested that the General Services Committee establish a 
time limitation on the filing of the claims that had been proposed 
on March 8, 2004. The Assessors Office recommended that a 
thirty (30) day time limit for claims from the date the bill is officially 
placed on the tax roll, December 1 for Winter Taxes and July 1 for 
Summer Taxes. This would provide the claimant a minimum of 90 
days from the date the claimant receives the initial bill for the 
clean up action. A motion to establish a thirty (30) day filing 
deadline limitation from the date of billing for City consideration of 
any claim for Tall Grass, Weeds, Trash, Board Ups, False Alarms, 
znd Multiple Violations was made and approved by the 
Committee. The Assessors Office, Code Compliance and Public 
Service Department have indicated t hat they would revise their 
form letters to include a bolded statement informing property 
owners that they have a thirty (30) day time period from the date 
placed on the tax roll in which to protest the amount assessed 
from the billing date or the claim will be barred 


Therefore, it is affirmed that the Claims Review Committee and 
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the General Services Committee will continue the previous policy 
of accepting claims but that from this date forward, it will impose a 
thirty (30) day time limit from the date bill is placed on the tax roll 
for the claimant to present his or her claim or the claim will be 
barred from consideration. The first bill will contain a notice of this 
time limit on which to file a claim. 


Furthermore, the General Services Committee reaffirms that the 
continuation of the policy allowing the consideration of claims by 
the Claims Review Committee and the General Services 
Committee and the establishment of this claims consideration 
limitation in no way abrogates, modifies or eliminates the City’s 
right to governmental immunity or any other defense available 
under state, local or federal law

She said that she realizes that the 
City Budget is hurting right now and she suggests that the City 
hold events where citizens could come and donate money to put 
into the City’s General fund 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper said that he is Vice Chair of UAW 2256 
representing City of Lansing employees and that it concerns him 
that on March 22™ the Mayor gave a speech about the Budget that 
said there would be no layoffs. Meanwhile, at the O&M Plant it 
was announced that seven employees would be displaced or 
shuffled around and this can only be done through layoff. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about General Motors and 
the increased use of outsourcing and what it means for the citizens 
of Lansing 
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Bob Moore Director of Parks for Ingham County spoke in support 
of the River Trail South Extension. He said that the City has an 
‘opportunity to create a wonderful facility for the citizens of Lansing 
and encouraged the Council to take advantage of that opportunity. 


Monical Terrell of 3209 Karen said that she is a member of the 
Park Board. She thanked the Council for not utilizing Park Millage 
Funds inappropriately. She said that she supports the River Trail 
Expansion Project. 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. said that he would like 
to see the City honor Coach Johnny Jones of Everett High School 
for his accomplishments with the Girls and Boys Basketball Teams. 
He said that he had the pleasure of eating at a new restaurant in S. 
Lansing called Fairbanks Grill and the food was excellent. He said 
that he has been a member of the Letts Community Center and in 
the past they have had to raise money for repairs to be done. He 
questioned how much of the millage money has been spent on the 
River Trail and why it has not been used on repairs for community 
centers 


Claude Ramey of 205 E. Gier said that he is a Park Board Member 
who supports this River Trail Extension one-hundred percent. We 
have gone this far with it and should continue and not let it go 
anywhere but up. 


Phillip Wells of 450 West St. said that he is here tonight to urge the 
Council to approve the submitting of a Grant Application for the 
River Trail Extension. He said the City’s cost in this would be very 
little 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, expressed get well wishes to 
Councilmember Wood. He spoke about a problem with Lansing 
Police Officer's and questioned if the problem that he had with 
them has been looked into. He said Cesar Chavez is a great man 
but there is Malcom X and questioned why he is looked over 


Dennis Propst of 1839 Hawley Rd. in Leslie, said that he is the 
Chair of the Ingham County Parks Board. He said there was a 
Needs Assessment Study conducted. Out of that study came a 
need to link the Ingham County Parks together as one system so 
that it would be possible for a family to get on their bikes and go all 
the way from Lake Lansing to Hawk Island in one day and back 
He said we are close to having this done and the Parks Board fully 
supports this application because this is a project with regional 
implications and the City of Lansing is the heart of the whole 
project 


Lucinda Means of 416 S. Cedar said the River Trail goes right by 
her office window and she wants to encourage the City Council to 
go forward with this application. She said it is important to have a 
connected network and the River Trail is a good way to do that 


Nancy Krupiarz of 416 S. Cedar said that she is the State Director 
for Rail to Trails Conservancy Michigan Chapter and her office is 
located right on the River Trail. She has seen the use of the River 
Trail grow by leaps and bounds. She said the Trail provides stress 
relief and she supports this grant application and that this program 
should not be cut short 


Bob Ford of 809 Center St. said his business, Landscape 
Architects and Planners is located right on the River Trail. They 
are also park consultants to the City. He said that he purchased 
this building for his business because it is on the Trail. His 
business is helping the City to do a Five Year Master Plan and he 
reviewed the goals of the Plan 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said he opposes the submission of the 
Grant Application for the River Trail it is an unneeded project and a 
waste of taxpayers money. He said last minute grants is what got 
the City in trouble with the Capitol Loop and the Bike Lanes. He 
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said he would like to know the total cost of this River Trail project 
for all three legs. 


Amy Hodgin of 1415 N. Homer said that she watched the City 
Council Meeting last week and there were comments made about 
the Lansing Board of Education/ She would like to clarify a couple 
of points. The problem regarding Judy Felice, a Lansing School 
Teacher, has never been brought before the Board of Education so 
there is noreason for them to address this. She said regarding Mr. 
Pollard’s contract she had not been privy to that and to condemn 
the whole Board of Education is a little unfair when they have not 
even seen the contract. She said they have procedures that they 
follow and the Board only acts on issues that are brought before 
them. She questioned why she did not get an invitation from the 
City Council for the meeting for Minority Business Owners. 


Chris Riddle of 106 S. Washington spoke in support of the River 
Trail Grant Application. She said it seems like the right thing to do 
at this time 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke about the Living 
Wage Order that Mayor Benavides proposed in December and 
said that this is something that is really needed. She said that she 
loves the River Trail but she wants everyone to share the burden of 
the cost with the people in Lansing 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said that she just left a meeting 
at the County for their budget overview and everybody is cutting 
back. She spoke about how everyone is going to have start living 
within their means to make up for things that went on in the 
nineties.

Mt. Hope Road with a bridge, and finally connecting with the 
sidewalk on the south side of Mt. Hope Road.

For the past 14 
years the City and property owners have worked to bring this 
property into compliance without success. The lot this house sits 
on is % acre. It would make a good location for a new single family 
dwelling and that would enhance their neighborhood 


Margaret Smith of 435 W. Hodge said that she lives two houses 
away from this property. She urged Councilmembers to demolish 
the structure 


Mavis Kelly of 3229 Palmer said that she has lived in this 
neighborhood for many years and is on the Board of the Old 
Everett Neighborhood Assn. The structure at 415 Hodge is known 
as the OK corral in her neighborhood. It has been a blight on the 
neighborhood for many years. It was a former drug house and at 
times has had pit bulls fighting in the yard. The house sits way 
back off of the street and is out of character with other houses in 
the neighborhood. The only solution for her neighborhood is the 
demolition of this structure. 

Betty Coy of 428 W. Hodge stated her support for the demolition of 
the structure at 415 W. Hodge. Dogs are always baking at this 
house and cars come and go at all times of the day and night. 


Tim Bayshore of 411 W Hodge said that he lives next door to this 
house. He has tolerated this nuisance property for 18 years. This 
house is a nuisance to the neighborhood and is not wanted. It 
needs to be gone. It isa terrible thing to live next door to. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Peter DeLuca of 800 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding the property 
he owns. He stated that a code compliance officer inspected his 
property and told him he had to fix his front porch. Subsequently 
he made phone calls to the Mayor’s Office and to the Building 
Safety Office. No one has called him back. He declared that his 
front porch is not broken and he wants a City official to come to his 
property and tell him what is wrong with his front porch 


Brian Cavanaugh of 110 Michigan Ave. said that he is a candidate 
for Circuit Court. He is here tonight in support of the Ingham 
County Children’s Trust Fund Project Health. He stated that 
research shows that in 2001 sixtyfour percent of child abuse 
cases involved children under the age of 10. He urged everyone in 
the listening audience to do whatever they can to protect this 
vulnerable segment of our society. There are programs that have 
been proven to be effective in preventing child abuse, including 
coaching and parenting skill classes and mental health services for 
parents who are mentally ill. Preventative measures will save 
valuable tax payer dollars. Remember the risk factors, report 
warning factors, and report abuse 


Richard Clement, no address given, stated that he is collecting 
nominating petition signatures for Calvin Lynch, Ingham County 
Commissioner, who will be a candidate for Circuit Court on the 
2004 Presidential Election Ballot. He announced that Dale 
Copedge will campaign for Commissioner Lynch's seat on the 
County Board. He spoke regarding the viability of the use of hemp 
fuel as an alternative to gasoline. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope Ave. spoke regarding Mayor 
Benavides’ proposed 2004/2005 Budget. He referred to an article 
in the State Journal regarding fee increases that are proposed in 
the budget and said that poor people will carry the burden of these 
increases and they are already living from paycheck to paycheck 
He believes that the economy has declined so much in the past 10 
years because the price of goods has gone up so high that no one 
can afford to pay for them. Lansing has given tax breaks to many 
businesses which reduces the tax base and increases the burden 
on citizen tax payers. If the City worked to get one family into a 
vacant house they would gain 100% tax income from it. He 
advocated an increase in property tax to property owners who are 
not low income in order to relieve the burden on those who are 
earning less than minimum wage 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that Council should give more than 
a tribute to the Michigan Bulletin. They have been in existence for 
‘over ten years but the City has not given them one dime. They 
should be given money based on their status as a minority press. 
He spoke about comments made by other speakers while at the 
podium of City Council Meetings, and said that he had a contract 
with Everett High School but it has not been implemented 


Darnell E. Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. spoke regarding the 
proposed fee increases included in the Citys budget for 
2004/2005. He told the administration and Council not to over fee 
the people who elected them. He said that former Mayor Hollister 
did not support a south side community center in Lansing, but the 
voters in 1990 passed a park millage proposal that called for 
development of a south side community center. Fourteen years 
later we still do not have one. He asked Councilmember Allen and 
Mayor Benavides to make it a priority to see that ground is broken 
‘on a south side community center prior to leaving office. South 
Lansing has been over looked and neglected for too long. The 
residents and children deserve a community center, also, when 
Council begins looking at park millage money in the FY 04/05 
budget deliberations, they should be looking at putting money back 
into community parks 
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Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke regarding a problem 
with violence in his community. City Council is not doing anything 
about it, they aren't even talking about it. They should try to 
understand this problem before the blood of the people begins 
running. 


Rina Risper of 503 W. Grand River said that she is the publisher 
and editor of the New Citizens Press. She said the City should 
advertise to reach more people with regard to contracts to be let 
She announced an Easter gathering at Faith United Methodist 
Church on April 10 and a poetry reading at Gregory's Ice and 
Smoke on April 8. She reported attending the Cesar Chavez event 
and being very impressed with his sacrifice on behasf of his people 
She read a poem she wrote in honor of a migrant worker who died 
in the field because of inhumane treatment by a farmer. 


Brigham Smith of 314 Memphis St. said that he is here to speak on 
behalf of the Michigan Childrens Trust Fund because it is a very 
important cause. It is one thing to fight against child abuse and 
another thing to fund the fight against it. They have a fund raiser 
scheduled for May 4 at the Breslin Center. Tickets are $100 and 
there will be a silent and live auction. He urged everyone to 
attend 


Christine Timmon of E. St. Joseph spoke regarding comments 
made by an elected official at the public comment podium of a City 
Council meeting. She said that elected officials should not come to 
the public comment podium to chastise citizens for exercising their 
right to free speech. This type of behavior can intimidate people 
who may be afraid that the government will retaliate against them 
for their comments. This can serve to prevent people from coming 
to City Council meetings to make their comments. These 
comments reflect poorly on the Lansing School Board. She 
announced a petition drive by "Citizens for Protection of Marriage” 
to place a ballot proposal on the November 2004 Presidential 
ballot that would define marriage in Michigan as being between a 
man and a woman only 


Charlene Decker of Pleasant Grove Rd. asked about the status of 
the Wolverine Pipeline project. She has been getting inquiries 
from other people about what is happening with this. She had 
thought it was still in court, but there is a letter from the City 
Attorney on tonights agenda about it. She stated that John Pollard 
never used the public comment podium a3 a venue to speak about 
his contract with the Lansing School District. Others spoke about it 
on his behalf, but he never spoke in defense of his program for 
children at Everett High School. People who make statements at 
the public comment podium should have their facts straight. Dr. E. 
Sharon Banks, Superintendent for Lansing Schools said that Mr. 
Pollards program was not implemented because of a lack of funds 
available for at risk programs. © Ms. Decker thanked 
Councilmember Allen for standing up for her beliefs.

RESOLUTION #140 
BY COUNCILMEMBER JOAN BAUER 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, a child in Michigan is reported as a victim of child 
abuse and neglect every five minutes; over two-thirds of these 
victims are children age six and under; and 


WHEREAS, during periods of economic downturns, such as now, 
families are much more vulnerable and the incidence of abuse 
increases particularly in families where a parent abuses alcohol or 
drugs, has difficulty controlling anger or stress, and/or has serious 
economic, housing or personal problems; and 
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WHEREAS, child abuse is one of our most serious, long-term 
public health problems, often causing a wide range of medical, 
emotional, psychological and behavior disorders such as 
depression, aicoholism, drug abuse, juvenile delinquency and the 
need for special education services; and 


WHEREAS, the best available research indicates that, of the 8,887 
Michigan children who were confirmed victims of abuse or neglect 
in 2003, more than 1,100 will become violent criminals as adults 
who would otherwise avoid crimes if not for the abuse or neglect 
they endured as children; and 


WHEREAS, conservative estimates of the monetary cost of child 
abuse and neglect exceed $1400 per American family each year; 
only $1 per American family each year is spent towards 
prevention; and 


WHEREAS, the warning signs that a child might be abused or 
neglected include nervousness around adults, aggression towards 
children or adults, inability to stay awake or concentrate for long 
periods, sudden dramatic changes in personality, frequent or 
unexplained bruises or injuries, and low self esteem; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council, hereby, declares April, 2004 as Child Abuse Prevention 
Month and calls upon the residents of Lansing to cherish all 
children and help them grow and develop free from physical, 
emotional, and sexual harm 


PE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Lansing residents are 
encouraged to raise the issue, reach out to children and parents in 
your neighborhood, remember the risk factors, recognize the 
warning signs, and report suspected abuse or neglect to the police.

Avenue Il Area, No. 15, filed by Martin Property Development 


John Peckham of Michigan Ave. said that he is here on behalf of 
Martin Property Development, the applicants in this matter. They 
are studying the feasibility of a development project at this location 
which would include residential housing space, commercial space 
and office space. He is here to answer the questions of 
Councilmembers 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Peckham what name this 
building is known by. Mr. Peckham answered that it is the old Linn 
and Owen Jewelers building. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that this 30,000 square foot building 
has 3 floors. Initially the applicant proposed 22 residential loft 
spaces and a mixture of commercial and office uses for the 
remainder of the space. He has no objections to the loft or 
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commercial use spaces, however he does object to development 
of any more office space in Lansing. The money from an NEZ 
stays in the area that the NEZ property is located in. The 
developer has downsized the proposed loft spaces to 16 from the 
original 22 and these will be non-homestead spaces. The people 
who own them however, will only pay taxes on 1/4 of the actual 
value of the space by virtue of the NEZ designation. He said 
Councilmembers should make owner occupied property their 
number one priority, and this is not. The Lansing School District 
loses 17.62 mills on every rental property in the City. 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned announced her 
candidacy for the House of Representatives in the 68" District. 
She stated her opposition to the single business tax and asked 
Council to adopt a resolution opposing the single business tax and 
outsourcing of jobs. It does not make sense to send our jobs to 
other states and countries. 


Peter DeLuca of 800 E. St. Joseph said that last week he asked 
the Mayor to come and inspect his property with regard to porch 
repair that he has been required to make by the Code Compliance 
Office, instead the Building Department sent out a lady with a 
camera to take pictures of his porch. Councilmember Leeman 
came to his house on Friday and did not fall through the porcht, so 
it must be safe. He wants the Mayor to inspect it personally. 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper, representing UAW 256 members said 
city budget problems are caused by a public relations firm, the city 
fleet, the sister cities office, inflated executive benefit packages 
and construction of a new O&M center with a 42,000 dollar weight 
room. He said that City Contractors are paid higher wages than 
City employees. The Early Out of 1993 cost 63 UAW jobs and 
positions have continued to be cut since then. The elimination of 
the composting program for 13 weeks is not the answer to the 
City's budget problems. The City should be looking at using the 
rainy day fund to fill some of these jobs. This account is funded for 
rainy days. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair asked the administration to get signs put 
up at the City Limits announcing the Everett Boys Basketball 
Championship and the back to back Girls Basketball 
Championships of a couple of years ago. He thanked Council for 
the parking regulation change on Moores River Drive, but said that 
there is still a sign up allowing one parking space on the North side 
of the street, which is unsafe. This sign needs to be removed 
There should be no parking there at all. He said that contractors 
from the CSO project that came through their neighborhood last 
year were back recently in response to complaints about the grass 
seed they planted that was full of weeds. They threw down some 
dirt and more seed. They did nothing to remove the weeds they 
planted last year and they did not put down straw or any type of 
barrier to keep the birds out of the seed they put down. He stated 
that he could cut one to two million dollars from the City’s budget 
without hurting anyone in the City or any City services. He stated 
his opposition to the recycling fee increase while at the same time 
decreasing recycling services. He does not want to see the yard 
waste program reduced. He would rather see a reduction in plastic 
and glass pickup. He declared that Mayor Benavides and his 
Executive Assistant, Mr. Wiener are present at Council meetings to 
respond to questions by the public and should start doing so. 


Susan Sanford of 500 S. Pine said that she is experiencing a 
strong, nauseating odor of garbage at her residence and she 
asked the Administration to look into it. She believes it to be 
coming from the State Office complex dumpster that is nearby. 
She spoke regarding the 911 Commission Interviews and the 
extent to which the public will be informed 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he is happy that the 
State and Federal governments will keep the word ‘God’ in the 
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Pledge of Allegiance. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding the 
Juvenile Justice Millage money, saying that the County was 
attempting to use the money for reasons other than what the 
millage was approved for. She urged people to give up the idea of 
the false economy of the 1990's. She said that she raised her own 
rent so that her land lady would not be hurt by the economy. She 
said that she got a book in the mail about prosthetic diseases and 
that we need to change our lifestyles and the way that we live 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 N. Walnut, President of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association said she is here tonight to speak in 
support of expanded hours of operation for the Capital Loop 
Project. The Department of Transportation has asked the City to 
allow them to work in 24 hour shifts to complete the project in time 
She has polled members of her association board and they have 
all agreed to support the expanded hours. She stated that the 
Churches in the area have no objections, nor do the larger 
commercial uses in her area 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that the 
Chamber of Commerce has requested another meeting with Labor 
Leaders in order to arrive at a compromise regarding the living 
wage issue. The Union leaders have agreed to the meeting, but 
she would like to see the content of the compromise that the 
Chamber is proposing. They should have to make a clear and 
definite statement about what kind of compromise they are talking 
about. She stated her objection to the use of the term 
“outsourcing”. This is nothing more than shoveling jobs outside of 
the State and country. These companies do not care about the 
United States or feel that they need to have their factories here 
anymore. Council must use strong language to these companies 
and make sure the workers within the City earn a living wage 
Council could reduce the budget by $150,000 by doing away with 
the PR firm and by another $80,000 by suspending the Sister 
Cities Commission operations for just one year 


Frank S. Curtis X spoke regarding contracts between the City and 
developers. He said that he will be visiting the Mayor's Office 
tomorrow to find out how to get money for housing, He expressed 
condolences to the Allen family who just lost their mother, also to 
the Miller and Fitzpatrick families. He objected to the way that the 
press and the 911 Commission Members are treating Condoleeza 
Rice

THE RULES WERE SUSPENDED AND MR. BERRIDGE MADE 
THE FOLLOWING PRESENTATION 


Dave Berridge, Director of the Department of Public Service 
reported that the State of Michigan Department of Transportation 
approached him this afternoon with a request for expanded hours 
of operation for construction of the Capital Loop Project for a four 
day period encompassing Tuesday through Friday of this week to 
allow them to operate 24 hour shifts. They have experienced 
delays caused by a gas main break last week and by the need to 
move their jacking pit to protect Central United Methodist Church, 
which has a termite problem, The need to move the jacking pit has 
increased the number of feet they must excavate daily by 40 feet, 
or 200' for the total project. A similar permit was issued for work on 
the “Fix on 496" a couple of years ago. The neighborhood 
association and neighboring churches have been contacted and 
have voiced no objection. The Mayor has the authority to issue a 
permit for this type of activity. MDOT will be putting out door 
hangers containing information on the expanded hours tomorrow. 
They are attempting to keep the project on target time wise and 
save money and time. He will monitor the expanded hours of 
operation to see if it works. Ifit does not, or if residents object they 
will discontinue the 24 hour shifts, if not they will continue for the 
full 4 days 


Councilmember Wood asked when this issue surfaced. Mr. 
Berridge said it came up at 1210 P.M. today. Councilmember 
Wood requested that the Administration take steps in future 
situations to inform Councilmembers immediately before they go to 
the neighborhood associations and businesses 


Councilmember Leeman thanked Mr. Berridge for coming and 
explaining the matter tonight and questioned when the door 
hangers will go out. Mr. Berridge responded that they would not be 
going out until tomorrow morning to allow him to inform 
Councilmembers of the issue. 


Councilmember Jeffries questioned the propriety of the issuance to 
the State of a permit that is intended for non-profit entities, and of 
the exercise of the Mayor's authority to issue it. City Attorney 
Roberts said that non-profit refers to organizations that are not 
intended to be profit making. The State has been included in this 
definition in the past 
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Councilmember Meyer asked why they had to move the pit for the 
Church. Is the Church foundation masonry or of timbers. Mr. 
Berridge said that the foundation is masonry, but there is some 
shoring done with timbers and there are vibrations associated with 
the use of the equipment that could be potentially damaging to 
them 


Mr. Berridge suggested that Council may want to pass another 
resolution with respect to the Capital Loop project to schedule 
another public hearing on a provision for expanded hours that will 
make allowances for future problems that result in time delays 


Councilmember Smith asked Mr. Berridge for a copy of the 
language that will be included on the door hangers being put out 
tomorrow morning 


Councilmember Williams asked what type of work will be going on 
after normal business hours. Mr. Berridge said that the plan is to 
use an auger 24 feet underground and run an excavator as 
necessary to jack up sections of pipe when they bore under the 
earth. Hopefully, most of the noise will be down in the pit and 
therefor not as intrusive, however he will monitor it and report back 
to the Administration. They will only proceed if there are no 
negative impacts on the neighborhood. Councilmember Williams 
asked if the project is dependent on the amount of water present 
What happens if we have a lot of rain? Mr. Berridge said that it is 
possible that if we get a lot of rain progress will be slowed down in 
the boring process. 


Councilmember Wood said that with the “Fix on 496" one of the 
issues was the scheduling of a public hearing that gave people 48 
hours notice of the possibility of expanded hours of operation so 
that they could make their own arrangements. The process they 
are contemplating now does not give that notice 


President Bauer said that the expanded hours of operation will 
begin tomorrow night. If the noise is unbearable to people they 
should call the Capital Loop Project Hotline number. Mr. Berridge 
will monitor that feedback and stop the 24 hour operation if there is 
too much complaint 


Mr. Berridge urged residents to call 324-2260 if their experience of 
the 24 hour operations is not bearable. 


President Bauer thanked Mr. Berridge and said this issue will be 
raised in the Committee of the Whole Meeting this Thursday. The 


Capital Loop Project will last a long time and this undoubtably just 
the beginning of complications they will run in to.

Special Ceremonies 
1, Proclamation; Holocaust Remembrance Day 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides defined 
Holocaust as the name that is given to the tragedy that took place 
during World War Il, when In Jewish People lost their 
ives. We remember this because we take time to remember great 
tragedies that have taken place in history. It is important that we 
remember what created it so that we can avoid repeating history. 
This day has been established by the United States Congress as 
National Holocaust Remembrance Day, and the week surrounding 
this day has been established as the Days of Remembrance in 
which we remember the victims and survivors, as well as the 


rescuers and liberators. He presented a Proclamation to Rabbi 
Michael Zimmerman proclaiming April 19" as Holocaust 
Remembrance Day and declaring April 18" through April 25" to be 
recognized as Days of Remembrance. 


Rabbi Zimmerman thanked the Mayor and City Council on behalf 
of Congregation Kalliat Israel and the Jewish Community of 
Lansing. He expressed his personal appreciation for the 
Proclamation. He thanked this Administration, under which the 
City is working timelessly in pursuit of tolerance and diversity. He 
said we need to remain vigilant against all forms of bigotry, racism 
and blind hatred. We must never forget the cruelty and suffering of 
the last Century, but at the same time we must go forward and find 
peace and friendship among the Nations of the World. 


2. Tribute: Virgil E. Vandenburg 100” Birthday 


Councilmember Leeman introduced Mr. and Mrs. Virgil E. 
Vandenburg and presented a resolution of tribute to Mr. 
Vandenberg honoring his 100" Birthday which is today. Mr. 
Vandenburg is the founder of the Lansing Chess Club, and has 
been written up in the Lansing State Journal in recognition of these 
two achievements. 


City Clerk Miner read the resolution honoring Virgil E. Vandenburg 
for an outstanding sixty (60) year effort to promote Chess in 
Lansing , expressing best wishes to him for his 100" Birthday and 
declaring April 19, 2004 as Virgil E. Vanenburg Day in Lansing. 


Mr. Vandenburg said that he has been asked how to reach one- 
hundred years old and his answer is simple, don't die. He has 
been practicing that and is so far successful. He said one of the 
most enjoyable thing that he has done in his life is form the 
Lansing Chess Club in 1944. He said he was given his first Chess 
set by an uncle when he was fourteen years old and he taught 
himsel to play by reading a book and learning the moves 


Willy Williams, member of the Chess Club, said other than Chess 
Mr. Vandenburg started the Lansing Labor News as a publisher 
and he taught Chess to everyone for no charge. He said that Mr. 
Vandenburg is a fantastic person and once told him that the way 
that you get to be one-hundred is to pick the right parents. He said 
this was great to do two things at once, the 60" Anniversary of the 
Chess Club and the 100" Birthday of its originator. 


David Wener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, said it is 
our pleasure to add our congratulations and it is wonderful to have 
you here to share wonderful stories and wonderful spirit. He 
thanked Mr. Vandenburg for all that he has contributed.

Development Corporation provided a brief explanation of 
Brownfield Plan #19 


Larry Nakfoor of 1116 S. Washington thanked the City Council for 
their consideration of this project and said this is an excellent 
project for a Brownfield. He is available for questions 


Councilmember Jeffries questioned what would be going in on this 
property after the redevelopment occurs. Mr. Nakfoor replied that 
there would be lofts, a garage facility and commercial use, which at 
this time does not have a tenant. 
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2. In consideration of the City of Lansing Consolidated Strategy 
and Plan Submission Action Plan for FY 2005 


Dennis Lysakowski, Interim Development Manager of the Planning 
and Neighborhood Development Department gave a summary of 
the Consolidated Strategy and Plan Submission Action Plan 


Jamie Czekai of 312 W. Maple St. said that he represents the 
Local Initiative Support Corporation (LISC). He thanked the City 
Council for support that they have given to Community 
Development of the City of Lansing and LISC. He said that LISC 
works directly with Lansing’s Community Development 
Corporations (CDC) to help develop low income housing. These 
efforts have lead to over five hundred and fifty affordable housing 
units being produced. He asked for continued support of LISC and 
revitalization of the neighborhoods 


Priscilla Holmes of 135 Island Ave. said that she is the Program 
Manager for REO Town. She asked the City Council for support of 
their Block Grant Funds. 


Laura Mullard of 1232 Turner said that she is the Program Director 
for the Old Town Commercial Association (OTCA). She thanked 
the City Council for considering their program for CDBG funding 
because this funding will help them continue to help do the work 
that they do in Old Town 


Fred Hammond of 1232 Turner said that he is the President of the 
Old Town Commercial Association and that the work in Old Town is 
still underway. He said their request for this funding is very crucial 
to maintaining the momentum they need to complete their efforts 


Kate Koskinen of 1619 Kalamazoo said that she is the Interim 
Director of the Lansing Eastside Community Development 
Corporation. She said the Facade Improvement Grant Program 
really helped them support their Michigan Avenue Project.

3. the Project includes, in addition to the eligible activities identified 
in the Plan, the redevelopment of the property, 


4 the Project may result in new private investment of 
approximately $1.7 million, 


5.the Plan provides for the capture of property tax increment 
revenues due to the private investment on the site, and devotes 
them to repaying the Authority for its’ costs associated with eligible 
activities it performs, and to repaying the developer for their costs 
associated with eligible activities they perform, in accordance with 
the Act, 
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6 the Plan provides for the capture of ninety percent (90%) of all 
property tax increment revenues generated on an annual basis 
which are a result of the private investment on the site for a period 
of fourteen (14) years beginning in 2004 and ending in the year 
2018, 

7. the Plan provides for the deposit of five percent (5%) of annual 
captured property tax increment revenues to be deposited into the 
Authority's Local Site Remediation Revolving Fund to finance 
future eligible activities on Brownfield sites within the City; and

Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings:

Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Lamed St. spoke about 
balancing the budget and said that when goverment starts cutting 
necessary services such as yard waste pick up instead of 
eliminating services that are nice to have but not mandatory we 
must wonder where our elected officials priorities lie, especially in 
these times of great economic strain. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said the cost of doing business and 
living in Lansing is about to go up as a result of fee increases to go 
along with the highest taxes and sewer bills in Mid-Michigan. He 
said the citizens have been told that the City will have to do more 
with less and what this really means is the citizens will pay more 
for less. 


Nancy Norton of 2724 Arlington said that she is a retired school 
teacher. She started a very successful recycling program at 
Cumberland and she is sorry to see that cuts are being considered 
in the recycling program 
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Charlene Decker 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. questioned why the 
Public Relations Firm Kolt & Serkaian does not build up the 
recycling program. She said we should put a moratorium on the 
Sister City Program and she questioned why the Directors of City 
Departments have to have company cars to drive to and from work, 
especially when they live outside the City 


Barbara Mason, no address given, said the most important part of 
the Budget is the Lansing Sister Cities Program. It should not be 
reduced at all. She said somehow we will have to find other ways 
to provide funds for people when they come here if this funding is 
cut. She thanked the Council for continuing their support to the 
Sister City Program 


Martha Fujita, Executive Director of the Lansing Sister Cities 
Program, asked Council to consider that having a competitive edge 
with international linkages may not pay off in the short run but to be 
careful not to dismantle and cripple the efforts, because in the long 
term knowing other cultures is important to the development of our 
City, 


Marylou Mason, no address given, said that she is here to ask for 
support of the Sister Cities Program because it is important to 
return the hospitality that they give to us when we visit them.

Terrance Connors, of 1526 Redwood, spoke about an encounter 
that he had with Lansing Police Officer's. He is requesting that an

Mr. Florinki of 414 Dunlap spoke about the property located 418 
Dunlap He said that he shares a driveway with this property and it 
has been in ill repair for the past twenty years. He asked that no 
further extension be granted to this property 


Kevin Green of 309 N. Washington, Executive Director of the 
Principal Shopping District (PSD), announced that they are kicking 
off this week a Readers Group as the first of several collaborative 
issues with Lansing Community College 


Lieutenant David Nosotti, Representative of the Lansing Police 
Department Supervisor's, said that he is here tonight to speak on 
behalf of all members of the Lansing Fraternal Order of Police 
(FOP) and urge the City Council to adopt the finding in the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Rental Properties. He said the FOP supports the 
findings and urges Council to work toward those goals 


Anne Smiley of 423 W. Grand River spoke about cuts to the 
recycling program in the budget and said that we should be 
capitalizing on this success not diminishing it. Eliminating the 
Recycling Coordinator position would discourage people from 
participating in recycling when they should be encouraged. There 
must be better ways of economizing rather than at the expense of 
this program. 


Steve Manchester of 514 Westmoreland said he is here tonight to 
support the recycling program. It would not benefit our 
pocketbooks to diminish the recycling program 


Brigham Smith of 314 Memphis said that he is here to give a last 
minute reminder that the Michigan Children's Trust Fund is holding 
their Cherish the Children’s Fantasy Auction tomorrow night at the 
Breslin Center to help prevent child abuse and neglect in the State 
of Michigan. Tickets are $100.00 and interested parties may call 
Kathy Trust at 373-4321 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper Ave. said that he works for the City and 
is a representative for UAW Local 2256. He said the City of 
Lansing has sewage bills three times higher than our water bills 
and our neighborhoods are polluted with trash dumpsters. Instead 
of Lansing being a destination for people who are looking for a 
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world class way of life it is a City where young families and 
residents are looking elsewhere for that promise. Service is what 
brings you to a City and we must offer services that the suburbs 
can not. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the recent 
shooting in Lansing and said that there should be investigation of 
this, and that the Chief of Police needs to do a much better job 
then he is doing. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. said that he hears people 
talking about how Lansing used to be and how it has gone 
downhill. Sometimes you see what you look for, he sees a lot of 
good things. He sees the beautiful tulips at Cooley Gardens and 
Lights going on in the new Boji Tower. He said new places are 
springing up all over the City and he sees things getting better. 


John Pollard of 1748 Blair said that he would like to remind Mayor 
Benavides and David Wiener to answer his questions as required 
by the City Charter. He would like to know why there was one 
space left on the north side of Moores River Dr. in between two 
parking signs. He also asked if the Mayor intends to send the CSO 
Contractors back to out into the neighborhoods and get rid the 
weeds that they left afer they did the sewer project. He said that 
he would also like to know what is the impact of the proposed MSU 
move 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said that she questions 
the whole deal regarding the Medical School moving to Grand 
Rapids and wonders where they will get the money from for this 
move. She said this move should not be done because it is horrible 
for Lansing and E. Lansing 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about the budget and the 
economy. He said that he read in the newspaper that Lansing has 
lost income in parking and he hopes that the City understands that 
increasing parking fees will not help the situation.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


RESOLUTION #208 
The Ad Hoc Committee on Rental Properties 


The Ad Hoc Committee on Rental Properties was given two 
charges; the first was to review the North and South Precinct and 
to recommend to the Council whether we should continue to rent 
both facilities. The second charge was to review policies and 
procedures as how the City determines what organizations have 
office space within City buildings. 


This reports deals focus on the first of the two charges. 


The Administration presented to Council a budget which began 
examining the duplication of services and the need to make 
fundamental changes in City government so we are able to 
continue to give the services to the community that is the most cost 
affective method. 


The Ad Hoc Committee on Rental Properties has been meeting 
weekly to review a number of documents and has asked a number 
of questions of both the administration and our internal auditor 
This committee recognizes the importance of team policing and the 
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buy.in by the Police Department, its officers, and the community to 
this concept. We also realize that when the decision was made to 
separate the department and move into precincts there were many 
factors involved including a Central Police Station which was badly 
in need of repair. There was the lack of centrally located 
community centers, as well the fundament change of moving from 
community police officers to team policing, due to the reduction of 
grants from the Federal Government 


Currently, the City of Lansing has three police facilities. Central 
Police Administration this is located downtown with limited parking 
and is owned by the City. Our current cost for this building include 
utilities, upkeep, and parking for their employees which work in this 
building. This building houses the following; on the first floor is the 
records, false alarm billing, identification and traffic follow-up. On 
the second floor is, police administration, internal affairs, legal 
advisor, accounting, conference room and men’s locker room. On 
the third floor is detention, breathalyzer testing, and report writing 
room. On the fourth floor are property and supply unit, human 
resources, planning and development, detention lieutenant, and 
women's locker room. On the fifth floor is 911 communications 
center extension of City Hall fifth floor. Sixth floor is the courts. 


The South Precinct is located at 3400 S. Cedar. This facility 
includes police administration, Detective Bureau, interview rooms, 
property/evidence holding area, fitness area, community rooms, 
locker rooms, parking and gymnasium, along with varies other 
police and community programs that are housed at this location 
This facility has had a number of problems since the Police 
Department first occupied the facility they have included sewer 
back-ups, problematic phone system to facade falling off the 
building. The FY 2005 anticipated rental cost for this building is 
$153,301. The utilities are for FY 2005 are $46,430 


The North Precinct is located at 740 May Street. This facility 
includes police administration, Detective Bureau, interview rooms, 
property/evidence holding area, fitness area, community rooms, 
locker rooms, parking, gymnasium, along with varies other police 
and community programs that are housed at this location. This 
facility also has had a number of problems which has included 
climate control issues, holes in the roof, to an on going problem 
with water flowing into the precinct during a heavy rain event. The 
FY 2005 anticipated rental cost $272,593. The utilities are 
$49,835, 


The total combined square footage for the north and south precinct 
is 46,530; this includes two gyms, community meeting rooms, and 
weight rooms. 


If you use the figures provided by Gary Bridges of the Building 
Safety division the going rate to build a facility is approximately $89 
to $119 per square foot, the annual debt retirement cost ranges 
$332,618 to $464,247 depending on a rate between five or six 
percent. 


There are also other City of Lansing departments which currently 
are in leased space which could be moved into the current Central 
Police building. As an example, the City leases space at the 
former City Hall Annex for storage on the 4" floor level and the 
lower level which is utilize for City’s supplies, mailing, and printing 
These spaces currently rent at a rate of $8,484.83 per month or 
$101,817.96 per year 


The City is also renting space from the parking system in the North 
Capitol ramp for the Neighborhood Planning and Development 
office and the Parks Department a total of 16,277 square feet at a 
total $255,575.25 which does not include utilities. 


The City is occupying over 5,621 square feet in the North Grand 
Ramp. This includes the Traffic Engineering Offices, Computer & 
Communication Services and the Traffic Computer Room for a total 
of $95,670.75 which does not included utilities 
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The combined rental for above mention departments totals 
$453,063.96, additionally for the two precincts the combine rent 
total is $415,507, for a total $868,570.96 


The Committee believes that there is an opportunity for a savings 
to the City on a number of different avenues, along with a more 
efficiently run Police Department 

The Ad Hoc committee recommends to the Council that as part of 
the budget policy we adopt and instruct the administration to create 
a plan by nolater than November 1, 2004, to move the three police 
facilities into one facility which still allows for the north and south 
team areas of the city. This should include sufficient parking for 
the department and the public. Another consideration should be 
whether the courts should be located in this building as well

Councilmember Leeman said that he has an E-Mail from Denise 


Kelly of ABC Neighborhood stating that their meeting for May 4, 
2004 has been canceled 


Councilmember Allen said that she has been a little disturbed by 
the number of people in our City who feel that the recycling and 
yard waste pick up is being threatened. She said that she has no 
intention of abandoning what she feels in an essential service. 
She said that she does not want Lansing to become another 
blighted City. 


Councilmember Meyer said that when the Public Service 
Committee met there was some concern over what is the actual 
acreage of Glenburne Commons. He said the number varies and 
they need clarity for bidding purposes 


Councilmember Smith said that she is not abandoning the 
recycling program. She takes this issue seriously. She went door 
to door regarding this matter because it is important that the 
citizens voice is heard. 


Councilmember Williams commented that he would like responses 
to Mr. Pollard's questions to be made directly to him via mail or 
phone 


Councilmember Jeffries said he would like to respond regarding 
the contracts. He said there has been two Public Hearings in the 
community and at one of those meetings they talk about the idea 
of outsourcing and what are we doing as a City, in terms of all the 
jobs that we are outsourcing to contractors. We should be looking 
at all contracts. The Public Relations Firm Kolt & Serkaian does a 
great job with what they do but in view of the budget that we have, 
we must rank that in terms of priority. We need to look at what we 
can do to keep these jobs inside and keep our people employed 
He believes that public relations is something that can be done 
inside and is something that we can not afford to outsource 


Councilmember Wood said that the public needs to understand 
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that the Council has the Mayor's Budget that was presented to 
them. They have also heard the citizens who have repeatedly 
talked about the fact that there are some things they do not agree. 
Compost is one of them. Council must then provide the final 
budget for adoption, a compromise between what the Mayor has 
proposed, what the public has requested and what they see as 
being in the best interests of the City. 


President Bauer said that budget hearings are Thursday and 
Friday 8:30 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. and they are televised. She said 
they have heard loudly and clearly the public's opinion on the 
recycling and compost issue. She has not heard one person say 
that they wanted yard compost eliminated in the Summer. She 
announced that Councilmembers were invited to watch the final 
Oldsmobile roll off the line which was a bittersweet experience 
Olds is part of the fabric of this community. It was bitter to see the 
last Oldsmobile roll off the line and sweet that General Motors is 
still here and they are still building cars. We do have two new 
factories in our City unlike any other place in North America. We 
are incredibly fortunate, most of that is based on the incredibly 
good workforce we have and the pro-active stance the people in 
this community took a few years ago when they saw that General 
Motors might be leaving. A lot of good things are happening and 
this is a wonderful place to live. 
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MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides said that he 
would like to respond to some of Mr. Pollard’s questions. 
Regarding parking on Moores River Dr., this will be referred to the 
Parking Director. Regarding the CSO Contractors restoring the 
area where work was done. They will refer this issue back to Mr. 
Berridge, Director of Public Service. Regarding the MSU Medical 
School move. This is not a question for this body. It is a question 
for the Michigan State Board of Trustee's. He spoke about the 
recycling program and said they made a proposal based upon a 
difficult financial situation, but he believes a good decision will be 
made. The contract with the Public Relations Firm, Kolt & 
Serkaian is one of many that the City has for professional services 
The fact that we have ended up debating over one contract is 
unfortunate but it does raise the issue of other contracts. Rather 
than eliminate a service completely he suggests that we try to be 
balanced and look at the services that we need, how much money 
we spend and how much we can save. That will help us achieve 
our ultimate goal

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John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this budget does not include a dime 
for the next generation in terms of Summer employment. He 
advised Mayor Benavides to get rid of Kolt & Serkaian because 
they are not doing anything for him. When Hollister was Mayor he 
was on televison everyday but he never sees Mayor Benavides, he 
sees Councilmembers Wood or President Bauer more than the 
Mayor. He spoke about the fee increases for recycling which are 
collected on Summer taxes. That is a .23 Mill increase on a fee 
that is bigger than taxes and citizens do not get to deduct any part 
of it on their taxes 


Willy Williams of P. © Box 1042 spoke about property taxes and 
said taxes will go down because 210 W. Saginaw was demolished 
today. He said that it took ten months and he would like the world 
to know that a sixty day Make-Safe or Demolish could take ten 
months.

William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood spoke about the placement 
of signs on public light poles and said maybe the City should fine 
the people who are doing this because he believes that placing 
signs on light poles is illegal 


Paul Kendel of 2915 Margate spoke about the River Trail running 
from Mt. Hope South to Scott Woods. He has objections to the 
location of the Trail mainly on the E. Bank of the Sycamore Creek 
The reason he objects is the cost, aesthetics, inaccessibility due to 
flooding and, the cost of maintenance on the E. Bank is more 
expensive then the maintenance on the W. side of Sycamore Park 
He questioned where he should proceed with follow up regarding 
this matter 


Marie Vicknair of 15768 Burton asked the City Council to vote 
against the proposed job cuts to the Recycling Program 


President Bauer said although they have not passed the budget, 
last week at one of the budget wrap up sessions they voted to 
maintain the Recycling Program as is. If nothing changes between 
now and next week those positions will not be eliminated 


Aaron Liepman of 2530 Sundance Lane, Okemos, said that he 
oversees an online recycling network and is concerned with the 
proposal to decrease the Recycling Program. He said it is our 
responsibility to future generations and the environment to reduce, 
reuse and recycle because it promotes healthy living by reducing 
the need for new landfills and incinerators 


Lynn Hershberger of 2318 Lyons questioned how Lansing could be 
a ‘Cool City” without recycling. We need to take care of our 
resources, if we do not keep up with education on how to keep 
things our of the landfill, we will have higher expenses for getting 
rid of trash 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he is concerned with the 
budget and how the City is going to come up with the money for 
projects they already have budgeted for future years. He asked 
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David Wiener if he could have a copy of the consultants contract 
regarding MSU Health facility moving to Grand Rapids. 


Tim Florinki of 414 Dunlap said he is here to see if there is any 
follow up regarding the Make-Safe or Demolish for 418 Dunlap. 
He told Councilmember Allen that he had expected her to follow up 
on this issue by making a site visit and contacting him, as one of 
her constituents. 


Councilmember Leeman said that there is a process that the 
Committee follows.

We are privileged to have in 
this building an extraordinary leader and principal, who is good 
because she has a basic principle, she loves children 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about the problems of the 
economy and how everyone seems to be downsizing. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he has questions 
that have not been answered regarding the young man that got 
shot by a Police Officer. He promised retaliation if issues are not 
addressed 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 spoke about comments and 
threats that are made at the podium during the City Council 
meetings and said that speakers should not be allowed to make 
threats.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, a Home Rule City, has the 
authority to enact a nuisance abatement ordinance as a means to 
promote the public health, safety, and welfare of its citizens to 
achieve the valid goal of the City’s police power; and 


WHEREAS, the Home Rule Cities Act, Michigan Compiled Laws 
Annotated § 117.01 et seq., authorizes the City Council to act in a 
quasi-judicial manner in determining if there has been any 
violation(s) of this ordinance; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter 630 of the City Ordinance allows for a portion 
of the property to be padlocked or boarded, whichever is 
appropriate, for a period of up to one year from the date Council 
adopts the resolution; if there has been two investigations within 
six months where controlled substances and/ or drug 
paraphernalia were found in the investigation of the police; and 


WHEREAS, the owner of such property shall be offered all due 
process rights including proper notice and a hearing; and 


WHEREAS, the standard of review to be used by the City Council 
in determining if a property is a public nuisance is a preponderance 
of the evidence; 


WHEREAS, a public hearing occurred before the Committee of the 
Whole on May 13, 2004, giving the Lansing Police Department and 
Rodney Kik the property owner of 907 S. Holmes, the opportunity 
to present competent, substantial, and material evidence; present 
factual and legal arguments; and cross examine the opposing 
witnesses to protect the due process rights of the parties 


WHEREAS, the City Council shall support its decision with 
competent, substantial, and material evidence on the record 
created during any hearings; 


Now, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that based on a 
preponderance of competent, substantial and material evidence 
presented and received at the public hearing before the Committee 
of the Whole, the City Council finds the following 


1. On November 24, 2003 the Lansing Police Department did a 
Knock and Talk at 907 S. Holmes, and where the police were 
given verbal consent to enter 907 S. Holmes by the property 
owner, and the police discovered drug paraphernalia in plain view, 
and resulting in a citation being issued to the property owner, 
Rodney Kik, for possession of narcotic equipment 


2. In accordance with Section 630.05 of the City Code, the City 
Attorney sent a letter to Rodney Kik 907 S. Holmes, Lansing, MI 
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48912, the owner of record, advising him that under the provisions 
of Chapter 630 of the City Code, if the property was investigated 
within six months of November 24, 2003, and controlled substance 
and/or drug paraphernalia were found, then the City could prohibit 
occupancy of the property for a period of up to one year and/or 
hold the owner liable for the full cost of any City staff used in the 
second and subsequent investigations, and assess such costs 
against the property. 


3. On December 16, 2003, the Lansing Police Department Special 
Operations Section (LPD-SOS) received information that a drug 
house was located at 907 S. Holmes, and a search warrant was 
obtained for said premises, and under said warrant the residence 
was searched. LPD-SOS with the assistance of the Lansing Police 
Department START team located controlled substances and drug 
paraphernalia in plain view, and LPD-SOS arrested seven people 
for frequenting a drug house, and Rodney Kik was arrested and 
charged with possession of controlled substances. 


4. On February 5, 2004, the City Attorney sent a second letter to 
Rodney Kik, 907 S. Holmes, Lansing, MI 48912 notifying the 
owner of the drug activity occurring on December 16, 2003 


5. The Lansing Police Department has reported that 907 S. 
Holmes has been a house of illegal drug use and prostitution since 
May of 2000 


6. The City Attorney recommended that the provisions of Chapter 
630 of the Code be enforced against the property owner. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City Council determines that 
907 S. Holmes is a public nuisance under Chapter 630 and hereby 
orders 


1. 907 S. Holmes be padiocked from no sooner than May 27, 2004 
until November 1, 2004 


2. Costs and expenses incurred by the City in connection with the 
abatement actions shall be assessed against the property and 
constitute a lien against the property until the expense is fully paid 
to the City 


3. 907 S. Holmes stall remain in probation for one year after the 
termination of the padlocking period to prevent the property from 
returning to a public nuisance status 


4. the City Attorney's Office, Law enforcement officials and the 
Office of Code Compliance shall carry out this order by City 
Council 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the Rodney Kik, the property 
‘owner of 907 S. Holmes, may appeal the City Council's decision to 
the Circuit Court within ten days from the date of this resolution, 
and if so appealed, the Circuit Court shall review the decision to 
determine if it was in violation of the law, was obtained by fraud, or 
is an abuse of discretion; and if it is supported by consistent, 
substantial, and material evidence on the record

RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 
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WHEREAS, at its regular Committee of the Whole meetings the 
City Council publicly reviewed the operations of City Departments 
and the status of critical issues with City Departments, and 


WHEREAS, the City Council held special Committee of the Whole 
meetings during evening hours at Dwight Rich Middle School on 
April 13 and Foster Community Center on April 28 and as part of 
the Council meeting to provide opportunities for citizens to 
comment on the proposed City budget, and 


WHEREAS, the City Council held four full day televised public 
hearings to review, and when necessary amend, the Mayor's FY 
2005 budget recommendations; and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with City Charter and the State Uniform 
Budgeting and Accounting Act, notice was published and two 
public hearings were held on May 3, 2004, and May 10, 2004, in 
regard to the FY 2005 budget and capital improvements, and 


WHEREAS, the City Council placed a high premium on 
maintenance of emergency services in its FY 2005 budget 
priorities; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council acknowledged revenue limitations 
resulting from State Revenue Sharing cutbacks and developed 
innovative ways to enhance emergency services funding, 
authorizing the Administration to apply for a COPS in School Grant 
and providing for the needed matching grant funding for 4 police 
officers to improve services in schools and neighborhoods; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wholeheartedly recognizes the 
importance of forward planning to allow essential services to be 
maintained during difficult budget times; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council developed policy referrals to allow 
continued oversight of several critical issues which were raised 
during the FY 2005 budget process; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed budget, without layoffs, reduces 
departmental operating costs while maintaining service levels and 
high priority capital activities such as the City’s road maintenance 
commitment; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed budget maintains funding for the 
Combined Sewer Overflow abatement project, while restraining 
estimated increases in sewer fees for the next four years to 4%, or 
a rate which is less than half of the average annual increases 
which have been necessary over the last 12 years; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed budget reduces property tax rates for 
debt service by .05 mills, while maintaining the same operating tax 
levy; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the City of Lansing’s 
FY05 operating property tax levy will be 14.90 mills, and the City’s 
debt service levy will be 0.98 mills for a combined total tax levy of 
15.88, a 0.5 mill reduction in the combined tax levy from the tax 
levy in FY 04; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Mayor's Recommended 
Budget for FY 05 be adopted with the following amendments: 


ll. Policy Amendments. 
1. Budget Policy #7 is amended to read as follows: 


“Vacant and Unfunded Positions. Positions shown in the various 
Departmental budgets as * Vacant and Unfunded” will not be 
posted by the Personnel Department in FY 2005 without prior 
Notice and approval by the Ways and Means Committee and the 
City Council. Such positions remain on Departmental Tables of 
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Organization and will receive first consideration for funding at 
such time as available revenue can support reinstatement. The 
budget includes an allowance for the normal rate of position 
turnover and authorization is provided to transfer residual 
balances from such normal turnover to the “Contra Account” 
within General Administration 


2. Budget Policy #13 is amended to eliminate the new Burn Permit 
Fee (Fire), and refer the proposed increase for the Sidewalk Snow 
and Ice Removal (Public Service) to the Public Services 
Committee 


3. Budget Policy #14 is amended to read as follows: 


“Upon notification of it being awarded, the Administration shall 
bring any grant, designations and special purpose fund back to 
the City Council for acceptance.” 


4. The Administration and the Intergovernmental Relations 
Committee are tasked to advocate for free or drastically reduced 
rental rates for use of the Nandy House by the North Network 
Center. 


5. By September 15, 2004 the Administration is to submit a plan 
that has a goal to reduce funding for the Sister Cities Program by 
20% annually each of the next three years with a goal of self 
sufficiency by increasing partnerships and private funding 


6. The Principal Shopping District shall increase efforts to maintain 
and beautify the downtown area. The issue shall be referred to the 
‘Ad Hoc Committee on Downtown Revitalization and the Committee 
on Public Services for further review and appropriate action 


7. The Administration shall submit its analyses and 
recommendations to reduce the General Fund subsidy received by 
the Cemetery Fund, Golf Fund, Potter Park Zoo, Building Safety 
Fund, and Lansing Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority to 
the City Council by September 15, 2004 


8. The Administration shall submit a list of all contractual services 
for all departments greater than $50,000 by July 1, 2004. The 
Administration shall then submit its analyses and _ its 
recommendations as to which contractual services above $50,000 
could be brought “in-house,” in part or all, to the City Council by 
September 15, 2004 


9. The Administration shall submit its analyses and_ its 
recommendations to move the three police facilities into one facility 
to the City Council by November 1, 2004. The consolidation it to 
maintain the north and south tem areas of the city and provide 
sufficient parking for the department and the public. The 
Administration should also analyze whether it would prudent to 
include District Court 54-A and the Probation Officers in the 
proposed facility 


10. The AtHoc Committee on Rental Properties shall complete 
its review of occupancy by non-city entities in City owned buildings 
and submit its recommendations to the Committee of the Whole by 
July 1, 2004 


14. The Committee on Ways and Means will review the 
Administrative Transfer Policy that was adopted by Resolution 
#267 on May 19, 1997, and submit its recommendations to the 
Committee of the Whole by September 1, 2004 


12. The Administration shall immediately begin to develop a plan 
for reducing cost with a target of not using the $1,797,950 in 
reserves remaining in the adopted FY 2005 budget. This plan 
shall be submitted to the City Council for approval as of September 
13, 2004. In the interim $500,000 in appropriations in the General 
Fund Operating Transfer (410) account shall be moved to a 
Control account, and $500,000 in appropriations within the 
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Infrastructure (410) series will be moved to a Control account. The 
General Fund contra-account for the citywide vacancy factor will 
be increased by $500,000. The net impact of these changes will 
be to reserve $1,000,000 of the General Fund budget. If the City 
Council approves the plan to be submitted by the Administration for 
cost reduction, the $1,000,000 in reserved funds shall be released 


for expenditure.

Michael John Simon of 722 N. Sycamore said that he hopes the

lawn mowing policies. She urged compassion and delaying the

2. In consideration of special assessment zones and rates for the 
Principal Shopping District (PSD) for FY 2005 


John FiFarek of 200 Washington Square said that he is here on 
behalf of the Downtown Business Alliance Inc. They are 
committed to the enhancement and maintenance of Downtown. He 
said the City needs to wrap its arms around the issue of 
maintenance in Downtown. If Lansing is to remain a place where 
offices and employees harbor, it needs to be clean, safe and 
convenient. He said the City needs to take charge with the 
maintenance issue and not increase the assessments that are 
proposed. 


Don LeDuke of 300 S. Capitol said since he became President of 
Cooley Law School he has found himself working with 
representatives from the PSD and found them tobe very dedicated 
to the betterment of downtown. He knows it’s hard for any 
organization to continue to do more with less, and it a has been a 
long time since there has been any increase in these rates. We 
need to look at long range financing because it is clearly 
underfunded for all of the things it is charged with doing 


Kevin Green of 309 N. Washington Square said there is a renewed 
interest in Downtown Lansing and much of that is attributable to 
the PSD and the collaborative partnerships that have been 
created. He said their maintenance committee is comprised of 
Business Owners, Managers and Regional Operations Officials 
who have volunteered their services and gotten very involved and 
taken a proactive stance in addressing the needs of the 
maintenance situation in Downtown Lansing 


Laura Millard of 1232 Turner stated that she is the Director of the 
Old Town Commercial Association.

There 
is no special assessment for that property for the PSD. | did not 
research which other contiguous properties may have been 
exempted from this assessment 


| visited the PSD website. The map of the area which they 
promote ends with Clinton Ctreet as its northern boundary. They 
do not include our building as they do the others in the Old Town 
Area they are promoting. See attached. The PSD does not 
include us as a part of their target area 


I have also attached a copies of pages from the PSD Annual 
Report. A review of this report shows that the PSD is in great part 
concerned with a retail environment. They do not have any 
mention or focus of benefits that would relate to the non-retail 
commercial are north of Clinton Street 


Goldenrod Distribution, Inc. is primarily a wholesaler of compact 
discs. Our building is mainly a warehouse with offices. We do not 
have a retail store. We do not benefit from the payment of an 
assessment to the PSD. As a small business with thirteen 
employees, all expenses we incur must serve to sustain the 
business.

Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings:

Ordinances of the City of Lansing by adding a new section to the 
Procurement Ordinance to increase the awareness and use of 
Diverse Contractors, to identify and promote the resources 
available to Contractors and City Departments, to strengthen the 
City's effort to solicit and hire contractors that represent the 
Diversity of the City, to establish specific Diversity objectives to be 
used when awarding City Contracts and to establishes reporting 
requirements 


Finance Director Glen Kirk presented an overview of how they 
arrived at the numbers for the objectives and overall goals that 
they are hoping to achieve with this Resolution and Ordinance. 


Rowland Cornish of 221 E. Northrup said he is here to publically 
endorse the Procurement Ordinance and the Resolution 
addressing supplier diversity. He has been on the Supplier 
Diversity Ad Hoc Committee for over a year and it has been an 
honor to go through this process. This ordinance will not cure the 
problem but it will address the mind set of those who are in a 
position to step out of the box and start the change. He said it is 
his hope that this Resolution and Ordinance will increase the ability 
of diverse businesses in the City to obtain contracts with the City of 
Lansing. He encourages all diverse, qualified local businesses to 
participate in the City of Lansing Procurement process 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. said that he would like to 
echo the comments of the previous speaker. He commended the 
Ad Hoc Committee for their work to date. He said these steps 
should have been taken a long time ago. There is a lot more that 
can be done. 


Fred Porter of 3700 W Holmes Rd. said that he would like to thank 
Councilmember Smith for arranging a meeting with the Finance 
Director who he met and talked with and who understood what he 
was saying about fair share. He said that he has appeared before 
this Council many times and his concern and the concern of the 
NAACP is the dispropottionally few dollars spent with black 
suppliers.

Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that she would 
just assume the Ordinance go through because it is an action, 
however the fairness factor is missing 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said there needs to be a 
meeting of all Department Heads and there should be fines for 
non-compliance with the new Ordinance, otherwise this is all about 
nothing 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Michael Morofsky of 1300 Woodbine said that he is a 
representative for the Colonial Village Neighborhood Association 
and he thanked Councilmember Williams for making the contacts 
to get rid of the graffiti on the Schaefer Bakery site.

Gary Setla of 12460 Upton Rd., Bath, said that he is a retired 
Lansing Police Officer. He is here support a Fireworks Permit for 
James Stajos of American Eagle Superstore 


Steve Earley of 1836 N. College Rd., said that he is a retired 
Lansing Police Officer spoke and is here to support issuance of a 
Fireworks Permit to American Eagle Superstore. 


James Stajos of 901 N. Larch said that since his mother has taken 
over the business there has not been one violation. He asked the 
Mayor and the City Council to sit down with him tomorrow and 
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dismiss all of the lawsuits and allow them to sell legal Michigan 
Fireworks. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. said last weeks Court decision 
was a victory for the citizens of Lansing. He said that he believes 
that we have not heard the last from Wolverine Pipeline and feels 
they may head to Federal Court. He spoke about the Triangle 
Property and does not understand why the City keeps giving them 
extensions

MICHIGAN, MICHIGAN MINORITY BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT 
COUNCIL, NATIVE AMERICAN BUSINESS OWNERS, ASIAN- 
PACIFIC CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, AND MICHIGAN 
HISPANIC CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


(b) SELF CERTIFICATION OF MINORITY OWNERSHIP AS

NOTARIZED AFFIDAVIT AFFIRMING THAT THE OWNERSHIP

The following conversation took place in response to 
Councilmember Wood's request for an update on the Capital Loop 
Project: 


David Wiener said that he learned this morning that there was a 
glitch in the Capitol Loop Project, although it appeared that most 
everyone had agreed to it, when we got to the final party to talk to 
which was the Senate, there was a concern from one of the 
Senators regarding the fiber optic network system that comes into 
the Farnum Building. This system does not have a redundant back 
up and if anything goes wrong, all of their equipment would be cut 
off. A redundant system would take ten to twelve weeks to install 
delaying the start of the project until September or mid December 
and cutting too close to the deadline for completion. The likelihood 
is that we will not go forward with the project. 


A collaborative digitization project of the City of Lansing and Forest Parke Library and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 


Councilmember Jeffries questioned if that meant that we will not be 
going into the intersection as well. He asked if the fiber optic goes 
down Allegan through the intersection of Capital and Allegan. He 
said that he thought the intersection was anticipated to be torn up 
this year. 


David Wiener said apparently it was okay to go forward with the 
plan on Capital Ave. but there is something about Allegan that 
creates a problem. 


Councilmember Wood said that she knows the Mayor's Office and 
the Public Service Department has spent a lot of time with 
businesses to find out what their concerns are and had heard that 
most of them did not have concerns. She said that she hopes that 
we are relaying to them that this is not moving forward. They need 
to know about changes to the project so as to allow for 
adjustments if necessary. They need to know that we are back to 
the old schedule. 


Mayor Benavides said as far as we know we are going back to 
square one and no anticipation of any additional work will be done 
He said it his understanding from the Executive Director of the 
PSD that all of the vendors and property owners will be notified 


President Bauer said that Mr. Berridge did stress that things will

Councilmember Smith asked the Administration to communicate 
with the people who live in the effected area especially 610 
Ottawa: 
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David Wiener said we would like the names, numbers and e-mail 
addresses because we do have an extensive system for which 
information goes out each week. Also every Friday at 9:00 AM 
there is a meeting at the PSD Office with the contractors to talk 
about any issues that may be of concern. 


Councilmember Jeffries said that the Public Hearing held tonight 
regarding the Glenburne Commons special assessment cited the 
wrong year.

The Intergovernmental Relations Committee has had an ongoing 
concern with jail overcrowding at the Ingham County and the 
subsequent early release of inmates. The Committee is opposed 
to the early release of any inmate who has not completed his/her 
jail sentence. Having said that, the Committee, however, also 
recognizes the financial constraints as well as space limitations 
placed upon the County Jail and its operations. With that in mind 
the Committee reviewed the proposed Administrative Order 
submitted by the Honorable William D. Collette, Chief Circuit Court 
Judge for Ingham County, in the matter of jail overcrowding and 
the early release of inmates. This Administrative Order would 
rescind a prior Order by creating a new hierarchy or new 
categories of offenses to be used by the Ingham County Sheriff to 
base any early release of inmates to reduce jail overcrowding 


The Committee met with the Honorable Patrick Cherry, Chief 
Judge for the 54-A District Court and Mr. John Rehagen, 54-A 
Court Administrator, to obtain a better understanding for the need 
of the proposed changes. The Committee also reviewed, and 
appreciates very much, the tireless efforts of 54-A District Judge 
Charles Filice who has been an outspoken opponent to early 
release and who is responsible for bringing this issue to the 
Committee's attention. 


Even though the Administrative Order was produced with 
cooperative efforts bet:veen Ingham County and the District Courts 
(54-A, 54-B, and 55"), the Intergovernmental Committee concurs 
with the concerns of the 54-A district Court, that the Order treats 
differently those inmates who were convicted of the same crime, 
but were charged under a Lansing City Ordinance versus those 
charged under a State Law. In shott, if a person was convicted of 
the same crime, but was charged under a City Ordinance, the 
Order provides that that person would be released from jail before 
a different person who was convicted of the same crime but was 
charged under a State Law. Such a distinction is clearly arbitrary 
and cannot be supported by any factual basis as to how this will 
better serve and protect our community, 


Why should the citizens of Lansing be treated differently, receive 
less County services, than those people who live in Okemos, 
Mason or Holt? The Committee believes that the City of Lansing 
citizens should receive the same level of services, particularly in 
housing of inmates, as does the rest of the County. 


For these reasons it is the Committee's position that the 
Administrative Order be amended so as to treat, in the same 
manner and fashion, the release of all inmates who have been 
charged with the same crime regardless of whether it was charged 
as a State Law misdemeanor or a Local Ordinance misdemeanor; 
all placed in the same category with the same exceptions. Further, 
we ask the County to reconsider its policy of renting out part of the 
County Jail to other Counties and/or the State of Michigan to 
house their prisoners so as to more adequately prevent the early 
release of Ingham County inmates

THE BOARD OF APPEALS FOR APPEALS MADE UNDER THE

CONTROLLED LAND, EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN THIS CODE. 


(4) FIREWORKS. TO CONDUCT A PUBLIC DISPLAY OR TO 
USE FOR AGRICULTURAL OR PEST CONTROL PURPOSES AS 
PERMITTED BY STATE LAW. 


(F) LAC. SECTION 109.3 VIOLATION PENALTIES |S HEREBY

OPEN BURNING 


(1) PERMIT REQUIRED. A PERMIT IS REQUIRED TO KINDLE 
OR MAINTAIN ANY OUTDOOR BURNING, INCLUDING 
BONFIRES AND RECREATIONAL FIRES. 


(2) LOCATION RESTRICTED. THERE SHALL BE NO OPEN 
BURNING OF ANY TYPE ON PUBLICLY OWNED OR 
CONTROLLED LAND, INCLUDING BRIDGES, STREETS AND 
OTHER PUBLIC PLACES WHICH HAVE NOT BEEN SET ASIDE 
BY THE PUBLIC AUTHORITY FOR SUCH PURPOSE. 


(3) EXCEPTIONS. ‘ 

(A) CONTROLLED BURNING. WHEN DETERMINED BY THE 
FIRE CHIEF TO BE IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST THE CHIEF 
MAY ISSUE A PERMIT FOR CONTROLLED BURNING. 

(B) OUTDOOR COOKING. APPLIANCES, SUCH AS 
CHIMNEAS, GAS AND CHARCOAL GRILLS, MAY BE USED IN 
SUCH A MANNER SO THEY DO NOT ENDANGER THE LIFE 
OR PROPERTY OF OTHERS. NO PERSON SHALL USE ANY 
PERMANENT — BARBECUE, PORTABLE BARBECUE, 
CHIMNEA, OUTDOOR FIREPLACE OR GRILL FOR THE 
DISPOSAL OF RUBBISH, TRASH OR COMBUSTIBLE 
MATERIAL. 


(4) ATTENDANCE. BONFIRES AND OTHER OPEN BURNING 
SHALL BE CONSTANTLY ATTENDED BY A COMPETENT 
PERSON UNTIL SUCH FIRE IS EXEINGUISHED. THIS PERSON 
SHALL HAVE A GARDEN HOSE CONNECTED TO A WATER 
SUPPLY OR OTHER FIREEXTINGUISHING EQUIPMENT 
READILY AVAILABLE FOR USE. RECREATIONAL FIRES SHALL 
BE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE. 


(5) PROHIBITION OR DISCONTINUANCE BY CHIEF. THE 
CHIEF MAY PROHIBIT OR TERMINATE ANY OR ALL OUTDOOR 
BURNING WHEN ATMOSPHERIC CONDITIONS OR LOCAL 
CONDITIONS MAKE SUCH FIRES HAZARDOUS, OR WHEN 
THE CHIEF DETERMINES SUCH ACTION IS NECESSARY TO 
PROTECT PUBLIC SAFETY. 


(6) ILLEGAL BURNING. KINDLING OR MAINTAINING ANY 
OUTDOOR BURNING IN VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION, 
FAILING TO COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
SECTION, FAILING TO COMPLY WITH AN ORDER OF THE 
CHIEF AS PROVIDED IN THIS SECTION OR OTHERWISE 
FAILING TO COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
SECTION SHALL BE ILLEGAL. THE FIRE MARSHAL AND 
OTHER MEMBERS OF THE FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING ARE SPECIFICALLY AUTHORIZED TO 
ENFORCE THIS SECTION. 


(J) LAC. SECTION 503 FIRE LANES IS HEREBY ADDED AS 
FOLLOWS: 
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(1) PURPOSE. THIS SECTION IS TO BE INTERPRETED AS 
THE STANDARD OF CARE NECESSARY TO PROTECT BOTH 
PEOPLE AND PROPERTY WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING IN 
CASE OF A FIRE OR SIMILAR EMERGENCY IN ANY OF 
THOSE ESTABLISHMENTS HEREIN DEFINED THROUGH 
THE USE OF CONTROLLED FIRE LANES. 

(2) AUTHORITY. THE FIRE MARSHAL OF THE FIRE 
PREVENTION BUREAU OF THE CITY OF LANSING SHALL 
BE RESPONSIBLE FOR ESTABLISHING FIRE LANES ON 
BOTH PUBLIC AND PRIVATE PROPERTY WITHIN THE CITY. 
THE FOLLOWING CRITERIA SHALL BE USED IN 
DETERMINING THE NECESSITY OF FIRE LANES: 


(A) FIRE LANES SHALL BE ESTABLISHED BY THE FIRE 
PREVENTION BUREAU AS DEEMED NECESSARY AT THE 
FOLLOWING LOCATIONS. THIS LIST SHALL NOT BE 
DEEMED TO BE EXCLUSIVE, BUT SHALL BE DEEMED TO 
BE A GUIDE TO THE TYPE OF ESTABLISHMENT WHERE 
NECESSARY: 


(1) APARTMENT COMPLEXES; 

(2) AUDITORIUMS AND ALL LIKE PLACES OF PUBLIC 
ASSEMBLY; 

(3) CHURCHES; 

(4) HOSPITALS, CONVALESCENT HOMES AND 
NURSING HOMES; 

(5) HOTELS, MOTELS AND BOARDING HOUSES; 

(6) MANUFACTURING SITES; 

(7) MULTIPLE PRIVATE RESIDENTIAL AREAS; AND 

(8) SHOPPING CENTERS. 


(B) THE NECESSITY OF ACCESS INTO THE ABOVE 
ENUMERATED AREAS FROM PUBLIC THOROUGHFARES. 
SHALL BE CONSIDERED WHEN ESTABLISHING FIRE 
LANES. 


(C) THE NECESSITY OF TRAFFIC LANES THAT ARE 
FREE FROM PARKED VEHICLES, BOTH TO AND AROUND 
THE ABOVE ENUMERATED ESTABLISHMENTS, AND 
THAT ARE CAPABLE OF HANDLING CITY FIRE VEHICLES, 
SHALL ALSO BE CONSIDERED. 


THIS DETERMINATION SHALL BE MADE WHENEVER THE 
BUREAU DEEMS THAT SUCH LANES ARE NECESSARY FOR 
THE SAFETY OF OCCUPANTS AND PROPERTY OF SUCH 
ESTABLISHMENTS OR WHEN, AFTER BEING PETITIONED BY 
A PRIVATE LAND OWNER TO HAVE FIRE LANES 
ESTABLISHED ON HIS OR HER PROPERTY THE BUREAU 
DECLARES FIRE LANES THEREON IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE ABOVE CRITERIA. THIS SECTION SHALL APPLY TO ALL 
SUCH EXISTING FACILITIES WITHIN THE CITY. THE FIRE 
MARSHAL OR DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE SHALL 
NOTIFY THE LAND OWNER OF ANY SUCH PROPERTY 
WHEREON FIRE LANES ARE ESTABLISHED, BY MAILING 
NOTICE OF THE SAME TO THE ADDRESS OF THE OWNER AS 
IDENTIFIED IN THE RECORDS OF THE CITY ASSESSOR. 


(3) RECORDS. THE FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU SHALL 
KEEP AN ACCURATE UP TO DATE RECORD OF ALL FIRE 
LANES ESTABLISHED WITHIN THE CITY. 


(4) SIGNS. ALL FIRE LANES SHALL BE CONSPICUOUSLY 
POSTED WITH UNIFORM FIRE LANE SIGNS PRESCRIBED 
BY THE FIRE MARSHAL AND ERECTED NOT MORE THAN 
100 FEET APART IN ALL AREAS DESIGNATED AS FIRE 
LANES. THE ERECTION AND MAINTENANCE OF SUCH 
SIGNS SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE PROPERTY 
OWNER. ANY OWNER WHO, UPON NOTIFICATION THAT A 
FIRE LANE HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED ON HIS OR HER 
PROPERTY AND WITHIN THIRTY DAYS THEREOF, FAILS TO 
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ERECT UNIFORM FIRE LANE SIGNS, SHALL BE _ IN 
VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION AND SUBJECT TO THE 
PENALTY PROVIDED IN SECTION 1610.99 OF THE 
CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY. FURTHER, WHEN 
SUCH SIGNS ARE NOT ERECTED WITHIN 30 DAYS OF 
NOTIFICATION, COUNCIL MAY DIRECT SUCH SIGNS TO BE 
ERECTED AND THE COST THEREOF ASSESSED AGAINST 
THE PROPERTY ON THE NEXT GENERAL ASSESSMENT 
ROLL OF THE CITY. 


(5) PERMITTED PARKING. THE FIRE MARSHAL MAY 
GRANT PERMISSION FOR PARKING OF CERTAIN 
VEHICLES, OBJECTS OR TRAILERS IN DESIGNATED FIRE 
LANES FOR LIMITED PERIODS WHERE SUCH PARKING 
WILL NOT INTERFERE WITH THE USE OF THE FIRE LANE 
BY EMERGENCY VEHICLES. WHENEVER = SUCH 
PERMISSION IS GRANTED, A RECORD OF THE SAME 
SHALL BE KEPT BY THE FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU. IN 
CONJUNCTION WITH SUCH PERMISSION, THE BUREAU 
SHALL FURNISH A SIGN TO BE POSTED CONSPICUOUSLY 
ON THE VEHICLE, OBJECT OR TRAILER STATING THAT 
PERMISSION TO SO PARK HAS BEEN GRANTED AND 
STATING THE DURATION THAT IT MAY REMAIN SO 
PARKED. 


(6) GUIDELINES FOR FIRE LANES AT CONSTRUCTION 
SITES. THE FIRE MARSHAL SHALL ESTABLISH GUIDELINES 
FOR USE BY THE BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION IN 
DETERMINING THE NEED FOR FIRE LANES AT ALL NEW 
CONSTRUCTION SITES AND AT SITES WHERE EXISTING 
STRUCTURES ARE BEING MODIFIED. THESE GUIDELINES 
SHALL INCLUDE MINIMUM DIMENSIONS FOR SUCH FIRE 
LANES SO AS TO PROVIDE ADEQUATE MANEUVERABILITY 
FOR CITY FIRE VEHICLES. THE FIRE PREVENTION 
BUREAU SHALL MAKE A FINAL CHECK OF ALL PLANS FOR 
SUCH BUILDING OR ALTERATION UPON SUBMISSION OF 
THE SAME BY THE BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION. THE FIRE 
PREVENTION BUREAU SHALL EITHER APPROVE OR 
REJECT SUCH PLANS WITHIN 20 DAYS OF SUCH 
SUBMISSION AND, IF REJECTED, SHALL STATE THE 
REASONS FOR THE SAME. AFTER REJECTION, SUCH 
PLANS MAY BE RESUBMITTED FOR APPROVAL AFTER THE 
NECESSARY CHANGES HAVE BEEN MADE. 


(7) REMOVAL OF VEHICLES, ETC., FROM FIRE LANES. 
WHEN ANY MEMBER OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OR THE 
POLICE DEPARTMENT OBSERVES ANY VEHICLE, TRAILER 
OR OTHER OBJECT PARKED IN A FIRE LANE AS HEREIN 
ESTABLISHED, AND SUCH VEHICLE, TRAILER OR OTHER 
OBJECT IS NOT IN SUCH FIRE LANE UNDER AUTHORITY 
OF SUBSECTION (E) HEREOF, HE OR SHE SHALL REMOVE 
SUCH VEHICLE, TRAILER OR OTHER OBJECT OR CAUSE 
THE SAME TO BE REMOVED AT THE EXPENSE OF THE 
OWNER. IF ANY VEHICLE, TRAILER OR OTHER OBJECT IS 
SO LOCATED WITHIN A FIRE LANE AT A TIME THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT IS RESPONDING TO AN ALARM WHICH 
NECESSITATES USE OF SUCH FIRE LANE, THEN ANY 
MEMBER OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT OR THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT MAY MOVE SUCH VEHICLE, TRAILER OR 
OTHER OBJECT OR CAUSE THE SAME TO BE MOVED BY 
ANY MEANS POSSIBLE WITHOUT LIABILITY FOR AND 
DAMAGE BEING INCURRED BY THE CITY OR ANY 
OFFICER, AGENT OR EMPLOYEE THEREOF 


(8) PROHIBITED PARKING; CITATIONS. 


(A) NO PERSON SHALL STOP STAND OR PARK A 
VEHICLE, EXCEPT WHEN NECESSARY TO AVOID 
CONFLICT WITH OTHER TRAFFIC OR IN COMPLIANCE 
WITH THE DIRECTIONS OF A LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICER, FIRE-FIGHTER OR TRAFFIC CONTROL 
DEVICE, WITHIN 15 FEET OF AFIRE HYDRANT. 
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(B) NO PERSON SHALL STOP STAND OR PARK A 
VEHICLE, WHETHER OCCUPIED OR NOT, IN AN AREA 
DESIGNATED AS A FIRE LANE, ON PUBLIC OR PRIVATE 
PROPERTY EXCEPT WHEN NECESSARY TO AVOID 
CONFLICT WITH OTHER TRAFFIC OR AT THE DIRECTION 
OF A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER, FIRE-FIGHTER OR 
TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICE. 


(C) THE FIRE MARSHAL AND OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU SHALL HAVE THE POWER 
AND AUTHORITY OF A POLICE OFFICER TO ISSUE 
UNIFORM TRAFFIC CITATIONS FOR A VIOLATION OF ANY, 
OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION. 


(9) APPEALS. NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF 
SECTION 108 OF THIS CODE, THE FOLLOWING SHALL BE 
THE METHOD OF APPEAL FROM ANY DECISION OF THE 
BUILDING BOARD OF APPEALS AS IT MAY PERTAIN TO. 
THIS SECTION 


IF ANY LAND OWNER IS AGGRIEVED BY ANY DECISION 
AS TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF FIRE LANES, HE OR 
SHE SHALL, WITHIN 30 DAYS OF THE DATE OF MAILING 
OF THE FIRE LANE ESTABLISHMENT NOTICE AS 
PROVIDED FOR IN SUBSECTION (B) HEREOF, OR 
WITHIN 30 DAYS OF THE DENIAL OF A PETITION TO 
ESTABLISH A FIRE LANE, FILE WITH THE BOARD OF 
APPEALS A WRITTEN EXCEPTION TO SUCH DECISION, 
TOGETHER WITH HIS OR HER REASONS FOR THE 
SAME. 


WITHIN 10 DAYS FROM THE DATE OF RECEIPT OF SUCH 
EXCEPTION BY THE BOARD OF APPEALS, IT SHALL, 
AFTER CONSIDERATION OF THE REASONS FOR THE 
EXCEPTION, AFFIRM, MODIFY OR_ RESCIND ITS 
ORIGINAL DECISION. IF THE AGGRIEVED PARTY IS STILL 
WITHOUT SATISFACTION, HE OR SHE MAY FILE AN 
APPEAL WITH COUNCIL THROUGH THE OFFICE OF THE 
CITY CLERK. THE CITY CLERK SHALL THEN PLACE THE 
APPEAL ON THE AGENDA FOR THE NEXT APPLICABLE 
COUNCIL MEETING. COUNCIL SHALL RULE ON SUCH 
APPEAL WITHIN A REASONABLE TIME, BUT NOT LATER 
THAN 30 DAYS FROM THE DATE THE APPEAL WAS

President Bauer asked the Otsu Host Families to stand and be 
recognized for their participation in the Sister Cities Program. 
Approximately 16 people who are hosting the Otsu Delegation 
stood, 


2. Presentation; Honoring Lansing's Emergency Medical 
Technicians and Paramedics 


Councilmember Smith said that she asked the EMT's and 
Paramedics to attend tonight's meeting to receive recognition for 
the vital service they perform to the residents of our City. Recently 
she had reason to understand and appreciate their contribution 
when her Sister was critically injured in an automobile accident and 
would not have survived if not for the wonderful work of these 
people. She then contacted Congressman Mike Rogers to arrange 
for recognition of these fine individuals. Congressman Rogers 
agreed to be present for a special ceremony honoring them, but as 
it turns out He was unable to be here in person tonight, but he did 
send his Aide, Tony Baltimore, to stand in his stead. 


She introduced Assistant Chief Chuck Booth of the LFD who said 
that he takes great pride in the men and women who take care of 
us on a regular basis. They put their lives on the line for us no 
matter what the circumstances are. These are the type of people 
who deserve to be idolized by our children as the heroes they look 
up to and try to emulate. He issued an invitation to the parents of 
all Lansing's children to visit their local Fire Station. 


Tony Baltimore, Aide to Congressman Mike Rogers thanked Mayor 
Benavides, City Councilmembers and the City Clerk for welcoming 
them to the Council Meeting, and presented a tribute to the EMT's 
and Paramedics from the United States Congress. 


Councilmember Allen thanked all of the Fire and Rescue crew and 
complimented their very special qualities, like the ability to put the 
injured and at need at ease and calm their fears. It is truly 
amazing what they do. 


3. Presentation; Capital City Work Camp 


Mayor Benavides along with Councilmembers Allen and Leeman 
presented certificates of recognition to individuals who will work on 
the Ferris Development Project. This is a volunteer home repair 
project that wil be performed by 370 teens in Lansing. They will 
repair the homes of senior citizens. Over $80,000 worth of repairs 
will be made, using funding made possible in part through the 
Neighborhood Advisory Board. They thanked Bill Houghtaling, one 
of the volunteer organizers and Anna Rios. Ms. Rios said their 
repair projects included building wheel chair ramps, fixing roofs, 
installing gutters, fixing windows and doors, etc. She thanked the 
City for making the funding available. Bill Houghtaling said that he 
was proud to be involved with these youth. It is wonderful to see 
them giving back to the community. This project is going on all 
around the United States. Each student is responsible to raise 
$400 to come into town and work on this project. He feels fairly 
sure that they are over budget on the project and they are 
accepting donations from anyone who would like to contribute. He 
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urged everyone to get out and see these kids in the neighborhoods 
making repairs. 


Mayor Benavides reported visiting Eastern High School yesterday 
at 1:30 to welcome these young adults who are mostly 14-18 years 
of age. Their enthusiasm and energy is unbelievable. They will 
spend 1,200 hours in the community in their effort to repair 50 
homes. They have invited him back to view the home 
improvements they have made when their project is complete. He 
is looking forward to that return visit and to hearing the stories from 
volunteers and home owners alike. He thanked Roger Newcombe, 
Bill Houghtaling, the young volunteers and all others involved who 
have put a lot of work into this project 


Anna Rios thanked Mayor Benavides and the Teenage volunteers 
for allowing her home to be a subject of the repair project. Her 
back porch is being reconstructed. It has been a wonderful 
experience for her to be a part of this project and she thanks them 
all 


Councilmember Leeman thanked all of the volunteers for coming 
to Lansing. He appreciates their efforts

PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


. Public Comment _on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


President Bauer introduced Jim Ruff, Director of the Department of 
Planning and Neighborhood Development and invited him to 
comment regarding the public hearing on SLU-01-04; 3900 Block 
of Aurelius Rd. on the West Side, a petition for Special Land Use to 
allow for a Residential Care Facility in the “A” Residential District 
Mr. Ruff said that on July 12 the community association in this area 
sent a memo detailing 9 conditions under which they would 
consider signing off on a Community Mental Health Facility in their 
neighborhood. Ingham Eaton and Clinton County Community 
Mental Health agreed with the conditions, signed off on them and 
forwarded them to the Department on Planning and Neighborhood 
Development on July 23. He is here tonight to make a public 
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record of some of the conditions to be made. He introduced Dave 
Berridge, Director of Public Service who explained that this would 
be a two tier street system with tier one fines on high volume, high 
speed roadways such as MLK, Oakland and Saginaw where the 
failure to remove snow and ice would expose pedestrians to 
greater danger because of the higher traffic volumes. Secondary 
streets would be tier two streets which are lower volume, lower 
speed roadways. Most problems occur along high speed, high 
volume roadways. It should be noted to the public that tier one 
fines would be in place for all tier one streets and tier two fines 
would be in place for all tier two streets. It is all about speed and 
exposure to traffic danger to pedestrians. 


Councilmember Williams asked Mr. Berridge to describe both 
types of streets. Mr. Berridge explained that Council would adopt a 
resolution establishing all tier one streets with a posted speed limit 
of 30 mph or higher and establishing all tier two streets with a 
posted speed limit of 25 mph and that all tier one streets are 
required to have sidewalks adjacent to the roadway 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that he was confused by 
Mr. Ruff's explanation. Why was this information given before the 
specific public hearing was even called? 


1. In consideration of an Ordinance to amend Chapter 1020, 
Sections 1020.03, 1020.06 and 1020.99 to require owners of 
property abutting hard surfaced areas, located in the right-of-way 
between the line of the lot and the back of the curb or edge of the 
roadway, to keep the hard surface free of vegetation and to make a 
violation of Section 1020.03, a civil infraction; and to provide for 
Classifications for snow removal violations under Section 1020.66 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that back in the 1970's 
a citizen process was affected to adopt a new master plan in 
Lansing. That process included rearrangement of South Cedar St 
and a series of meetings was held. The owners of property on 
South Cedar were to maintain the right-ofway area on their 
property. For the past three years a group of citizens, the South 
Lansing Physical Environment Committee, has been meeting and 
working to encourage compliance with this provision. He is glad 
that the City is taking action on this issue. Resident tax payers are 
required to maintain the right of way in front of their homes, but 
some business owners get away without doing so. He hopes this 
ordinance changes that. The City has supplied businesses with 
weed killer to facilitate their care of the easement area. Several 
business owners operate with a good business ethic and 
automatically take care of the easement area, but not all of them 
feel that the appearance of their property enhances their business. 
Of the 77 business between Greenlawn and Cavanaugh several 
will be impacted by this ordinance. Another issue is snow removal 
in the winter. The passengers of CATA are severely troubled by 
the failure of businesses to clear the mounded snow from the 
easement area during the Winter. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this is socking it to businesses and 
is a violation of the 14" Amendment to the Constitution of the US. 
When government tries to sock it to businesses they do one of two 
things, they pass the expense on to the consumer, or they leave 
town. Business owners pay 62 mills versus the 17 mills paid by 
residential property owners. Council, in the past, has established 
fines to deal with snow removal. This does not get the snow 
removed. The City is supposed to remove the snow on corners 
where it all piles up. Included in this ordinance is an increase of 
fees to residential property owners. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. stated her opposition 
to snow removal fines. In last years budget there was money left 
over from the snow plowing appropriation. Why? That money will 
now be moved into the pot hole fund. It should have been spent 
‘on paying more attention to snow plowing. Citizens asked for 
budget cuts in the City’s Public Relations contract, fleet car usage 
and cell phones but Council did not do that. Instead, they increase 
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fines and fees to residents. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he has seen violations 
of the tall grass and weeds public nuisance ordinance on school 
district property and on city owned property. These ordinances 
should be enforced for City government and the School District 
before it is enforced for private owners 


Richard Clement of 1719 Victor said the Council and Mayor should 
be more responsive to citizens. He complimented the City Clerk 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver stated his opposition to this 
ordinance. The City should devise some sort of reasonable 
program like the waste removal program to assess property 
owners for snow removal and then remove it. He can go to the 
Mall and spend all day without having to pay one penny in fees 
and fines. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated her opposition to this 
ordinance. It is a tax and oppression of business. If businesses 
have to take care of these situations they would be better off to 
neglect them and pay the fines for it. Their employees do not have 
time to do this work. It would be cheaper for business to pay the 
fine than to pay for more employees to do the work. She can 
remember being downtown after the snow plows created 
mountains of snow in the right-otway. These would be the 
business owners responsibility to remove when it was the City who 
piled the snow up. City snowplows do not do their jobs properly. 
There is enough oppression of business now and this ordinance 
will make it worse 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 said this is Michigan. We get lots 
of snow. People from Florida and Georgia can complain about 
snow, but residents of Michigan have to deal with it. This is part of 
the cost of doing business in Michigan, snow removal. If the City 
were to deal with snow removal the way these people are 
advocating, it would take the snowplow trucks until April to clear up 
after one snowfall. The City cannot be nuts about this 
Councilmembers are elected by all of the people of the City and 
are doing the best job that the majority of voters elected them to 
do. 


Vice President Allen stated that she is disturbed by this ordinance. 
She was a member of the Ad Hoc Committee on the South Cedar 
Corridor. One of their recommendations was to address the weeds 
in the right-ofway on Cedar St. Their only option was to amend 
the ordinance. These are two different issues and need to be 
handled separately. The issue of weeds in the right-of way is not 
the same as snow removal. She personally supplied weed killer to 
businesses on Cedar St. In many cases the businesses did not 
use it. As a result there is now blight on South Cedar. Home 
‘owners are required to care for the right-ofway on their property. 
Why should business owners not be held to the same standard

3. In consideration of SLU-01-04; 3900 Block of Aurelius Rd. on 
the West Side, a petition for Special Land Use to allow for a 
Residential Care Facility in the “A” Residential District 

Kenneth Slater, Deputy Director of Ingham, Eaton and Clinton 


County Community Mental Health stated his support of this special 
land use. This facility will house 6 permanent residents and will be 
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similar to the houses on Loretta St. and Coulson Crt. In addition, 
there will be rooms for 4 more people to have respite care 


Ron Hatcher of 1903 Lords Crt. presented a petition signed by 
residents of the Hamilton Development on Aurelius Rd. opposing 
this special land use. They have attended all of the planning 
meetings and have invited Vice President Allen to their annual 
condominium association meetings. They have met with Mr. 
Wiener and Councilmembers Wood and Bauer as well as 
Community Mental Health and Jim Ruff from the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department. They understand the 
mission of CMH and the programs they are trying to build to benefit 
everyone. They have asked for conditions to protect their quality 
of life and their investment in their community. Some members of 
their association feel that they are not getting the proper amount of 
respect. More than one week ago they drew up the list of 
conditions and sent them to the appropriate people. They just 
received their answer at 5:00 PM. today. This is not fair 
negotiation. They want their side to be heard and they want to be 
accommodated 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that all Mayoral candidates run on a 
platform of strengthening neighborhoods. Community Mental 
Health is a government agency. They will not pay taxes. The best 
way to drive property values down is to put non-residential uses 
next to residential use. This facility should be put in a non- 
residential area

4. In consideration of the proposed option to sell air rights above 
the Townsend and Washtenaw parking ramp as described in the 
agreement to sell between the Lansing Building Authority and 
Townsend Condominium Co., LLC 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this office space will be on the tax 
rolls for 20 years. We gave them a Brownfield worth $20,000. 
They will pay 1/4 of what other businesses pay in taxes. Now they 
want to put office floors on top of the parking ramp, meaning they 
will have to run sewers through the parking ramp. They propose 
paying $262,000 for two levels. That is 2.87 cents per square foot. 
With three levels their price drops to 2.63 cents per square foot. 
The City is always taking money from residents, why don't they 
take money from companies like Boji 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said there is too much vacant class a 
office space in the City as it is. Why are we developing more? 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said this development 
may prove to be good for the City eventually, but we should not be 
selling air rights. This is a very valuable commodity

5. In consideration of Mayor Benavides’ selection and City Council 
Confirmation of the Appointment of Paul Novak as the Lansing City 
Attorney 


Don LeDuc of 1435 Cambridge said that he appeared before the 
Committee of the Whole and is here tonight to let the public know 
that there was citizen participation in Mayor Benavides selection of 
Paul Novak as the City Attorney. Potential candidates were 
identified through that process. He, and 4 other citizens narrowed 
the field down to 3 candidates. Mr. Novak received the 
recommendations of the Citizens group. They were happy to 
participate in the selection process and he supports the 
appointment of Paul Novak to the City Attorney position 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he is in possession of a letter 
from the Mayor which prematurely lists Mr. Novak as the City 
Attorney when the Council had not yet approved his appointment 
The newspaper reported that Mr. Novak has a passion for housing 
He would like to know what that means. His problem with Mr. 
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Novak is that he was the head of the Committee that developed 
the Storm Water Enterprise Fund methodology that was ultimately 
ruled to be a tax, the infamous ‘rain tax.’ He asked how Mr. Novak 
will enforce the City Charter given that the Mayor ignores it all the 
time 


Dorothy Jones of 426 W. Bares stated her support for the 
appointment of Paul Novak as the City Attorney. He was an 
excellent Councilmember who looked out for the welfare of the 
citizens of Lansing and for the City as a whole. The only reason 
for someone to oppose his appointment is because of their own 
personal character flaws. 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 said he likes Paul Novak and 
supports his appointment as the City Attorney. Council should be 
easier for him to work for now with less people on the squeaky 
wheel committee. He asked for a unanimous vote in support of the 
Mayor's appointment. He thanked Mr. Novak for giving the City 
this opportunity, 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that she sat 
through the Committee of the Whole meeting and afterwards 
spoke with Mr. Novak. She stated that Mr. Novak, as a member of 
City Council, voted against allowing the public to vote on the Storm 
Water Enterprise Fund Fee 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned stated her support for 
this appointment and said it is time to forgive Mr. Novak for the 
Storm Water Enterprise Fund Fee. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said he has been waiting for 
the appointment of the new City Attorney to deal with the legal 
issue he had with the City last year 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she supports the 
appointment of Paul Novak as the City Attorney. She will be glad 
when this is all over. She is not afraid of him having a heart attack 
or stroking out and putting Council in court again. It was the 
decision of the supreme court that the citizens of Lansing would 
not get their storm water enterprise fund fees returned to them. He 
better not take her to federal court though, because she learned a 
lot from David K. Otis. The City Attorney works for the Mayor and 
the City Council and all City Employees and appointed Board 
Members. He does not work for the public and does not give 
advice to the public. The public has to go out and get their own 
attorney. This is not widely understood

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood spoke regarding an article 
about an increase in city parking rates. Council has made a 
sacred cow out of downtown redevelopment. If you want people to 
come downtown you need to lower meter rates, not increase them, 
or force malls to charge higher prices than downtown. Higher 
parking rates also discourage downtown residency 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned said that she is a 
candidate for the 68" House of Representatives on the Democratic 
Ticket for the August Primary. She is a ‘New Democrat’ and wants 
to take Lansing and Michigan into the world of equal rights for all 
people. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke regarding the parking on Moores 
River Drive and on the Board of Water & Light's replacement of 
lead pipes. People need and have the right to know if their house 
has lead pipes. The BWL bills should state that flushing the pipes 
by running the water for a minute or two to remove the lead is a 
necessity. 


Richard Clement of 1719 Victor said that the City needs to replace 
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the older cars in the City fleet. 


Dorothy Jones of 426 W Barnes said that she is trying to help 
keep up the Moores Park neighborhood and improve it. One 
property owner has left their property vacant for 15 years. They 
stay one step ahead of the code compliance demolition process by 
doing just enough repairs to keep the house off of the demolition 
list. She would like a penalty added to the code compliance 
ordinance to cover absentee property owners like this 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke regarding parking meters, 
the proposed increase in parking rates and no parking signs. If his 
family wants to come to Lansing for any reason, he advises them 
not to because there is no parking available and they will have to 
pay the parking meters. He spoke regarding the new restaurant 
where the old Coney Island used to be. They do not have any 
parking except for street parking. He opposes the use of no 
parking signs and parking meters. This keeps people out of 
Lansing. The problem with our economy is that all the jobs being 
created are low paying ones. 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 stated a list of candidates that he 
supports for elective office in the August 2004 Primary. He is 
surprised that it took the City so long to recognize the service 
provided by Fire Department paramedics and EMT's. They saved 
his life in 2001 when he had a heart attack 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that his good friend John 
Duncan passed away. He is disturbed by the fact that President 
Bush refuses to speak at the NAACP national meeting. He urged 
everyone to get out and vote and stated his endorsement of 
candidates whose names will appear on the ballot August 3 


Mary Lou Pittman of 601 N. Cedar stated her support of 
candidates who will appear on the August 3, 2004 Primary Ballot. 


Cathy Lynch of 4815 Wainwright stated her support of candidates 
who will appear on the August 3, 2004 Primary Ballot 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. stated her support of 
candidates who will appear on the August 3, 2004 Primary Ballot 
and thanked the previous speaker who did a marvelous job. She 
said that she appreciates the additional information that was given 
about the public hearings tonight. She criticized the BWL for not 
being more forthcoming with information about the lead issue 
before now. She noted that the noise wall that is being built along 
127 in the Groesbeck area that is funded through a Federal grant 
will require matching funds from the City. 


Peter Vargas of Moores River Drive spoke regarding an article in 
the Lansing State Journal. He said there may not be a lot of 
interest in the presidential race, but the Circuit Court race is very 
important to the residents of Lansing 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding a 
proposed federal marriage amendment and gay couples who are 
given special rights to partnership benefits by insurance 
companies. It is not fair for domestic partnership benefits to be 
extended to gay couples if it is not extended to heterosexual 
couples too. It should be available to all couples, whether they are 
gay or not. She predicted that if Civil Unions were legalized they 
would devastate the social security system 


W. D. Maynard of 2017 Culver criticized whoever it was in the 
purchasing department that decided the City should purchase its 
coffee from a company in Boston, MA rather than from Paramount 
Coffee right here in Lansing. Paramount is a local company and 
pays taxes to the City. The City should be able to give a 15% 
preference to Lansing businesses and providers. He believes that 
the civil union issue and gay marriage issue is religious in nature 
and that government is not allowed to enforce religious rules of any 
kind. We are supposed to treat everyone as equal with no special 
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privileges, but also no bias.

RESOLUTION #331 
BY THE DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING COMMITTEE 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 
RESOLUTION APPROVING 
BROWNFIELD PLAN #14 - PRUDDEN AREA 
REDEVELOPMENT AMENDMENT 1 


WHEREAS, the Brownfield Redevelopment Authority (the 
Authority") of the City of Lansing, pursuant to and in accordance 
with the provisions of the Brownfield Redevelopment Financing 
Act, Public Act 381 of 1996, as amended, (the "Act") prepared 
Amendment 1 to "Brownfield Plan #14 - Prudden Area 
Redevelopment " (the "Plan"), and submitted it to Council for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, the Plan is for a project which includes the 
redevelopment of the former Prudden/ Motor Wheel area and 
adjacent property for residential and commercial purposes (the 
"Project"); and 


WHEREAS, the Plan was placed on file in the office of City Clerk 
for review by any interested person; and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing was held by the Lansing City Council 
on July 12, 2004 and that the taxing jurisdictions were provided 
Notice at least 10 days before the public hearing so as to be fully 
informed about the fiscal and economic implications of the 
proposed Plan and that all property owners, taxing jurisdictions, 
citizens and other potentially affected parties were given the 
opportunity to express their views and recommendations regarding 
the Plan in accordance with Section 13 (10) and 14(1) of the Act; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council, after its public hearing on 
June 9, 2003, reviewed testimony and evidence regarding the Plan 
Amendment, and found that 


1. the Project property was historically used for a variety of 
industrial type uses which has resulted in the property being 
classified as a "Facility" as that term is defined by the Act, and 


2. the Project includes, in addition to the eligible activities identified 
in the Plan, the redevelopment of the property, and 


3. the Project may result in sustainable new private investment as 
outlined in the Plan and the development of approximately 230 
residential units and approximately 60,000 square feet of 
redeveloped commercial space, and 


4. the Plan provides for the reimbursement of costs attributable to 
eligible activities to the developers, the Lansing Board of Water 
and Light, the City of Lansing Public Service Department and the 
Authority to the extent and manner outlined in the Plan, and 

5. the Plan Amendment provides for the capture of property tax 
revenues due to the private investment on the site in sufficient 
quantity to fund the LBRA Local Site Remediation Revolving Fund 
as outlined in the Plan once repayment of eligible activities costs 
has occurred; and 


WHEREAS, the Authority Board of Directors, at its meeting of June 
2, 2004, voted unanimously to approve the Plan; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that after having duly 
considered the Plan, the Lansing City Council finds it is in 
compliance with the provisions of the Act and further finds: 


1. The Plan Amendment constitutes a public purpose under the 
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Act; 


2. The Plan Amendment meets all of the requirements for a 
“Brownfield Plan" set forth in Section 13 of the Act; 


3. The proposed method of financing the costs of the eligible 
activities, as described in the Plan, is feasible and the Authority 
has the ability to arrange the financing: 


4. The costs of the eligible activities proposed in the Plan are 
reasonable and necessary to carry out the purposes of the Act; 
and 


5. The amount of the captured taxable value estimated to result 
from the adoption of the Plan is reasonable.

1. Presentation; Mayor's Drug Free Youth Task Force Mini-Grants 


Mayor Benavides announced that the Mayor's Drug Free Task 
Force Golf Outing in June raised $6700.00. The proceeds are 
divided between the Lansing School District and Community 
Organizations. Tonight we are awarding the Community

This person is reportedly wearing an identification tag that they 
claim is from the Lansing City Clerk's Office and is suggesting to 
voters that they can pick any one of the qualifying reasons for 
voting by absentee, wether they truly qualify or not, and be eligible 
to receive an absentee ballot. Clerk Miner assured listeners that 
no one from her office, or from any other city office, is going door 
to door to solicit absentee voting. The City Clerk's Office does 
encourage all qualified absentee voters to take advantage of the 
availability of absent voter ballots, but is not advocating the use of 
absentee ballots by voters who do not qualify

Frank S. Curtis X complimented the performance given by the 
young people from Sankofa Shulae. He spoke regarding the 
importance of retention of public records that pertain to genealogy. 


Dewayne Williams, no address given, a member of the IBEW said 
that they have been without a contract for almost a full year now. 
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Their union has never had to come to the City Council to request in 
getting a contract agreement signed before. They are the people 
who keep Lansing’s power and water going. He urged Council to 
intervene in their contract negotiations 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes thanked Council for their help in 
making it possible for his neighborhood to rehabilitate the house at 
413 W. Barnes. They are having an open house this Saturday. 
They have turned a real dog of a house into a gem. It is now a 
nice looking building and a nice home for a new family (with a 15 
month old daughter) who is closing on the purchase of this 
property tomorrow. They will begin moving in soon. He sent a 
special thank you out to Dave Hansen who painted the whole 
interior of the house as a volunteer. He urged Council to adopt a 
resolution urging the State Legislature to support a ban on assault 
weapons. The current ban expires this evening at 1200 AM.

‘one time on this 19.7 acre parcel? Is there a lease or a contract? 
If there is, this is a violation of the City Charter. 


Tracy Tolbert of Riley St. said she is a BWL employee, here 
representing her union as their recording secretary. They are 
working without a contract. They are loyal, committed and 
dedicated employees of a public utility that is owned by the City. 
She works in the customer service department cost center. They 
are monitored by phone when they are on phone calls, they are 
monitored when they go on break and when the goto lunch. They 
are monitored the entire time they are on the job. No one, 
however, monitors the employees in management positions 


Ellen Sullivan of 424 Everett Dr. said she is the vice president of 
Friends of Greater Lansing Dog Parks. She thanked Council for 
their discussion on the dog park issue at the Committee of the 
Whole meeting. She recommended to Mr. Pollard that he 
reference the minutes of that meeting and the materials that were 
presented at the meeting. Liability for dog bites lie with the animal 
owner. Maintenance and staff will be provided by the Ingham 
County Parks Department. Two thirds of the People on their 
membership list and donor lists are Lansing residents. Three 
principals of their organization are Lansing Residents 
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Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that the State Board of 
Canvaseer’s ruliig on an amendment to the State Constitution to 
define marriage as between one man and one woman was unfair 
and wrong. The members of this body are not elected by the 
people and should not have the power to make decisions based on 
interpretation of the language of a proposal. Their jurisdiction 
shou'd be limited to ruling of the sufficiency of signatures collected 
to support placement on the ballot.

WHEREAS, the house at 221 E. Hillsdale is located in the Cherry 
Hill Historic District, and is subject to the provisions of the Historic 
Districts Ordinance (Chapter 1220 in the Codified Ordinances); 
and 


WHEREAS, the Cherry Hill Area Development Plan, adopted in 
1985, recommended the establishment of the Cherry Hill Historic 
District, designated the future land use for the property as 
residential, and omitted this property from its list of properties 
recommended for acquisition to address substandard conditions or 
overcrowding; and 


WHEREAS, the Cherry Hill Historic District report dated December, 
1989, lists the house at 221 E. Hillsdale as a Craftsman style 
structure, built in 1914, in satisfactory condition, with National 
Register potential; and 


WHEREAS, the property had been used as a single-family, owner- 
occupied residence until it was damaged by fire; and 


WHEREAS, in 2002, the property was sold to the current owner, 
Thomas Little, who along with his daughter, proposed to renovate 
the structure for resale and occupancy as a single-family home; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Commission, at its August 8, 2002 meeting, 
approved a Certificate of Appropriateness for the rehab 
specifications, and on August 19, 2002, a building permit was 
issued for the project; and 


WHEREAS, work on the property included the installation of 
skylights in the front dormer roof, which is contrary to the 
Certificate of Appropriateness and the Secretary of the Interior's 
Standards; and 


WHEREAS, while some progress on the renovation was made, 
neither the exterior nor the interior work is completed, and as of the 
August 2, 2004 Historic District Commission meeting, the skylights 
still remained as a violation; and 


WHEREAS, the Historic District Commission, at its meeting on 
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August 2, 2004, voted unanimously (5-0) to recommend that the 
City utilize the process specified in the Historic Districts Ordinance 
to correct these problems by instituting procedures pursuant to 
Section 1220.09 (Demolition by Neglect) and 1220.10 (Work 
Without a Permit); and 


WHEREAS, on August 2, 2004, the Commission, voted 
unanimously (5-0) to approve the finding, based on site visits and 
photographic records that: 


1. the historic resource at 221 E. Hillsdale is threatened with 
demolition by neglect, 


2. the skylights that were installed on the roof are in violation of the 
Secretary of the Interior's Standards for Rehabilitation and the 
Certificate of Appropriateness awarded by the Commission on 
August 8, 2002, and were not included in the building permit 
issued on August 21, 2002; and 


WHEREAS, the Commission voted unanimously (5-0) to: 


1. require the owner, on or before October 31, 2004, to repair all 
conditions contributing to the demolition by neglect, and to correct 
all work which was done without a permit in violation of the 
Certificate of Appropriateness, 


2. request that the City Council, authorize the Administration to 
take all necessary and appropriate action to enforce the provisions 
of Section 1220.09 and 1220.10 of the Historic Districts Ordinance; 
and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Little has stated his intentions to complete the 
renovation project, and the actions recommended by the 
Commission should pose no hardship to him if he continues 
repairs in accordance with his schedule dated July 16, 2004; and 


WHEREAS, the Demolition by Neglect procedures can be stopped 
at any time in the process if work on the house is completed on 
schedule and according to the Certificate of Appropriateness; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board 
and concurs therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the Lansing City Council 
hereby approves the recommendation and request of the Historic 
District Commission, and authorizes the Administration to take all 
necessary and appropriate action to enforce the provisions of 
Section 1220.09 and 1220.10 of the Codified Ordinances of 
Lansing, including, but not limited to:

Clinton Canady of 3808 W Holmes Rd. spoke about the 
moratorium on rentals and said that he is not against renters but is 
against absentee landlords and owners who have four or five 
renters in one house and then park on the grass. 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer said that she is here to support 
the moratorium because all it involves is a five or six month study 
of what the housing situation is. We are not stopping people from 
turning homes into rental properties. 


Anita Beavers of 3010 Boston Blvd. thanked Councilmembers 
Wood and Williams and the City Council on behalf of her 
Neighborhood Association for their neighborhood sign that is being 
placed on the corner of Mt. Hope and Martin Luther King Jr. Blvd 


G Sal Gani of 1005 S. Washington spoke on behalf of Discount 
Towing and their appeal of the denial of a Class A Towing License 


City Clerk Miner stated that he should give her a call and she 
would set up a meeting with herself, the Lansing Police 
Department, he and his client 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood spoke about the printed City 
Council Agenda and said that is what he bases his comments on 
when speaking at the City Council meetings. He said it seems as. 
though the printed agenda does not always reflect what is going 
on 
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Lakiesha Allen, no address given said that she is a member of the 
“LPD-7" and questioned why they have not gotten any support 
from the City Council regarding racial discrimination within the 
Lansing Police Department. She said they are in the process of 
filing a law suit against the City.

John Pollard of 1718 Blair questioned whether the Adult Foster 
Care Home on Britten St. is going to expand from six to nine 
residents or expand the building itself. He spoke about the 
Mayor's appointments to the Park Board 


Joseph Davis of 601 N. Larch thanked the City Council for taking 
the action that they did last week regarding the Board of Water & 
Light. They were able to reach a tentative agreement last 
Thursday and will be going out for a vote in the next couple of 
weeks. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the Lansing 
Police Officers who spoke earlier regarding their discrimination 
issue with LPD. 


Todd Hayword of 645 S. Fairview said that he Is a former elected 
official and it took a lot for him to come here and speak in 
opposition to the moratorium on rental properties. He said by 
putting a moratorium on you are hurting people who need rentals 
and you will cause the cost of rentals to go up and endanger the 
community, 


Steve Dean of 2814 Lee Blvd. spoke in opposition to the 
moratorium and about how property taxes would be effected if this 
action was to take place. Ifthis were to happen it would mean less 
city income because of the drop in value of the home 


Kathy Dunbar thanked City Council for their contribution to the 
Southside Community Showcase, it was a great event. She spoke 
in support of the moratorium on rental housing to allow for a 
temporary study to be done on the effects in neighborhoods 


Joan Nelson of 217 Rosamond said that there is a healthy mix 
when you have renters and homeowners in neighborhoods, 
however at her neighborhood meetings there has been a lot of talk 
about how many houses are being converted into rentals and how 
quickly it is happening. She said this is a serious and growing 
concern on the Eastside and a time limited moratorium is 
warranted.

Chapter 1020 Amendments - Weeds in Right of Way and Snow 
Removal 


The Committee reviewed the two proposed amendments to 
Chapter 1020 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, the first dealing 
with weeds in the Right of Way and the second with Snow 
Removal. The Public Services Committee, which had original 
jurisdiction of these issues, had determined that it was appropriate 
to include both issues at the same time in one ordinance 
amendment. 


Councilmember Sandy Allen has long pressed to get an ordinance 
amendment approved to require that property owners remove 
weeds that grow in the cracks of sidewalks and other paved areas 
in the Right of Way along Cedar St. Currently, there is nothing that 
requires the property owners which abuts a public right of way to 
keep the surface free and clear of vegetation. The proposed 
amendment would be added to Section 1020.03-the Maintenance 
of Parkways. 


After several of the major snow falls, recently, City residents have 
had to walk in the street because property owners haven't cleared 
their sidewalks. There has also been strong support to toughen 
the fines given to property owners who fail to remove snow on 
sidewalks. The Public Service Department proposed that since 
non-cleared sidewalks becomes more harrowing for pedestrians 
and drivers along main thoroughfares, such as Cedar, Larch, Jolly, 
Michigan, MLK, Saginaw, etc, that a second tier of fines be 
established. Main thoroughfares are defined as those roads that 
have a posted speed limit of 30 mph or higher. 


The City would continue to work with Snow Angels and encourage 
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neighbors to make sure sidewalks are cleared for seniors and 
others who for health reasons are not able to doit themselves. 


The Committee recommended that the proposed ordinance 
amendments contained in draft #6 of July 2, 2004, be approved

Chapter 1020 Amendments - 
Weeds in Right of Way and Snow Removal 


The Committee reviewed the two proposed amendments to 
Chapter 1020 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, the first dealing 
with weeds in the Right of Way and the second with Snow 
Removal. The Public Services Committee, which had original 
jurisdiction of these issues, had determined that it was appropriate 
to include both issues at the same time in one ordinance 
amendment. 


Councilmember Sandy Allen has long pressed to get an ordinance 
amendment approved to require that property owners remove 
weeds that grow in the cracks of sidewalks and other paved areas 
in the Right of Way along Cedar St. Currently, there is nothing that 
requires the property owners which abuts a public right of way to 
keep the surface free and clear of vegetation. The proposed 
amendment would be added to Section 1020.03-the Maintenance 
of Parkways. 


After several of the major snow falls, recently, City residents have 
had to walk in the street because property owners haven't cleared 
their sidewalks. There has also been strong support to toughen 
the fines given to property owners who fail to remove snow on 
sidewalks, The Public Service Department proposed that since 
non-cleared sidewalks becomes more harrowing for pedestrians 
and drivers along main thoroughfares, such as Cedar, Larch, Jolly, 
Michigan, MLK, Saginaw, etc, that a second tier of fines be 
established. Main thoroughfares are defined as those roads that 
have a posted speed limit of 30 mph or higher. 


The City would continue to work with Snow Angels and encourage 
neighbors to make sure sidewalks are cleared for seniors and 
others who for health reasons are not able to do it themselves. 


The Committee recommended that the proposed ordinance 
amendments contained in draft #7 of July 2, 2004, be approved

President Bauer said that she wanted to clarity two things, one as 
Council President and one on a personal level. She said for this 
years budget what they did as a Council was cut their Education 
and Training Budget by Fift ypercent. She said they used to have 
$12,000 budgeted for training and Education and that was reduced 
to $8,000 and each Councilmember was designated $1,000 to 
spend on their own education and training though out the year, 
which contains many opportunities. The Michigan Municipal 
League has an Annual Conference with numerous training 
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sessions that are usually about $100.00 each and they range from 
Downtown Development to Brownfield Legislation to CSO and 
SSO Management. Councilmembers were to make their own 
decision on how they would utilize the $1,000.00 and anything 
above and beyond they would pay for themselves. She said four 
Councilmembers attended the Michigan Municipal League 
Conference that was held on Mackinaw Island. There were 
educational sessions daily from 9:00 A.M. until 7:00 P.M. They 
learned very valuable information and there were a number of 
opportunities to learn how to deal with situations that many other 
cities are facing. She said one of the most important things that 
happened at the Conference is that we are a member organization 
and we have delegates who are required to vote on the agenda 
for the Michigan Municipal League. This is very important for our 
City, because it determines how we approach the State and 
Federal levels for everything from Revenue Sharing to Road 
Funding and we try to shape an agenda that will help all of our 
Cities. Their staff made reservations for them several months ago, 
and well in advanced of the State Journal article, she told the staff, 
other Councilmembers and Tom Lambert of the Journal that she 
would pay for her own hotel and the City would pay only for her 
registration. She did not think that she had to take out an ad in the 
Journal to inform the public of this decision. When she checked 
on Wednesday she gave them her Credit Card and paid for the 
lodging with her own card. The Deposit was refunded to the city 
and charged to her Credit Card, as was her lodging. This was a 
personal decision that she had previously made. She is not saying 
that anyone else should make the same decision, but she would 
like the people of Lansing to know that this is what she did. She 
was a bit dismayed and disappointed when she read the State 
Journal article and saw the way that it was portrayed 


Councilmember Allen said since much has been made of this 
conference she has debated at what point in this meeting to 
explain her position. She read a statement as follows: | have a 
responsibility to my constituents and that responsibility includes an 
explanation of my visit to the Michigan Municipal League 
Conference at Mackinaw Island. The Michigan Municipal League 
has a Conference every four years in Michigan cities in which 
elected officials from all over Michigan attend workshops on critical 
issues facing our Cities and State 


This past week nearly one thousand elected officials attended this 
Conference on Mackinaw Island. Most of the attendees stayed at 
the Grand Hotel where the Conference was being held. Prior to 
the Conference she indicated to Councilmember Wood that 
although she felt the Conference would be extremely valuable she 
would not be attending as she was concerned about the amount 
being spent for lodging. After talking with others regarding the 
benefit of the Conference she decided that she would attend but 
would reimburse the City for the Lodging and indicated this to the 
staff and the Lansing State Journal which they can verify She is 
greatly troubled by the economic situation of our City and very 
carefully weighed the importance of money spending versus value. 
She made arrangements to pay the City back on an installment 
basis until the amount spent for lodging is paid in full and, today 
she turned in her cell phone and she has a check for $300.00 
made out to the City of Lansing 


City Clerk Miner asked for prayers and well wishes for Alice Toman 
whois suffering from congestive heart failure 
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Councilmember Smith asked David Wiener if he could get with her 
to talk about the Noise Ordinance pertaining to the 4" Ward. 


Councilmember Williams said that he has some reservations 
regarding the budget and he hopes that we can allow adequate 
time for Thursday's meeting for serious discussion 


Councilmember Jeffries said that he does not want the public to 
think that somehow by not commenting that this issue regarding 
the budget is resolved. He said after the Way and Means meeting 
tonight it was even more cloudier and muddier for him 


Councilmember Wood said for point of clarification, there was a 
plan presented by the Finance Director to the City Council which 
has not been voted on or accepted. She said she had a number of 
people comment to her about the budget on City TV and she 
hopes that anytime we are dealing with the budget that we do 
televise that 


Councilmember Leeman spoke about attending the Michigan 
Municipal League at Mackinaw Island. He said that Lansing 
always seems to get the bad press but said he is proud that so 
many of his colleagues from various different cities attended this 
Conference. He said that he ran into an individual from Bay City 
who represents a City of thirty six thousand people and they had 
over ten people there. He spoke about the cost of having to stay 
at St. Ignace and go back and forth on a fairy for three or four 
days. He said there are a lot of people who come here from the 
Upper Peninsula to use our Convention Center and the Raidsson 
Hotel for a Legislative Conference in early Spring and he hopes 
that we encourage people to come here and not let the bad press 
regarding the City Council trip to Northern Michigan affect their 
attitude towards Lansing. He read the names of the people who 
were honored at the awards banquet. He said that he appreciates 
representing the City of Lansing. He said if you attend one of 
these Conferences you would see the advantage of Cities working 
together and coming together. 


Councilmember Smith said that she had determined not to 
comment on the Michigan Municipal League issue, however, she is 
sorry that her taking a trip to Mackinaw Island offends people 
because that is not her intention. She said it was a honor to 
represent Lansing and to learn. She said that she told Tom 
Lambert of the Lansing State Journal that anything above her 
expenses she would pay for out of her own pocket. This was in 
their budget. She attended a lot of workshops and learned a lot. 
She is truly saddened that people made such an issue of her 
going. She did the numbers and it was more feasible to stay 
where she stayed. She is not sorry that she went because it was 
truly an educational point for her and if she had the opportunity to 
go again she would because you never learn anything by staying 
in one place. 


Councilmember Allen asked the Administration to look into the 
disturbance situation at the old Farmer Jacks Store and asked if 
the Lansing Police Department could concentrate on that area 
because of the numerous complaints that constituents have made 
to her. 
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MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, said there 
seems to be a lot of confusion regarding the budget and what they 
were trying to say last week. He said it has been suggested that 
the Finance Director said that we have a 5 Million Dollar deficit. 
We do not have a 5 Million Dollar deficit. He said that our Finance 
Director has taken the position that we do not have a deficit at all 
He said we believe that we are in a good financial condition. He 
said the budget is a very complex document and there are issues 
that need to be addressed but we do not have a deficit at this time 
He spoke about comments that were made about loss of funding 
coming from the State regarding fire reimbursement. The State 
pays the City a certain amount of money based on a formula for us 
to provide fire protection to the many State Buildings in our City. 
He said they assumed they were going to get one-hundred percent 
of the fire reimbursement formula and there has been discussion 
about exactly what formula the State was going to use and as it 
turns out they decided to fund about fifty-percent of the fire 
reimbursement with the possibility of it going up to seventy-five 
percent. This was a risk and they were overly optimist but this does 
not mean there is a deficit and there are other areas of the budget 
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where revenue is coming in at higher level than anticipated. He 
spoke about Constitution Hall which was built under an agreement 
with the developer and the State has leased the building and paid 
for a management fee. The State had gone through its struggle 
with trying to balance the budget and deal with its deficit in its 
general fund made a decision and a recommendation to the 
legislators to purchase the building as opposed to keeping it a 
private building. That was a part of the development agreement 
and the States agreement with the developer. Last Wednesday 
the House of Representatives passed a bill to allow for the State to 
purchase the building, and because it has been a private building 
and paid property tax to the City of Lansing, School District and 
Lansing Community College, the City has a clause in their 
agreement with the Developer that requires the developer to 
continue to pay property taxes to the City for the life of the 
agreement, which is twenty years, and we are in our second year. 
The developer has questioned If the sale goes through does he 
still have to pay the taxes for the rest of the eighteen years. He 
said our City Attorney and his attorney have had discussion about 
the interpretation of this clause in the development agreement

Judy Hackett of 625 N. Pennsylvania Ave. spoke in support of the 
moratorium. She said there needs to be a halt on so many owner 
occupied homes being turned into rentals 


Sandra Shelp of 1534 Massachusetts said that she has watched 
many beautiful homes turn into rentals and deteriorate and be red 
tagged and then torn down and because of this she would like to 
see City Council support the moratorium study.

Section 1. That Chapter 203, Section 203.06, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended by adding a schedule of fines for violation of Chapter 
1020, Section 1020.03 to Subsection (a)(1) of Section 203.06, and 
by establishing two tiers of fines for violation of Chapter 1020,

John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this rezoning is tough. He said that 
he agrees with both sides of this issue. He said somewhere along 
the line mistakes were made. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that if someone has 
asked for the rezoning after they have put all of their money into 
the property that is what is called a self created hardship

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Michigan Obsolete Property 
Rehabilitation Act, being Public Act 146 of 2000 (PA 146 of 2000), 
the Arbaugh Redevelopment Limited Partnership has filed an 
application for an Obsolete Property Rehabilitation Exemption 
Certificate (OPT Certificate) with the Lansing City Clerk, for a 
proposed obsolete facility at 401 South Washington Square, 
Lansing, Michigan (Obsolete Property); and 


WHEREAS, the applicant, Arbaugh Redevelopment Limited 
partnership, converted on September 14, 2004 from a limited 
partnership to a Michigan limited liability company and changed its 
name to Arbaugh Lessor LLC (Developer); and 


WHEREAS, the Developer owns the proposed Obsolete Property; 
and 


WHEREAS, the proposed Obsolete Property is located within an 
Obsolete Property Rehabilitation District legally established by 
resolution adopted September 13, 2004, after a public hearing was 
held on August 30, 2004, as provided by section 3 of PA 146 of 
2000; and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing was held on October 11, 2004 on the 
Developer's application for an OPT Certificate, after proper notice 
was made, pursuant to section 4(2) of PA 146 of 2000; and 


WHEREAS, the Developer has represented and committed to the 
City to undertake, and complete not later than October 31, 2006, 
the rehabilitation, renovation, and reconstruction of the Obsolete 
Property into commercial use on the ground level and 48 
residential units above ground level with a true cash value upon 
completion of at least $80,000.00 for each and every residential 
unit; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council hereby approves the issuance of an Obsolete Property 
Rehabilitation Exemption Certificate to Arbaugh Lessor, LLC, 
formerly known as Arbaugh Redevelopment Limited Partnership, 
for the Obsolete Property at 401 South Washington Square, 
Lansing, Michigan, legally described as 


Lots 11 and 12, also com NW cor Lot 10, th $8.68 ft, E 
165 ft, N 7.69 ft to NE cor said Lot, W to beg; Block 135 
Original Plat 


for the period of two (2) consecutive years. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City of Lansing determines 
and approves that the initial two (2) year Obsolete Property 
Rehabilitation Exemption Certificate shall be extended for an 
additional ten (10) consecutive years (for a total exemption of 
twelve (12) years) on the condition that all the following factors, 
criteria, and objectives are met by the Developer: 
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1. The rehabilitation of the Obsolete Property. including all 
restoration, renovation, replacement, and improvements, is entirely 
completed on or before October 1, 2006. As used herein, 
“completed” means the issuance of a Certificate of Occupancy by 
the Lansing Building Safety Office for not less than 48 residential 
units above ground level and commercial and use on ground level;

Deb Frederick, Staff Attorney of Legal Services of South Central Mi 
representing John Line property owner of 301 Bingham. This is 
Mr. Line’s family home. He has been suffering a long illness for 
three years and is confined in a Nursing Home. He hopes to be 
discharged from the Nursing Home soon and will need his home to 
return to. This property is in a state of disrepair, but it is not a 
situation of willful neglect. He wishes to save his home but needs 
time and resources. He is on a limited income. She represents 
him on several matters concerning this property and has appeared 
before the demolition board requesting additional time. They 
denied her request and gave him 30 days and now this matter is 
before Council. She is asking that City Council to delay for a 
reasonable amount of time the demolition of this home so that Mr. 
Line and his friends can have an opportunity to explore all 
available options for Mr. Line to save his home. 


Michael Kegley, Executive Director of Tender Care South the 
owner of property at 301 Bingham is a patient in their care facility. 
The condemnation of his home and this hearing is actually heaven 
sent. Otherwise he would not have been aware of the state of the 
home. The home owner has been aware of the state of his home 
and has trepidations about his return to his home because of it's 
problems. There are solid prospects towards the homes 
rehabilitation. This is a proud man and former Lansing business 
owner. He has tried to get assistance through free legal channels 
He is now indigent with no income. A volunteer force has been 
assembled to begin the process of renovation to the home. They 
will clean it out and prepare it for repair by volunteer contractors 
who are being solicited to help with the home repair. A Media 
campaign is being carried out to solicit help from residents 


Councilmember Allen thanked Mr. Kegley for taking a personal 
interest in this situation that goes beyond the bounds of his 
position with the Nursing home he directs 


Robert Haney of 605 Anapolis said that all of the permits have 
been pulled and work is being done to bring the property at 805 St. 
Joe up to code. Thirty days is not enough time for the work to be 
completed. He did not know the house was up for demolition when 
he purchased it. He is renovating it and has pulled all the 
necessary permits. He is working will all the building inspectors 
weekly. 


Stephen Rivet of 107 Grand Manor Drive in Grand Ledge spoke 
regarding 301 Bingham he has expressed his interest in taking on 
the purchase of Mr. Line's house to make it a liveable property. 
This will take time and he requests Council delay this demolition 
Many parties are interested in this property. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said public act 27 will come 
to Mr. Line's rescue. PA 27 can save this man's house. If there is 
an issue of disability and a house is put up for make safe or 
demolish because of blight, the City should come forward and use 
HUD money to help rehabilitate this home. It is up to the City 
Council to follow the right law. Council should utilize PA 27 to help 
this man and behave properly. She is concerned about 
unorthodox behavior by Code Agents who act with extreme 
disparity. She has seen situations where the SEV and value of the 
house is the same. City Council should not even be involved in 
these homes if the house is not worth more than the SEV. She 
hopes David Vincent is not involved in any of these properties 
because, if so, they should all be rescinded. He has a conflict of 
interest on these. Council could get sued if they demolish the 
Bingham St. property 
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Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. Ionia Council needs to add an 
additional resolved clause that they have to notify the utility 
companies before the 30 day time period begins, because it takes 
them 30 days to disconnect utilities thereby delaying the 
demolition 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. spoke regarding 
Code Compliance agents and the abuse she has seen. Regarding 
the Bingham St. property it would be a crime against the owner for 
the City to steal his home. She does not believe that 
Councilmembers are being fully informed and should not be 
stealing land from these property owners. 


Mike Seers 5810 Orchard Ct. said he rehabilitates homes for a 
living and does real estate. Regarding the property at 301 
Bingham St. has bought homes before and given life leases to the 
former owner after they have been rehabilitated. If the Moratorium 
went through he would not be able to do this for the gentleman 
who lives on Bingham. He, or someone like himself, could go in 
and help this guy 


REFERRED TO THE PUBLIC SAFETY COMMITTEE 
Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect spoke regarding the Cable and 
Telecommunications Advisory Board and said he hopes the 
appointments being made tonight take care of the problem with 
getting a quorum on this Board. He is concerned that the Cable 
Franchisee will eliminate the public access channels that are 
currently in use. He feels that the guarantee of the continuation of 
these channels is extremely important. He urged residents to 
watch “Required Viewing’ his show featuring Michael Moore. 


Councilmember Jeffries said that the continuation of the existing 
agreement that is on tonight's agenda will continue the public 
access channels as they currently exist. He asked Mr. Wiener for 
further comment. Mr. Wiener said that the public will have an 
opportunity for comment prior to letting a new contract. They will 
have a chance to assure the continuation of the public access 
channels at the appropriate time. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said he visited Hillborn park 
and noted the swing set repair from last week. He noted the 
number of leaves in the streets and the cars that are parked in the 
streets sometimes for 24 hours. This will interfere in the street 
cleaning of leaves. Soon the snow plows will be out. We need to 
deal with this. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. spoke regarding the rental 
housing moratorium and said it has inspired him to become 
involved in City politics. The situation with the house on Bingham 
St. is a case in point. About 40 homes per day come on the 
market as new single family homes. The City stands to loose 
$40,000 per month if this moratorium is adopted. At a recent 
meeting he was shocked to hear that Committee members did not 
have information about the City's operating expenses. He 
predicted that it will cost the City $500,000 to have a six month 
moratorium 


Mike Behan of 4127 Okemos Rd. #3 spoke regarding the Board of 
Water & Light Audit that has been requested. He continued his 
requests for such an audit and said that the response by the BW&L 
that they could not determine if their expenditures were in violation 
of BWALL policies and procedures, because they are unclear on the 
pdlicy. This statement itself begs the question of an audit. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. spoke in support of 
an external audit of the Board of Water & Light. Policies seem only 
to apply to union people and non-management people. Apologies 
from management are not sufficient. City of Lansing residents are 
rate payers of the Board and they own it. She criticized 
Councilmembers for their inattention to the content of speakers 
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comments and the seeming lack of respect for their feelings 


Larry Brunette of 230 N. Sycamore asked for approval of his 
rezoning petition to D1 Professional Office. He asserted that the 
Planning Department gave him incorrect information about the 
zoning of the property before he purchased it. Both the Senior 
Planner and the Zoning Administrator told him the property could 
be used for all office. He has spent a considerable amount of 
money on this property in renovations. Not until all this was done 
in November 2003 was he informed that the zoning of the property 
was not what he had been told it was. Now he is told that he 
cannot operate as all office space. This is an historic building. It 
was not until he erected a sign and a neighbor complained, that he 
was informed that the zoning was such that he could not use it the 
way he planned. He asked those members of the audience who 
are in attendance in support of his request to stand; approximately 
15 people stood. 


Sheila McCoy of 230 N. Sycamore said she is here in support of 
Larry Brunette and the rezoning of 230 N. Sycamore. She said 
that private interest compels the actions of this City which result in 
frustration for residents and neighborhoods. This area is in 
transition which allows for more office space. City Council has set 
such a precedent by giving more office space to 217 N. Sycamore 
The City Zoning map is incorrect, worse, itis a mess. This is not a 
situation of spot zoning. The ordinance is vague and confusing. It 
seems to create possibilities for someone who is connected and 
wants more office space. Exclusion of commercial use is 
unreasonable and confiscatory It is without regard to the area and 
the rights of the owner. Mr. Brunette went to the experts and got 
incorrect information 


Sarah Wallace of 230 N. Sycamore spoke in support of the 
rezoning of 230 N. Sycamore. She currently works in this building 
Parking meters line the street in front of their building on this 
supposed residential area. This is inconsistent. New home and 
business owners will not put up with the interference with their 
constitutional rights. She invited Councilmembers and the Mayor 
to visit this building and see the work they have done. Mr. Brunette 
has beautified this property and she appreciates that. 


Darlene Rhodes of 1200 Parkview urged all residents to get out 
and vote. She urged shoppers to check expiration dates on the 
food they purchase and also to check for the USDA label. She 
asked Council to consider taking some of the liquor signs down in 
her community. 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 stated his endorsement of 
candidates whose names will appear on the November 2, 2004 
election ballot. He spoke in opposition to the appointment of 
Howard Jones to the Memorial Review Board. He said that only 
5% of the kids who receive HOPE Scholarships actually get to that 
point in their education. He stated the correct pronunciation of 
Councilmember’s last names. 


Denise LaFave Smith of 1507 S. Genesee spoke in support of the 
rezoning of the property at 230 N. Sycamore. She rents office 
space in this building. Mr. Brunette is confronted with the problem 
of a lack of accountability by City Officials when they give 
erroneous information to residents. It should not be required of 
Small Business Owners to do due diligence. She wants to know 
what Lansing will do to create an environment where small 
business owners can succeed in this town 


Michial Brian Cavanaugh of 110 W Michigan candidate for Ingham 
County Circuit Court asked for support of his campaign 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke regarding the Lansing 
Police Department and his arrest more than a year ago. He stated 
his support for the Lansing Police Officers who have charged the 
LPD with discrimination 


Michael John Simon 720 N. Sycamore stated his endorsement of 
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presidential candidates. He wished the Blessings of God on the 
City of Lansing, State of Michigan and the U.S. He asked for 
peace in Iraq and the world 


Alberta Jordan of 9655 Snow Rd. encouraged everyone to get out 
and vote next Tuesday. She criticized the government for the state 
‘of unemployment in the US today and the number of working poor. 
She said that the armed services are offering plastic surgery as an 
incentive for enlistment 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair criticized Council for denying the 
rezoning of 230 N. Sycamore. He stated his opposition to the 
purchase of property on Aurelius Rd. for extension of the River 
Trail. He said that the City does not have enough money to 
complete this project as the funding has fallen through. He 
reported that the BW&L has refused his FOIA request through the 
act of charging him outrageous fees for copies of the material he 
requested. He demanded that City Council require a complete 
outside audit of the Board of Water & Light Board of 
Commissioners expenses for the past five years. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that the public access 
channels are a federal obligation. No one can eliminate them. 
She spoke with regard to the Lansing Police Officers who have 
charged the LPD with discrimination. She said that the Police 
Officers involved have created their own problems by their own 
bad behavior. She supports Chief Alley in this matter and stated 
her belief in his fair treatment of these officers. She urged these 
officers to modify their own behavior. Chief Alley is one of the best 
Police Chief's the City has ever had. She stated her endorsement 
of candidates for election at the November 2, 2004 Presidential 
election

WHEREAS, both of these properties are eligible for the National 
Register of Historic Places; and 


WHEREAS, the local historic district designations will make these 
properties eligible for State and Federal income tax credits of up to 
25 percent of the building rehabilitation costs; and 


WHEREAS, the owners of both properties have indicated their 
commitment to improving their properties in accordance with the 
federal standards for its rehabilitation; and 


WHEREAS, the Historic District Commission, at its October 4, 
2004 meeting, voted unanimously (6-0) to recommend that a 
Historic District Study Committee be created to begin the 
establishment of local historic districts for the Arbaugh Building, 
401 S. Washington, and the Mutual Building, 208 N. Capitol, at the 
request of the property owners; and 


WHEREAS, the Commission further recommended that the Study 
Committee be include the two property owners and two 
Commission members: Richard Karp (Arbaugh's building owner) 
and Michael Sebastian (Mutual building owner), and Commission 
members Phil Mondro and Mary Toshach, each of whom 
volunteered to serve and would satisfy the Study Committee 
membership requirements under the Ordinance; and 


WHEREAS, both property owners have met with the Historic 
District Commission regarding its recommendations; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning has 
reviewed the requests by the property owners within the proposed 
districts; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning has 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Historic District 
Commission, and concurs therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council hereby waives the optional public hearing on this proposal, 
which would have been held prior to the establishment of the 
Historic District Study Committee, due to the fact that the proposed 
districts are single property districts 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the City Council hereby establishes 
a Historic District Study Committee pursuant to Chapter 1220 of 
the Lansing Code of Ordinances with the powers and duties 
thereunder to conduct studies and make reports and 
recommendations regarding the Arbaugh Building, 401 S 
Washington, and the Mutual Building, 208 N. Capitol, as proposed 
single-resource Historic Districts, as requested by the property 
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owners. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the Study Committee members 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by City Council; 
and 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that this Historic District Study 
Committee make its reports and recommendations to the Council 
within 180 days after all its members have been appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by City Council

RULES OF ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE 
The following Rules of Procedure are adopted by the 


Telecommunications & Cable Advisory Board to facilitate the 
performance of its duties and the exercising of its responsibilities, 


392 


in its advisory capacity, as set forth in Section 5-105 of the City 
Charter, and Sections 810.21, 810.22 and 810.23 of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing. 


SECTION 1.0 - MEETINGS 
1.1 GENERAL 


All meetings of the Telecommunications & Cable Advisory Board 
shall be conducted in accordance with the applicable provisions of 
the "Open Meetings Act of 1976," Public Act 276 of 1976, as 
amended 


1.2 REGULAR MEETINGS 


The Telecommunications & Cable Advisory Board will hold regular 
meetings on a bi-monthly basis beginning with February of each 
year. Meetings will be scheduled to begin at 5:30 PM on the 
second Wednesday of the month. The normal site of meetings will 
be the City Council conference room on the 10" floor of City Hall 
Meetings may be rescheduled as necessary to assure a quorum or 
to avoid conflict wit other meetings. All scheduled meetings will be 
listed on the weekly schedule prepared by the Council staff and 
provided to the media and others on the Council mailing list 


1.3. SPECIAL MEETINGS 


Special meetings may be called at the request of the Chairperson 
or at the request of a majority of the members serving. At least 18 
hours before a special meeting, the Secretary shall post public 
Notice of the meeting and the business expected to be conducted 
The Secretary shall also cause each Board member to be served 
personally with a notice of the special meeting or, alternatively, 
shall cause the notice to be left at the usual place of residence of 
Board members. No business shall be conducted at any special 
meeting except that stated in the notice of the meeting. 


1.4 LEGALITY OF MEETINGS 


Notwithstanding the foregoing requirements for the calling of 
special meetings, any special meeting of the Board shall be a legal 
special meeting if all members are present or, in the event that any 
member(s) be absent, all absent members shall have, in writing, 
waived the requirement that notice be given, provided that a 
quorum is present. 


1.5 MEETINGS TO BE PUBLIC 


All regular and special meetings, hearings, records of the Board, 
its resolutions, transactions, findings, determinations and 
recommendations, as well as its acts, shall be open and accessible 
to the public, except as otherwise provided by law. The Secretary 
shall be responsible for furnishing Board documents to citizens 
upon request, and as directed by the Chairperson. 


1.6 PUBLIC COMMENT 


The public shall have a reasonable opportunity to be heard at all 
Board meetings open to the public. The name of each person 
addressing the Board will be recorded. The Chairperson shall 
have authority to set time limits, if necessary, to insure that all 
persons desiring to address the Board may do so. Any time limit 
set by the Chairperson for public speakers may be extended on an 
individual basis by a majority vote of the Board. 


1.7 QUORUM 


‘A. A majority of members serving physically present shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of Board business, and a 
concurring vote of the majority of members serving shall be 
necessary for official action on any item 


B.Whenever a quorum is not present at a regular or special 
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meeting, those present may adjourn the meeting to another day, or 
may meet as a Committee of the Whole for the purpose of 
considering such matters as may be on the agenda. No action 
taken at such a meeting shall be final or official until ratified at the 
next meeting having a quorum present 


1.8 ATTENDANCE 


A. Board members shall be regular in attendance. Following the 
roll call of Board members at every meeting, the Chairperson shall 
ask if any of the absent members had requested that their absence 
be excused. The Secretary and Board members shall advise the 
Board of any such request made to them and the reasons given for 
the request. Amotion to excuse or not excuse an absent member 
shall require a majority of members serving votes to be considered 
approved 


B.In the event a Board member has unexcused absences from 
two consecutive regular meetings, or any two (2) special meetings 
within a 12-month period, any other Board member may request 
an explanation of absences. After hearing such explanation, any 
Board member may move to excuse, warn, or recommend removal 
of the subject member. A motion to recommend to the Mayor that 
a Board member be removed for poor attendance shall require a 
majority of serving members affirmative votes to be considered 
approved 


C.Such procedures shall not prohibit a member from voluntarily 
resigning from the Board 


1.9 ORDER OF BUSINESS 


A.The Secretary, in consultation with the Chairperson, shall 
prepare an agenda for each regular and special meeting. Board 
members may request placement of items on the agenda, subject 
to approval by the Chairperson, and provided that such items are 
within the charge of the Board as specified in Section 810.22 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing. Copies of the agendas 
shall be provided to Board members at least two days in advance 
of each regular meeting, and as early as possible for each special 
meeting 


B. The order of business at Board meetings shall be as follows: 
1. Call to Order 


a. Roll Call 
b. Excused Absences 


2. Review and Approval of Minutes 
3. Public comment on Agenda Items 

4. Communications and Petitions 

5. Action Items 

6. Discussion and Pending Items 

7. Reports 

8. Receipt of Late Items (action requires suspension of Rules) 
9. Public Comment 

10. Adjournment 


C.Action by the Board shall be limited to items on the printed 
agenda. Late items, including communications and petitions from 
members of the public in attendance, may be received at any 
meeting for later discussion and action. If the Board desires to 
take action on a late item just received, members must first 
approve, by a two-thirds majority, a motion to suspend this Rule. 
Such motion shall contain an explanation of why immediate action 
is necessary on the item 


1.10 MOTIONS. 


Motions shall be restated by the Chairperson before a vote is 
taken. The maker of the motion shall be identified for the record. 
After the vote, the Secretary shall announce whether the motion 
carries or fails. 
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1.11 VOTING 


Voting shall be recorded by verbal yeas and nays, unless a roll call 
is demanded. Every member present shall vote on all motions. 
The only exception to this Rule is approval of a motion, by a two: 
thirds majority, to excuse a Board member from voting on an item 
due to a conflict of interest 


1.12 PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE 
In all matters of procedure not covered by these Rules or by 
provisions of the City Charter, the provisions of Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure shall control. The Chairperson of the Board 
shall have the right to vote on all motions 


SECTION 


OFFICERS 
2.1 SELECTION 


The Board shall, at the June meeting, elect from among the voting 
members, a Chairperson and a Vice Chairperson. An officer of the 
Board shall not hold the same elected office for more than two 
consecutive years. 


2.2 TENURE 


The Chairperson and Vice Chairperson shall assume their duties 
immediately following their election and shall hold office for a term 
of one year or until their successors are elected and assume office. 


oe DUTIES OF THE CHAIRPERSON AND VICE 
CHAIRPERSON 


A. The Chairperson shall preside at all meetings and perform such 
other duties as may be required by the Board 


B. The Chairperson may appoint Board members to any ad hoc 
committees created to explore issues related to the Board's 
functions. 


C.The Vice Chairperson shall act in the capacity of the 
Chairperson in his/her absence. In the event of a vacancy in the 
office of Chairperson, the Vice Chairperson shall succeed to this 
office for the unexpired term, and the Board shall select a 
successor to the office of Vice Chairperson for the unexpired term 


D.The Chairperson shall be an ex-officio member of all ad hoc 
committees. 


SECTION 3.0 - SECRETARY 
3.1. DESIGNATION 


The CITY-TV Manager shall serve as Secretary to the Board. In 
the event of his/her absence, CITY-TV Assistant shall perform the 
duties of Secretary to the Board. The Secretary shall not vote on 
matters of Board business. 


3.2 DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY 


A. The Secretary shall be responsible for maintaining the minutes 
of Board meetings and shall have them available in suitable 
volumes. Proposed minutes shall be available for public inspection 
no later than eight (8) business days after the meeting to which the 
minutes refer. Approved minutes shall be available for public 
inspection no later than five (5) business days after the meeting to 
which the minutes are approved. Copies of the proposed minutes 
shall be distributed to all Board members prior to the meeting at 
which they will be considered for approval 


B. The Secretary shall file approved minutes of Board meetings in 
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the office of the City Clerk as part of a public record and no official 
action taken by the Board at any meeting shall be considered 
effective until a copy of the minutes of the meeting at which such 
action was taken is filed with the City Clerk 


C.The Secretary shall prepare communications to the Mayor and 
City Council containing the Board's actions, positions and 
recommendations on matters of Board business. 


D.The Secretary shall forward to the Board, via Board meeting

Mayor Benavides presented a proclamation honoring the 140th 
Anniversary of Plymouth Congregational Church to Pastor

ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of 2-16-04; Lot 65, Northeast Corner of High 
Street and Lake Lansing Road, Petition for Rezoning from "F" 
Commercial to "B" Residential District filed by the Franklin Street 
Housing Corporation to allow for construction of a single family 
home 


There were no speakers for this public hearing 


2. In consideration of 2-17-04; 801-803 N. Sycamore, Petition for 
Rezoning from "C" Residential to "DM-2" Residential District filed 
by Delores Nagel to allow the structure to be used as a 3-unit 
residential building 


Dolores Nagel of 1267 Lakeside Dr. in East Lansing said in 93/94 
she purchased this property as a 3 unit residential. It was in 
horrible condition and she put a lot of money in it and rented it 
She registered it as the new owner. In 1999 the City told her there 
had been a mistake and that the property could not be a three unit 
apartment house, that it could only be a two unit dwelling. She 
would not have bought it as a two unit because it is a 4,000 square 
foot building. She bought it to use it as three 1,000 square foot 
apartments, that is the only way she could take care of the debt on 
it. She closed on unit down and from then until now she has lost 
$30,000 in rent for 16 months. She has talked to many different 
people. Dolores Fuller closed the entire building down when she 
was out of town and evicted the tenants from the two units that 
were legally occupied and red tagged the property for a year. She 
has paid $15,000 in the past year to keep up the property. She 
cannot sell it because it is a 4,000 square foot building that can 
only be used as a two unit apartment house. The City has 
admitted that it fell through the cracks. She bought it as a three 
unit everyone, including the City thought it was a three unit 
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building. Code Compliance told her it was a three unit building 


Councilmember Allen said that the Development and Planning 
Committee will take up this item on Wednesday, November 3, at 
10:00. Mrs. Nagel said that she was not informed of the 
Committee Meeting on Wednesday, nor the meeting tonight, and 
she has a plane reservation to Los Angeles on Wednesday 
morning 


Sheila McCoy of 230 N. Sycamore spoke in support of Dolores 
Nagel. This is deja vu to her. This too slipped through the cracks 
There are a lot of good people in this City who are being damaged 
by this type of mistake. These property owners have spent a lot of 
money on these properties. Someone at the City needs to be 
accountable. Council must help these people, not obstruct justice 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. spoke in support of Dolores 
Nagel. He said that all of the big mover and shaker developers get 
favorable consideration from City Council. When is consideration 
going to be given to these folks? Again this fell through the cracks. 
These developers not investing of their own monies, but these 
people who invest their own monies are not given the same 
consideration 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that she has 
spoken many times about Code Compliance. This woman is 
waiting for someone to tell her what to do. Code Compliance 
meetings are not helpful to the owners of property that are on their 
agendas. Why don't these people get information about programs 
that are available to help them. Developers get money from the 
City all of the time. Why are we not helping this person? She has 
already lost $30,000. She insisted that Council take action to 
protect the rights of City residents. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this is injustice. When a City 
Official makes a mistake it is injustice. This is the second week in 
a row where the same mistake has happened twice. This woman 
is paying at least $5,000 per month for this property. When 
developers come down here the Council bends over backwards 
and offers them all kinds of development money. What about a 
pilot for her? Property Rehabilitation Act? Enterprise Zone? Why 
does this woman have to suffer? 


Alberta Jordan of 9655 Snow Rd. said that Code Compliance runs 
around the City and red tags peoples homes. She urged voters to 
make their voices heard. This is a democracy. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court said that the issue here is that 
Code Compliance and the Zoning Department need to be 
reformed. These employees need to be better educated. This 
house has been a three unit property in the past and should be 
now. It is not disrupting the neighborhood in anyway. This should 
bea three unit 

Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she heard Mrs. Nagel 
say that this was a mistake and this property fell through the 
cracks. She does not believe that. She thinks this was done on 
purpose. She called for a Federal Investigation into the Code 
Compliance Department. There is evidence of falsification of 
documents by the Code Compliance Department. If Mrs. Nagel 
can prove that her property has been treated differently than other 
properties, then she is entitled to take her case to court 


Willy Williams of Lansing spoke about this property and made it 
clear that Councilmember Allen left the meeting and went out to 
take care of Mrs. Nagel. Council is not to be treated as a punching 
bag. People need to back off. 


Edward Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly said that Mrs. Nagel does not 
deserve this. He likened Code Compliance to a Nazi Storm 
Tooper. Too many things are falling through the cracks. The 
voters will pay attention to this next year. 
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Councilmember Allen said that the Council is beginning to hear 
more and more of these cases. She is also concerned for Code 
Compliance who has a very difficult job and is in a very difficult 
position. She suggested that prospective property owners request 
that information about zoning and property use be given to them in 
writing. That would help settle many of these cases 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, urged everyone to get out and 
vote tomorrow. He stated his endorsement of candidates on 
tomorrow's ballot. He spoke regarding the seven African American 
police officers who have filed suit against the LPD. It is not right 
that these people have to go to court to get this issue straightened 
out. 


Amy Hodgin of 1415 N. Homer spoke regarding the Lansing 
Educational Advancement Foundation Auction to be held 
November Sth at the Lansing Country Club. Tickets are $10.00 per 
person and refreshments will be served. Traditional art and 
student art will be auctioned. All proceeds will go the to Lansing 
School District Art Programs for art supplies. A Mark Mahafi 
Watercolor painting will be auctioned at the event. 


Paul Charles Scarborough of 1903 Holly Way urged everyone to 
vote tomorrow and stated his endorsement in the County 
Commission race in Ingham Counties 6th District 


Larry Brunette of 230 N. Sycamore spoke regarding the petition for 
rezoning he filed and City Council denied last week. All parties 
involved in this property are dumbfounded by what has happened 
since he bought this property. No one has denied the facts in this 
case, because they cannot deny it. The fix on this problem is easy. 
Something needs to be done to help him. He thanked 
Councilmembers Smith and Williams for not wanting to vote to 
deny this rezoning. The neighbors who have complained about his 
use of the building were not in evidence when he cleaned up the 
building which was a mess when he purchased it. He accused two 
councilmembers of having a conflict of interest in the vote to deny 
his petition 


Alberta Jordan of 9655 Snow Rd. urged everyone to get out and 
vote tomorrow. Residents of this Country should never forget 
about 9/11. Why did no one realize that 4 airplanes had been 
hijacked. She stated her endorsement of candidates whose names 
will appear on the election ballot tomorrow and criticized the failure 
of the government to increase medicare and social security 
benefits to reflect the raise in the cost of living 


Darnell E. Oldham of 3815 Berwick Dr. urged everyone to vote 
tomorrow. He stated that there will be monitors at every polling 
place tomorrow and urged voters who experience any problems at 
all to seek one of the monitors out. He spoke about the River 
Street Triangle Property and advised all residents to pay attention 
to what is happening with this property. He opposes any additional 
funds being invested in the extension of the River Trail. There is 
still not a community center for the South side of Lansing. The 
money set aside for this purpose is dwindling. In past weeks there 
has been a lot of discussion about what goes on in the Lansing 
Police Department. He stands in support of Chief of Police Mark 
Alley. He is the final word on these complaints and disciplinary 
actions. He urged Council not to circumvent the process 


George Brookover of 1005 Abbott Rd. stated that he is 
representing Howard Jones, John Pollard and others who are 
concerned about the Triangle Property. He has supplied 
documents showing the RFP on the Triangle Property and memos 
that say that the only bid that was received does not comply with 
the RFP. All offers on this property should have been considered 
Why would the City sell something for less money than they could 
realistically expect to get for it. He asked that this issue be tabled 
tonight and that Council vote down this extension. The current 
contract should be honored 
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Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes urged everyone to vote tomorrow. 
He stated that we are putting our soldiers in harms way without 
adequate protection in Iraq. They are using plywood in place of 
armor on the Humvee vehicles. He stated his endorsement of 
candidates whose names will appear on tomorrow's ballot 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair distributed copies of a letter regarding a 
home on West Lenawee. This home was purchased and 
rehabilitated by the Greater Lansing Housing Commission and it 
still has asbestos inside and outside of the house. These people 
need immediate relief. He spoke regarding the request for 
independent audit of the Board of Water & Light and the Charter 
mandates that call for it. He criticized the Council for being late in 
submitting their budget policies and priorities and the 
administration for not submitting the charter required first quarter 
expenditure detail report.

Corporate City Limit to the north and northeast, Collins Road to 
the east and Dunkel Road to the south. 


C.The area in East Lansing bounded by Bogue Street to the 
west, Grand River Avenue to the north, Hagadorn to the east, and 
the Red Cedar River to the south 


WHEREAS, it is necessary to conduct a public hearing in 
connection with the consideration of such proposed resolution as 
required by Act 281 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council

B. The area in Lansing bounded by I-496 to the west, the Lansing 
Corporate City Limit to the north and northeast, Collins Road to the 
east and Dunkel Road to the south. 


C. The area in East Lansing bounded by Bogue Street to the west, 
Grand River Avenue to the north, Hagadorn to the east, and the 
Red Cedar River to the south 


D.The area in downtown East Lansing contained within the East 
Lansing Downtown Development Authority District as adopted by 
the East Lansing City Council by Ordinance 635 on June 17, 1986 
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and amended by Ordinance 889 adopted on February 18, 1997 


WHEREAS, it is necessary to conduct a public hearing in 
connection with the consideration of such proposed resolution as 
required by Act 281 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council 
determines that it is necessary for the best interests of the public to 
create a multi-jurisdictional local development finance authority 
pursuant to the provisions of Act 281 in order to eliminate the 
causes of unemployment, underemployment and joblessness and 
to promote economic growth in the City of Lansing. The City 
Council hereby declares its intention to create and provide for the 
operation of a multi-jurisdictional local development finance 
authority pursuant to Act 281 with the City of East Lansing, County 
of Ingham, Michigan

on Monday, December 13, 2004 at 7:00 p.m. in the City Council 
Chambers, 10th Floor, Lansing City Hall, Lansing, Ml, to consider 
adoption by the City Council of the City of Lansing of a resolution 
creating a multi-jurisdictional local development finance authority 
with the City of East Lansing, designating the authority district in 
which the authority shall have jurisdiction, and setting out certain 
procedures in connection therewith. The public hearing may be 
held jointly with a public hearing called by the City of East Lansing 
on the creation of the Authority. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City Clerk shall cause notice 
of said public hearing to be published in The Lansing State 
Journal, a newspaper of general circulation in the City of Lansing, 
before the public hearing both on November 22 and 23, 2004 .

When Council gets into this issue at the Committee of 
the Whole, he would like the Public Service Department to attend 
and give a detailed breakdown of the complaints so the Committee 
can look at them closely. 


President Bauer said last Wednesday several Councilmembers 
attended the Grand Opening of the Clark Hill Law Firm that is in 
Old Town right on the River. It is a fantastic building and shows the 
continuous growth of Lansing and Old Town. She apologized for 
being late and said that she will not be at the Committee of the 
Whole on Thursday, because she will be attending her 
grandmother's funeral 


Councilmember Leeman said, regarding the Clark Hill Law Firm, 
that the City of Lansing applied for two grants from the State of 
Michigan for Economic Development along the River and after 
visiting the Clark Hill Law Firm this was a great example of making 
the grants work and getting a bang for our buck 


City Attorney Paul Novak said that he would like to make reference 
to the newspapers comments about Stewart Freeman of the 
Attorney General's Office. Mr. Freeman was a good friend and 
one of the Assistants in charge under whom he worked when he 
was in the A G's Office. He said when you look back at the last 
thirty years some of the prominent cases in that office from PBB 
Contamination to Tobacco Litigation, to anything that was a hot 
item, Stewart Freeman was involved in it in some way or other. He 
said everyone in the office admired the intellect that he possessed 
and the theories that he could conjure for purposes of dealing with 
issues. He will be sorely missed. 


MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides expressed 
his appreciation for the work of many people in raising the issue of 
the Wolverine Pipelines use of the interstate before the Legislature 
He said that he recognizes how frustrating it was for people to try 
and have their voices heard. It looked like this issue was run 
through the House, but fortunately, there are two executive 
branches in State Government and he urges people to stay 
engaged. He said that he appreciates the work of the public.

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Michael Morofsky of 1300 Woodbine asked when he would receive 
a response to the appeal he filed regarding the denial of a 
Freedom of Information Act request. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferrol thanked the Council for the time 
and donations they have generously given to the Baker/Donora 
Community Center and Fabulous Acres neighborhood association 
She passed on a message of appreciation from Anita Moneypenny, 
Emma Berry and the Staff at the Center for the support of City 
Council regarding their Thanksgiving program. They were able to 
help 113 families 
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Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper Ave. said that UAW Local 256 is still 
working without a contract and 48 months worth of vacant 
positions. Voters will remember this next year. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Crt. urged Councilmembers not to 
vote for the ordinance imposing a 6 month moratorium on the 
registration of single family residences as rental properties. This 
ordinance would displace 300 families and cost the City money. 
People have a right to live wherever they want as long as they 
obey the law. It does not matter wether they are renters or home 
owners. The 2005 City elections will bring a lot of people out to 
vote unless this ordinances is voted down 


Nancy Parsons of 430 N. Fairview spoke in support of the 
moratorium, saying it is a step towards progress. Each and every 
Councilmember on the dais came to the neighborhood 
associations and asked residents to support them in their 
elections. Now the neighborhood associations are asking for 
Council's support in return. She asked Councilmember Leeman to 
look into the developing safety issues at the construction site for 
the new Pattengill Middle School. The fence along Saginaw St. is 
compromising the safety of pedestrians. The fence needs to be 
moved back so that kids can get to and from school and other 
pedestrians can get to the buses. 


Howard Miller of 12671 Dundee in Grand Ledge stated his 
opposition to the moratorium ordinance. He feels that this 
ordinance will leave homes red tagged on the City’s streets. There 
are 500 such homes in any given year. If these houses are not 
going to be rehabilitated and brought back into occupancy status, 
they should be torn down 


Joseph Davis of 4953 W. Stoll Rd. said that he is still the owner of 
his family home. The one his mother and father owned. He rents 
it out to a friend of his mother. He stated his support for the 
moratorium. The Code Compliance Office is to busy to deal with 
this problem. There are only so many people to do so much work. 
The 500 homes referred to earlier need to be rehabilitated, or torn 
down, but this is just a temporary moratorium to give people a 
chance to do their best to get caught up on these houses. People 
will always need rental properties. This will not become a 
permanent issue. 


Nathan Espinosa of 6272 Centurion stated that he is a realtor and 
he represents a lot of hispanic and ethnic persons who do not have 
credit scores sufficient to allow them to get mortgages. He 
‘opposes this moratorium 


Todd Heywood of 645 S. Fairview stated his opposition to the 
moratorium. Renters are not all drug dealers, murderers and 
prostitutes. He is a home owner now, but he used to rent. He 
spoke regarding a claim he filed against the Code Compliance 
Office who entered his property and removed items without his 
permission. He was at home when the Code Officer first inspected 
his property, but the guy never even knocked on his door to get his 
permission to enter the property. Similarly, when his possessions 
were removed he was home but no one bothered to let him know 
what was going on. They removed landscape timber that he was 
using on one of his flower beds and pulled a two ton truck into his 
yard destroying his lawn. He believes that one reason people do 
Not move into Lansing is because the Code Compliance Office is 
stealing people's property. He threatened to take Council to 
Federal Court if this matter is not resolved to his satisfaction 


Dolores Nagel of 1267 Lakeside Dr. in East Lansing asked Council 
to allow her some type of non-conforming use of her property. This 
building was a 3 unit when she purchased it. The City told her it 
was a 3 unit and taxed it as a three unit until 1999. She purchased 
the property in 1999 and applied for Community Development 
Block Grant funds to rehabilitate it and that is when the City told 
her that she could not rent out all three units and that the building 
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could only be a two unit despite the fact that it is 4,000 square feet. 
She was forced to vacate one of the units which has cost her $500 
per month since 1999. In 2003 Code Compliance evicted her 
tenants while she was out of town because of repair that was 
needed on a storage building. The building could not be repaired 
without a permit, but the City refused to issue a permit unless she 
signed a statement saying that the building was a two unit rental 
She refused to sign the statement, the City refused to issue her a 
permit, red tagged her apartment house because of a storage unit 
and evicted her tenants, resulting in a total monthly loss in rent of 
$1,500 per month since the fall of 2003. The City taxed this 
building as a three unit rental for 10 years. Now the damage to the 
unoccupied building has increased an incredible amount and is 
much more costly. Investors will not even look at this property as a 
2 unit because they will not be able to regain their investment 


Colleen Beeman of 610 N. Sycamore stated her support for the 
moratorium ordinance, saying it is a good thing for the City. When 
you don't feel well, you take medicine that does not taste good, but 
that you take it because it makes you better. That is what this 
moratorium is. She urged Councilmembers to think about the long 
haul, not just today or tomorrow. 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer stated her support for the 
moratorium. It is a worthwhile time element. The Genesee 
Neighborhood Association has eight red tagged houses in it now 
None of them have been purchased or improved. She wishes 
Council would look at the Grand Rapids and Detroit ordinances. 
They did not make their moratoriums permanent, they were 
temporary and it improved the value of housing in those cities. 
This will be an improvement in Lansing. Amazing things happened 
in Kalamazoo. The tax monies that can come into the City on 
improved properties is considerable. We need a better balance 
between rental property and owner occupied properties in our 
neighborhoods. The current number of rental properties is causing 
deterioration in neighborhoods. Council will wish they had passed 
this ordinance in the future 


Michael John Simon of 720 N. Sycamore spoke for world peace 
Too many Americans have died in the war with Iraq. He urged 
listeners to support the Lansing Area Aids Network 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that the weatherman is 
predicting snow for Thanksgiving. This ought to give the snow 
plows a good idea of how they are going to handle plowing the 
streets this winter with all the cars that are parked in the streets 
‘overnight. It will also test the new schedule of fines 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. lonia said that at first she was 
suspicious of the moratorium, but she has been listening to what 
has been said by both sides and she now feels that it would be the 
best gift that could be given to the City of Lansing housing 
situation. In 1999 Council did a housing study. What has 
changed? What will a new study uncover that the ‘99 study did 
not? The sky will not fall if the moratorium ordinance is passed 
She commended Council on the development of the ordinance and 
on the cooperative work between Council and the Administration 


Larry Brunette of 230 N. Sycamore spoke in support of the 
rezoning of 801-801 N. Sycamore filed by Dolores Nagel. She has 
had this property for all this time and it is 4,000 square feet and 
has three utility meters. There are a lot of properties up there that 
are zoned “C” Residential. In the 200 block of W. Maple there is a 
3 unit, in the 300 block of W. Maple there is a 4 unit, on W. Walnut 
there is a 4 unit. The list goes on and one. Denial of her rezoning 
request will be very costly for her. He stated his opposition to the 
moratorium. Some people do not want the responsibility of home 
ownership. Some people cannot afford to buy a home yet, but 
they want to live in a single family residence in Lansing. The 
moratorium puts government in control and limits renters and 
property owners. This Country is supposed to have a free 
enterprise system 
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Vince Villegas of 128 N. Magnolia stated his opposition to the 
moratorium. He stated that he is a realtor with Briarwood Realty 
and is finding it more and more difficult to promote Lansing. This 
ordinance will not free up time for code compliance officers. They 
will spend more time trying to identify rental properties. He urged 
Councilmembers to vote no on this ordinance. 


Darnell Oldham of 3915 Berwick Dr. in Lansing stated opposition to 
the moratorium ordinance and said that it is not right for 
government to take away the rights of citizens. Every property 
‘owner who rents their property out is an entrepreneur. He 
predicted that if the Wolverine Pipeline is constructed through the 
City of Lansing a lot of people will move out and rent their 
properties. They will not sell, because they will not get market 
value for their homes. This is a time when the City needs to use 
Kolt and Serkiian Public Relations firm so that the public is more 
informed on this issue. This will be the worst thing that has ever 
happened to this city. It is not longer just a South Lansing issue. 
The recently proposed House Bill denying Cities the right to 
approve or disapprove construction of utility lines within their 
boundaries will impact the entire City and take away the rights of 
every community in the State to have control over whatever utility 
wants to come into their jurisdiction. This is a mockery of 
democracy, 


Howard Jones of 426 W Barnes Ave. said that he thought the 
Administration might be able to save money by turning the heat 
down in the City Hall building. He said that he has copies of fliers 
that he would ask the viewing audience to sign and send to 
Governor Granholm and the Speaker of the House urging veto of 
the House Bill on the Wolverine Pipeline. This is bad legislation 
and the Wolverine Company has alternative routes that would not 
have such a negative affect on the City of Lansing. This bill takes 
control away from local government and threatens the safety and 
security of people. He asked everyone who is interested in 
passing out these handbills to call him at 482-7044. He said, with 
regard to the moratorium ordinance, he lives in a neighborhood 
that is split between owners and renters and he supports the 
moratorium. The City needs to get it's housing policy straightened 
out so that we can become a friendlier, better place to live 


David Whitcomb of 1602 N. Canal Rd. said that he has been a 
realtor in Lansing for 33 years. He opposes the moratorium 
ordinance. He said that Michigan is number 2 in the Nation for 
foreclosed properties. The only state with more is Indiana. He 
agrees that something needs to be done with the housing situation, 
but does not think a moratorium is the answer. People have a right 
to live in the house or apartment of their choice. Many people do 
not want to own property. To promote home ownership, you must 
make sure that housing is in good condition, but more importantly, 
you must have good control of crime and drug use. These are the 
number one issues in terms of selling real estate 


Linda Tesllschow of 1125 Comfort stated her support for the 
moratorium ordinance. This ordinance does not take rentals away 
from renters, and people who support the moratorium are not 
opposed to renters. She urged the Realtors who are here tonight 
to join in their efforts to solve the housing problem within the 6 
month time frame. This can easily be done 


Susanna Tellschow of 1125 Comfort said that her neighborhood 
has real estate investors coming through and offering people 
money for their homes, so as to convert them into rentals. She 
‘supports the moratorium. When you are looking for a home to buy, 
commercial properties put potential buyers out of the market. It is 
cheaper to buy a home than it is to rent one and renters should not 
be automatically be equated with low income 


Neil Davis of 4301 S. Waverly, speaking on behalf of the Churchill 
Downs Neighborhood Association, said they unanimously support 
this moratorium. They do not frown on rental property, but they 
want them to have high quality standards. The working poor are 
stuck in a cycle of poverty where they must raise a deposit for a 
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anything 


This 6 month moratorium will not hurt 


two month period of rent. 
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Michael Stanley of 3219 Sablain Parkway stated his support for the 
moratorium. The 6 month period will pass in the blink of an eye 
and will give code compliance time to get caught up. This is a 
chance for home owners to get some control. He does not have a 
problem with renters, but thinks the moratorium is a good idea 


Patrick Rose of 310 Oxford in East Lansing said that he used to 
live in Lansing. Home ownership is a goal that we all share. A city 
wide ban on rentals may be done with good intentions, but he 
asked Councilmembers to look at wether they have the right to 
limit a persons use of his property. Do they have the power to ban 
a person from moving into another house and renting their former 
house so that they can afford to buy a new one? Does Council 
have the power to not allow for exceptions and variances? 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. stated her opposition 
to the moratorium ordinance. She stated that when she first 
moved into Lansing she was a renter. She said that code 
compliance does throw people out of their homes and that this 
ordinance provides too wide of a net. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said she opposes the 
moratorium and feels it is a big mistake. She is most concerned 
about the ability of people to purchase property and then decide to 
move to some place else. She has put more money into her 
property than she has ever received in rent 


Rick Smith of 1443 N. Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. said he 
‘opposes the moratorium. He stated that he buys red tagged 
properties and fixes them up. Amoratorium is not the answer to 
housing problems in Lansing 


Betty Beddard of 1818 Shady Oak Ln. said she is a realtor and a 
member of the Association of Realtors. She sells homes to 
investors who buy red tagged properties and fix them up and make 
them into nice homes for families who cannot buy and have to rent. 
She opposes this moratorium. Code Compliance may be short 
staffed, in which case the City should hire more people, not 
enforce a moratorium. 


Leta Williams of 6672 Imperial Ct. in Laingsburg said that she 
‘opposes the moratorium. The last time she advertised a 3 
bedroom 1% bath home on the south side of Lansing she got 35 
responses. She had to turn 34 of those families away. She urged 
City Council not to pass this ordinance. 


Mike Behan of 4127 Okemos Rd. said this is the 8th time he has 
come to a Council Meeting to ask for an external audit of the Board 
of Water & Light. It is clear to him that many Councilmembers 
have allied themselves with the Board of Water & Light and are 
just waiting for this issue to go away. It is not going to go away. 
The General Manager at the Board of Water & Light has a 96% 
disapproval rating among his empleyees. Council should not align 
themselves with these people at the BW&L too quickly. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said her cable access 
television show, Jewels of Knowledge will air a video tape showing 
how new pipelines are installed. It can be seen tonight at 11:30 
P.M. She is not afraid of the pipeline. She said that if the 
moratorium ordinance is approved she will file suit against Cheryl 
Risner of the Lansing Neighborhood Council in Federal Court. She 
stated that this ordinance was introduced by people who want to 
use their voting clout against other citizens. The City needs to 
enforce their housing codes uniformly, not disparately as they 
currently do. She caught the veiled threat that a speaker used 
against Councilmembers tonight when they said that 
Councilmembers came to neighborhoods for support at election 
time and now they want that support back. For the hundreds of 
properties that have been seized in drug raids, this is the wrong 
thing to do, Code Compliance needs to be forced to do their jobs 
correctly. Council need to do their work properly. They have a 
problem with Code Compliance 
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Toni Barrett, no address given, said that she had a 
pedestrian/automobile accident at Larch and Shiawassee a month 
ago in which the driver of the car was uninsured. This driver did 
not even get a ticket. She is in desperate trouble right now and 
has not had anything to eat since last Friday, nor does she have a 
home. If something is not done to help her soon, she will not make 
it 


Sheila McCoy of 230 N. Sycamore said she opposes this 
moratorium. Government is of the people, for the people and by 
the people. Not for special interest groups or private individuals 
Council has heard over and over from the people. The Dolores 
Nagel property is a 3 unit apartment house. Examples have been 
given to Council of what is going on with this City and their 3, 4 and 
5 unit properties. She has a description from the Register of 
Deeds that shows this property as a 3 Unit listed as 801, 801% 
and 803 N. Sycamore. More than a majority of people have 
spoken against the moratorium. Renters are not criminals, 
prostitutes and drug addicts 

Martin Dungey of 3563 Coachlight said he is a member of the 
Coachlight Neighborhood Association and he supports the 
moratorium. He lives next door to a rental property. He is not 
against renters or investors, he is opposed to people who buy 
property only for investment purposes and do not keep their 
property up. The average length of time that renters stay in the 
house next door to him is one year. 


Jim Dravenstatt-Moceri of 1331 Hosta in Holt said that he lived in 
Lansing for 35 years. He support the moratorium for a 6 month 
trial period. He does not believe that it will eliminate rental 
housing, he thinks it will increase family ownership.

Lansing is a Tree City USA, but we 
argue about how to dispose of leaves. There are too many 
contradictions in what we do and say. The moratorium will not 
solve any problems, it will just be a bandage on a bleeding wound 
He lived in the West for 10 years. They did not have hundreds of 
red tagged homes out there. He lives across from a City Park and 
junk from the park blows in his yard all the time because it is not 
maintained. There are plenty of sources for the City to get free 
and low cost labor to clean up our parks. We could have a work 
release program for inmates, affix community service requirements 
to convictions, etc 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn spoke regarding the Lansing Police 
Officers who have filed suit alleging racial bias in the LPD. He said 
that City Departments have a right to perform checks and balances 
on each other. He has never known an investigation that was 
done by the same body that the complaint is filed against. When 
you have experienced discrimination all of your life, the issue 
becomes much more important to you, as it has to him.

Historic Preservation Grant Application for BCFI Project. 


WHEREAS, the Black Child and Family Institute (BCFl) requests 
that the City of Lansing, through its Planning Office, submit a 
Historic Preservation grant application to the State of Michigan for 
Rehabilitation Planning program funds for the Genesee Street 
School Rehabilitation Project, and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is designated as a Certified Local 
Government, and is eligible for funds from the Michigan Historical 
Center on a 60/40% matching basis as a result; and 


WHEREAS, BCFI, whose offices at 835 W. Genesee are located 
within the old school, would conduct the project as a subrecipient 
of the grant; and 


WHEREAS, BCFI proposes to engage an architectural firm to 
complete schematic drawings, specifications, cost estimates, and 
working drawings suitable for bids, and to obtain appropriate plan 
approvals; and 


WHEREAS, the grant, if approved, would assist BCFI with 
determining the feasibility of acquiring the building from the 
Lansing School District and renovating it to current standards, 
while retaining its historic character; and 


WHEREAS, the grant program would provide up to 60% of the 
total project costs, which are estimated to be $35,000; and 


WHEREAS, the total grant requested is $21,000 (60%) and BCFI 
would supply the required 40% local match ($14,000); and 


WHEREAS, the City’s role would be to administer the project as. 
the primary subgrantee, without using City funds for the project; 
and 


WHEREAS, this project would arm BCFI with the information 
necessary to complete a full scale renovation of the building and to 
mount a capital campaign to finance the improvements; and 


WHEREAS, this project would also build on past City efforts to 
work with BCFI to improve its facilities, and give the City the 
opportunity to use these grant funds for a direct benefit to the 
community, and to use historic preservation tools for brick-and- 
mortar projects; and

INSTALLMENT PURCHASE FINANCING OF EQUIPMENT 
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FOR 
LANSING ENTERTAINMENT & PUBLIC FACILITIES AUTHORITY 


WHEREAS, the Authority has determined that it is necessary to 
acquire and install the property described in Exhibit A (the 
“Property”) for the Facilities; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 99"), the legislative body 
of a city may enter into any contract or agreement for the purchase 
of lands, property or equipment for public purposes, to be paid for 
in installments over a period of not to exceed fifteen (15) years but 
in any case not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, 
as the useful life shall be determined by resolution of the legislative 
body; and 


WHEREAS, the City would be willing to finance the acquisition of 
the Property for operation by the Authority under the provisions of 
Act 99; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council has been presented with a proposed 
form of Limited Tax General Obligation Installment Purchase 
Agreement (the “Installment Agreement’) between the City and 
one of more sellers to be identified (the “Sellers"), which 
Installment Agreement provides for the assignment thereof to a 
bank or financial institution to be identified (the "Bank”); and 


WHEREAS, the Installment Agreement provides that the Sellers 
will sell to the City the Property or a portion thereof for an 
aggregate purchase price which will not exceed $642,046.45 (the 
“Property”); and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with the terms of the Installment 
Agreement, the Sellers will direct the City to pay for the Property 
by making payments due by the City under the Installment 
Agreement (the “Installment Payments") directly to the Bank; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City pursuant to the 
Installment Agreement will not result in the outstanding balance of 
all purchases by the City under Act 99 exceeding one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Itis hereby found and declared to be for public purposes and in 
the best interest of the welfare of the residents of the City to 
acquire the Property in accordance with the provisions of Act 99 
and the Installment Agreement attached hereto and made part 
hereof. The Property is hereby determined to be property and 
equipment which will be used for public purposes. Based upon 
representations made by the Authority, the useful life of the 
Property is hereby determined to be not less than three (3) years, 
five (5) years, or ten (10) years as shown on Exhibit A 


2. Either the President and Chief Executive Officer or the Vice 
President of Finance of the Authority is hereby authorized to 
negotiate the final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement with a bank or financial institution, in substantially the 
form presented herewith, with such additions, changes and 
modifications as he or she shall deem to be necessary or 
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appropriate. The final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement shall be subject to the approval of either Finance 
Director, Deputy Finance Director, or Treasurer of the City, which 
approval shall be evidenced by their execution of the Installment 
Agreement. Principal payable pursuant to the Installment 
Agreement for any portion of the Property shall be payable over a 
period of not to exceed the lesser of 10 years or the useful life of 
the Property being financed as set forth in Section 1 of this 
Resolution. The net interest cost payable under the Installment 
Agreement shall not exceed 8.00% per annum, and the principal 
amount to be paid by the City under the Installment Agreement 
shall not exceed $642,046.45. Either the Finance Director, Deputy 
Finance Director, or Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
execute and deliver the Installment Agreement in final form, 
together with such other certificates and documents as shall be 
required in connection with the delivery therewith 

The City may enter into more than one Installment Agreement to 
finance acquisition of the Property provided that the aggregate 
amount borrowed and the financing terms thereof shall be within 
the parameters of this section 


3. The City’s obligation under the Installment Agreement to make 
Installment Payments is a limited tax general obligation of the City 
payable from the general funds of the City, and City Council hereby 
authorizes the establishment of appropriate line items as 
necessary for acquisition of the property to be acquired under the 
Installment Agreement. The City shall include in its budget and 
pay each year, until the Installment Payments are paid in full, such 
sum as may be necessary each year to make all Installment 
Payments when due, and the City agrees, if necessary, to levy 
sufficient taxes to provide that sum within applicable constitutional, 
statutory and charter tax rate limitations. The City’s obligation 
under the Installment Agreement to make Installment Payments 
shall continue without reduction or abatement for any cause or 
reason whatsoever, including, but not limited to, casualty which 
results in any of the Facilities being untenantable, and without right 
of setoff or recoupment, until the Installment Payments are paid in 
full 


4. Either the Finance Director, Deputy Finance Director, or 
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Treasurer of the City are hereby authorized to execute an Authority 
Payment Agreement with the Authority (the “Authority Payment 
Agreement”) under which the Authority would agree to pay the 
City's obligations under the Installment Agreement directly to the 
Bank, in substantially the form presented herewith 
Notwithstanding execution of the Authority Payment Agreement by 
the Authority and the City, City Council acknowledges that the 
City's obligation under the Installment Agreement to make 
Installment Payments is a limited tax general obligation of the City 
as described in Section 3 of this Resolution 


5. The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg. 
§ 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code: 


(a) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself or the 
Authority with proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for the 
expenditures made to pay certain costs associated with the 
Property which were or will be paid subsequent to sixty (60) days 
prior to the date hereof from the general funds or capital fund of 
the Authority or the City. 


(b) As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $642,046.45, which debt 
may be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for 
other purposes. 


(c) Areimbursement allocation of the expenditures described in 
paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing described 
herein will occur not later than 18 months after the later of () the 
date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ji) the date the Property 
is placed in service or abandoned, but in no event more than three 
(3) years after the original expenditure is paid. A reimbursement 
allocation is an allocation in writing that evidences the use by the 
Authority or the City of the proceeds of the debt to be issued for 
the Property to reimburse the Authority or the City for a capital 
expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution 
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(d) The expenditures for the Property are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of a 
type which are properly chargeable to a capital account (or would 
be so chargeable with a proper election or with the application of 
the definition of "placed in service” under Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) 
under general Federal income tax principles (as determined at the 
time the expenditure is paid) 


(e) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the Authority or the City 
in reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to 
abusive uses of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using 
funds corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner 
that results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. 
Reg. § 1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (3) above 


6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall 
take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
Installment Agreement from adjusted gross income for general 
federal income tax purposes under Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended, including but not limited to, actions relating to 
the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable. 


7. The City recognizes that Miller, Canfield has represented from 
time to time, and currently represents, various financial institutions 
and other potential participants in this issue for unrelated matters, 
any of which potential participants might offer to purchase this 
issue or to act as Transfer Agent therefor. The City appoints Miller, 
Canfield as counsel for this issue, notwithstanding the potential 
concurrent representation of any such participant regarding any 
unrelated matter 


8. The Mayor, City Clerk, City Treasurer, Finance Director, and 
Deputy Finance Director of the City, or the President and Chief 
Executive Officer or Vice President of Finance of the Authority, and 
other officials and agents of the City are each severally authorized 
to do all acts and things and, upon the advice of counsel, to 
execute any documents or certificates as may be necessary or 
desirable to deliver the aforesaid documents to the parties and to 
effectuate the transactions described therein and the purposes of

Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke about the 425 
agreement and how the City does not gain anything by it and it will 
be the same thing with this SmartZone. She said by allowing the 
SmartZone the City will lose even more money than it is right now. 
She said that she strongly opposes the SmartZone and urges the 
City to really look into this before it is acted upon it 
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Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. spoke in opposition to the 
SmartZone for the same reason that the two previous speakers 


spoke about 
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Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke in opposition to the 
SmartZone and sais that she feels that the only Smart thing about 
this is to job train people who are currently out of work 


2. In consideration of SLU-7-2004; 6070 S. Martin Luther King Jr. 
Blvd., Petition for a Special Land Use filed by Mount Hope Church 
to establish a church in a "F" Commercial District 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair questioned which Mt Hope Church this 
is for, because when looking in the phone book you will find 
several churches under this name and he thinks that before this is 
considered the City should find out which church it is. He also 
wants to know with this being in a strip mall area if there will be 
proper parking for events that will be held there 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove asked if the Council 
really looked into the zoning of this property before 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. spoke in opposition to this 
zoning and asked that the City Council to look into this before 
passing it. 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. spoke in reference to the lawsuit 
against the Lansing Police Department involving seven Police 
Officers.

Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. spoke about the UAW contract 
and asked that Council really work with them to get this settled 
He thanked Representative Murphy and Senator Bernero for their 
support in preventing the Wolverine Pipeline from going anywhere 
at this time 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke in support of Mayor 
Benavides for Mayor in the next election. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in opposition to the extension for 
Seven Block Development that is on tonight's Agenda. He said 
this should not be allowed because the Eyde Company has never 
met its deadlines with the City. 


Belinda Fitzgerald of 224 S. Holmes St. spoke about supporting 
David Hollister for the next Mayoral election, since he got the City 
into this financial mess he needs to come back and get us out of it 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. wished everyone a Happy Holiday 
and said that we have a long year a head of us and he would like 
to see some things achieved for next year like cleaning up the 
Police Department if there truly is a problem.
